History  records  that  the  Eastham  windmill  was  built 

t. 

ill  Plymouth  and  floated  across  Cape  Cod  Bay  to  Truro  in 
1793.  A  few  years  later  it  was  brought  overland  by  teams  of 
oxen  to  Eastham. 

In  early  years  when  Eastham  was  the  granary  of  the 
Plymouth  Colonv  the  miller  was  a  busv  man.  The  mill  is 
operated  by  means  of  sails  on  the  large  wooden  fans  or 
vanes.  When  there  is  sufficient  wind  these  vanes  turn  a 
large  wheel  with  Avoodeii  cogs.  These  cogs  in  turn  mesh  in 
a  small  iron  gear  atop  a  long  vertical  shaft  inside  the  mill. 
The  revolving  shaft  turns  the  top  millstone  which  is  attached 
to  it  at  the  lower  end  and  which  weights  about  one  and  one- 
half  tons.  As  this  millstone  turns  it  bears  down  upon  the 
bottom  millstone  which  is  stationary.  There  are  grooves  in 
both  stones  and  the  rotary  motion  carries  the  meal  to  the 
outer  edge  where  it  is  deposted.  The  corn  or  other  hard 
grain  is  dropped  in  through  an  opening  in  the  center  of 
the  top  stone. 

The  entire  top  of  the  windmill  may  be  rotated  on  iron 
wheels  on  a  track.  By  pulling  on  the  tail-piece  the  mill  can 
be  faced  into  the  wind,  thus  placing  it  in  working  position. 
Because  of  the  lack  of  streams  and  water  wheel  mills,  wind- 
mills were  a  necessity  on  Cape  Cod. 


The  cover  features  the  third  land  mark,  an  original 
design  by  Mr.  James  Kingsland. 

The  orange  background  suggests  generally  an  autumn 
mood  with  the  foliage  just  past  its  peak.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  Eastham: 

At  this  tip-ie  we  wish  to  greet  our  fellow  tOAvnsmen  and 
bring  to  you  the  report  of  your  Selectmen: 

As  usual  many  and  varied  problems  have  arisen  and  we 
have  tried  to  solve  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  entire  Town. 

Again  we  have  applied  for  Chapter  90  to  widen  and 
improve  Braekett  Eoad.  We  feel  this  will  be  one  of  the  main 
roads  to  the  proposed  new^  Regional  High  Schoiol. 

The  parking  lots  at  First  Encounter,  Campground  and 
Cooks  Brook  Beaches  were  enlarged  extensively,  making 
available  an  estimated  five  hundred  more  spaces. 

The  widening  of  the  highway  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall 
was  defeated  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  but  the  heavy 
summer  traffic  at  this  dangerous  intersection  was  verv  well 
controlled  by  a  patrolman  on  duty  eight  hours  a  day.  We 
feel  Mr.  Edward  Brown  of  the  Eastham  Superette  should 
be  given  our  thanks  and  appreciation  for  his  contribution  in 
paying  for  the  afternoon  shift  of  said  patrolman. 

Several  committees  have  been  appointed  to  make  var- 
ious and  sundry  studies.  Among  these  studies  are  the  use  of 
town  owned  land  in  the  Park  area  for  a  municipal  Golf 
Course ;  a  250  car  parking  lot  on  Ocean  View  Drive  for 
Eastham  residents  onlv:  a  Personnel  studv;  increased  office 
space  at  the  ToAvn  Hall  and  to  investigate  the  needs  at  Rock 
Harbor.  In  regard  to  the  Parking  lot  on  Ocean  View  Drive, 
while  the  marvelous  view  from  it  would  be  a  great  attract- 
ion, we  must  not  OA^erlook  the  fact  that  there  is  a  forty  foot 
bank  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  The  various  committees 
appointed  during  the  past  three  years  to  study  the  increased 
office  space  needed  have  had  no  solution  to  this  serious  pro- 
blem. As  Chairman  of  the  Board  I  feel  we  desperately  need 
a  vault  for  the  Assessors'  records  in  order  that  they  may  be 
protected  at  all  times. 

Regarding  the  land  exchange  for  the  Regional  High 
School  we  have  been  advised  by  Mr.  Joseph,  Mr.  Cook  and 
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Mr.  Thompson  of  the  Park  Service  that  approximately  72 
acres  have  been  set  aside  for  this  purpose.  As  near  as  can  be 
estimated  the  Town  owned  land  we  would  deed  to  the  Park 
would  be  100  a^-res  in  exchange  for  this  72  acre  lot,  in  var- 
ious parcels  north  of  Cable  Road. 

There  are  many  articles  in  the  warrant  which  should  be 
studied  carefully  and  given  serious  thought.  We  are  a  fast 
growing  community  and  we  have  the  opportunity  of  benefit- 
ing from  the  errors  experienced  by  other  communities  who 
today  regret  not  giving  careful  thought  and  long  range 
planninir  to  tlieir  problems. 

Again  we  won.  second  prize  for  our  1965  Town  Report. 
AVe  want  to  tliank  all  who  aided  in  compiling  the  report 
including  Mrs.  Ailene  Kingsland  for  her  excellent  cover. 

As  we  close  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
people,  the  Department  heads,  the  elected  and  appointed 
officials  for  tlieir  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  past 
year. 

Special  tlianks  should  be  given  to  Mr.  John  Alexander 
and  his  committee  for  the  excellent  job  they  have  done  on  the 
Highway  Department  Garage.  Special  thanks  also  go  to 
Mr.  Robert  Deschamps  and  his  committee  for  the  new  Police 
Station.

A  complete  new  set  of  fully  corrected  Assessors 's  Maps  are 
now  ill  use  and  this,  along  with  the  corrections  which  have 
been  made,  makes  the  Board  feel  we  have  -one  of  the  most 
complete,  correct  and  current  assessment  systems  in  the 
entire  Commonwealth.

One  is  for  Five  Hundred  Dollars  to  keep  our 
maps  up  to  date  by  transferring  boundaries  formed  by  cur- 
rent sales  and  new  sub-divisions  onto  the  new  maps.  The 
other  is  to  1  ire  the  United  Appraisal  Company  to  continue 
their  appraisal  of  new  sub-division  and  buildings.  The 
Board  feels  both  these  items  are  absolutely  necessary  to 
maintain  our  current  standards. 

It  seems  the  only  thing  lacking  in  this  Department  now 
is  adequate  working  space  and  vault  pi-iotection  for  the 
records.  We  hope  the  taxpayers  will  give  these  items 
positive  consideration  in  tlie  near  future.

T  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  tlu^  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Eastham  for  the  period  from 
September  11,  1962  to  May  31,  1965,  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is 
in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  William 
Schwartz,  Assistant  Chief  of  Bureau.

Sir : 

As  directed  bv  you,  I  haxc  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Eastham  for  the  period 
from  September  11,  1962,  the  date  of  the  previous  exam- 
ination, to  May  31,  1965,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

An  examination  and  verification  was  made  of  the 
financial  transactions  of  the  town  as  shown  on  the  books 
of  the  departments  receiAdng  or  disbursing  money  or  com- 
mitting bills  for  collection. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  toAvn  accountant's  office 
were  examined  and  checked  in*  detail.  The  recorded  re- 
ceipts were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  Avith 
the  records  of  the  scAa^ral  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  toAvn,  while  the  disbursements  Avere  checked  Avith 
tiie  selectmen's  Avarrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  dis- 
burse tOAvn  funds  and  Avith  the  j^ayments  as  shown  by  the 
treasurer's  cash  book. 
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The  appropriations  and  transfers  were  clieeked  witli 
+lie  town  elerk's  records  of  town  meetings  and  with  the 
records  of  the  finance  committee.  The  ledger  accounts  were 
analyzed,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showini:*  tlie  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  May  31,  1965 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  de- 
partments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury, 
while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  treasury  war- 
rants authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The 
casli  balance  on  May  31.  1965  Avas  proved  by  a  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  received  from 
the  depository  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the 
office. 

Tlie  reported  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt 
and  interest  Avere  verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts 
falling  due  and  were  checked  with  the  cancelled  securities 
on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by 
the  town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  taxes,  and  in- 
terest and  costs  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were 
compared  with  the  collector's  records;  the  reported  re- 
demptions, sales  of  lands  of  low  value,  and  sales  of  tax 
possessions  were  checked;  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  pos- 
sessions on  hand  were  listed,  proved,  and  compared  with 
fhe  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds 
in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees  were 
verifi(Hl,  and  the  savings  bank  books  and  securities  rep- 
resenting the  investment  of  these  funds  were  examined 
and  listed. 

The  recoi-ds  of  ])ayroll  deductions  on  account  of  Fed- 
*^Vc\]  and  State  taxes,  the  retirement  systems,  and  group 
insurance  were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  town 
accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  tax  and  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  prev- 
ious examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment 
lists,  were  audited  and  proved  with  the  warrants  issued 
for  their  collection.  The  recorded  collections  Avere  com- 
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])are(l  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements 
were  proved  with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements 
granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked 
witli  the  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
respective  controlling  ledger  accounts. 

In  order  to  verify  the  correctness  of  the  outstanding 
accounts,  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  tax  collector's  books  as  ow- 
ing money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  in- 
dicating that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  accounts  receivable 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the 
selectmen,  the  toAvn  clerk,  and  the  building  and  gas  in- 
spectors, as  well  as  by  the  police  department,  were  ex- 
amined and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  State  and 
to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  several  officials  of 
the  town  required  to  furnish  such  surety  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books 
and  accounts  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  recorded  collections  Avere  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  and  the  cash 
on  hand  in  the  several  departments  was  proved  by  actual 
count. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer's cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  lax  title,  tax 
i:)OSsession,  and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  sched- 
ules showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust 
and  investment  funds. 

AVhile  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was 
received  from  the  officials  of  the  town,  for  which,  on 
behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  my:self,  i  wish  to  express 
appreciation.

areas,  buildings,  etc.  of  the  site  where  the  sign  or  signs 
shall  be  erected.  Locations  for  the  sign  or  signs  shall  be 
indicated  on  the  plot  plan.  The  fee  for  this  permit  shall 
be  $2.00  per  sign. 

3.  Approval  of  permit :  Upon  receipt  of  an  applica- 
tion for  the  erection  of  a  sign  the  Building  Inspector  shall 
snbmit  the  application  to  the  Architectural  Advisory  Com- 
mittee for  their  recommendations.  He  shall  submit  their 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  upon  re- 
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cept  of  their  approval  and  recommendations,  may  then 
issue  a  permit  for  the  erection  of  the  sign  or  signs  in  ac- 
cordance with  their  instructions.  The  permit  number  shall 
be  l<^ttered  in  a  lower  corner  of  each  sign  in  such  manner 
as  to  be  legible  from  the  ground  level.  Application  for  a 
permit  for  erection  of  a  sign  must  be  acted  upon  within 
thirty  days  from  receipt  of  the  application. 

SECTION  II 

Sign  Regulations  -  Zoning  District  A 

1.  Permanent  Signs:  The  display  of  not  more  than 
two  double-faced  signs,  which  shall  have  a  total  area  of  not 
more  than  twelve  (12)  square  feet  on  resident  occupant's 
property,  which  shall  pertain  to  the  resident  occupant's 
business  or  profession  or  to  the  use  of  such  property  as 
authorized  under  Section  III  of  the  Zoning  Code.  Said 
sign  or  signs  shall  not  be  illuminated  by  means  of  flashing 
ligiits  nor  by  lighting  in  such  a  manner  as  to  create  a 
traffic  hazard. 

2.  Temporary  Signs:  Temporary  signs  may  be  erect- 
ed or  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  owner  of  the  property 
on  which  the  sign  or  signs  are  erected  within  the  require- 
ments of  the  definition  of  ''temporary  signs". 

3.  Street  Signs:  Street  name  signs  for  private  ways 
sliall  be  of  the  type  used  by  the  Town  of  Eastham,  or  of 
equivalent  legibdity  and  cippearance,  and  shall  be  erected 
at  least  two  (2)  feet  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  street 
shoulder.  ''Ladder''  type  signs  at  street  intersections  listing 
names  of  residents  of  the  street  may  be  erected  provided 
a  i)ermit  is  granted  by  the  Building  Inspector  under  pro- 
cedures of  Section  I.  Such  signs  must  be  supported  by  a 
frame  or  post  erected  for  tliat  purpose  and  must  not  be 
fastened  to  trees  or  otlier  natural  features.  Regardless  of 
number  of  names  on  the  sign,  the  sign  shall  be  considered 
as  one  sign  for  purposes  of  fees. 

SECTION  III  -  District  B 

1 .  Permanent  Signs :  The  display  of  not  more  than 
two  double-faced  signs,  which  shall  have  a  total  area  of  not 
more  than  twelve  (12)  square  feet  on  resident  occupant's 
property,  which  shall  pertain  to  the  resident  occupant's 
business  or  profession  or  to  the  use  of  such  property  as 
authorized  under  Section  III  of  the  Zoning  Code.  Said  sign 
or  signs  shall  not  be  illuminated  by  means  of  flashing 
lights  nor  by  lighting  in  such  a  manner  as  to  create  a 
traffic  hazard. 

2.  Temporary  Signs :  Temporary  signs  may  be  erect- 
ed or  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  owner  of  the  property 
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on  which  the  siorn  or  signs  are  erected  within  tlie  require- 
ments of  the  definition  of  ''temporary  signs". 

3.  Street  Signs :  Street  name  signs  for  private  ways 
shall  be  of  the  type  used  by  the  Town  of  Eastham,  or  of 
equivalent  legibility  and  appearance,  and  shall  be  erected 
at  least  two  2)  feet  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  street 
shoulder.  ''Ladder"'  tyj)e  signs  at  street  intersections  listing 
names  of  residents  of  the  street  may  be  erected  provided 
a  permit  is  granted  by  the  Building  Inspector  under  pro- 
cedures of  Section  1.  Such  signs  must  be  supported  by  a 
frame  or  post  erected  for  that  purpose  and  must  not  be 
fastened  to  trees  or  other  natural  features.  Regardless  of 
number  of  names  on  the  sign,  the  sign  shall  be  considered 
as  one  sign  for  purpose  of  fees. 

SECTION  IV  Permissive  Use  Areas 

Signs  for  other  than  the  permitted  uses  iji  this  area 
must  comply  with  the  regulations  for  the  Zoning  District 
in  which  the  Permissive  Use  area  is  located  except  that 
signs  for  the  permitted  uses  in  this  area  shall  comply  with 
all  regulations  for  Zoning  Districts  C  and  D. 

SECTION  V  Sign  Regulations  -  Seashore  District 
The  display  of  not  more  than  one  single-faced  or  one 
double-faced  sign  on  property  of  a  residential  occupant 
which  shall  pertain  to  the  occupancy,  sale  or  rental  of  such 
property  as  herein  authorized  and  such  sign  shall  not  ex- 
ceed two  square  feet  in  area  and  shall  not  be  of  a  type 
or  style  employing  or  using  neon,  flourescent,  or  other 
direct  illumination;  provid^^d  that  the  above  limitation  shall 
not  apply  to  facilities  deemed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior to  be  necessary  on  Federally  owned  property  for 
administration  and  public  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  Cape 
Cod  National  Seashore  or  to  facilities  of  the  Town  of 
Eastham  on  Town  owned  land. 

SECTION  VI  -  Districts  C  and  D 

1.  Permanent  Signs :  The  display  of  not  more  than 
two  free-standing  signs,  provided  they  are  at  least  300  feet 
apart  and  one  sign  on  the  building  shall  be  permitted.  On 
premises  where  multiple  businesses  are  conducted  one  sign 
may  be  allowed  on  the  building  or  buildings  for  each  sep- 
arate business  conducted  therein.  All  signs  must  be  erected 
on  the  property  of  the  applicant. 

A  free-standing  sign  shall  not  have  a  dimension  of 
over  ten  feet  in  a  vertical  or  horizontal  direction.  Location 
of  free-standing  signs  with  respect  to  setback  for  roads  or 
ways,  lot  boundaries  and  or  buildings  shall  be  as  required 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  who  may  consider  public  safety. 
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ad  join  ill. £>'  business,  otlier  signs  in  the  area,  eonformation 
witli  existing'  practices  or  the  effect  on  the  neighborhood 
in  making  their  deterniinations.  Illuminated  signs  shall 
not  have  glare  distracting  to  drivers  nor  shall  there  be 
any  exposed  neon  or  gas  filled  signs  or  illumination  that 
will  conflict  with  the  ability  to  readily  see  traffic  lights 
or  cause  any  hazardous  condition  therefrom  and  there 
shall  be  no  flashing,  rotating  or  oscillating  supplementary 
lighting.  There  shall  be  no  display  of  temporary  advertis- 
ing devices  such  as  streamers,  posters,  pennants  and  sucli 
similar  promotional  sales  devices.  Gasoline  stations  and 
garages  shall  be  allowed  the  standard  permanent  oil  com- 
pany signs  in  addition  to  the  name  sign  plus  the  custom- 
ary lubrication,  washing  and  service  signs  displayed  in 
the  position  to  which  they  apply. 
Sign  areas  permitted: 

Free-standing  -  One  sign  on  property  -  thirty  sq.  ft. 
on  one  side  for  a  total  sign  area  of  sixty  sq.  ft. 

Two  signs  on  property  -  T^7enty  sq.  ft.  on  one  side  of 
each  sign  for  a  total  sign  area  of  forty  sq.  ft.  per  sign. 

On  building  or  buildings  -  All  signs  to  be  single 
faced  with  a  total  area  not  in  excess  of  ten  sq  ft. 

2.  Illumination  of  business  structures  and  or  areas 
shall  not  be  of  such  int^^nsities  as  to  be  injurious,  obnox- 
ious or  offensive  to  the  neighborhood,  nor  sliall  it  con- 
stitute a  traffic  hazard. 

SECTION  Vn  -  Registration  of  Existing  Signs 
All  permanent  signs  in  existence  at  the  effective  date 
of  this  amendment  shall  be  registered  with  the  Building 
Inspector  in  the  manner  ])rovided  in  ''Application  for  per- 
mit'' within  lli  months  of  the  effective  date.  The  Building 
Inspector  shall  issue  a  permit  for  such  signs  without  con- 
sulting the  Architectural  Advisorv  Committee  or  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  when  such  signs  fully  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Zoning  District  in  which  the  sign  is 
erected. 

SECTION  VilT  -  Non-conforming  Signs 
All  non-conforming  signs  shall  be  discontinued  witliin 
two  3'ears  of  the  effective  date  of  this  amendment  unless 
a  special  permit  has  been  previously  granted  by  the  Board 
of  Appeals. 

SECTION  IX  -  Administration 

(a)  Appeal:  An  applicant  shall  have  the  right  of 
appeal  to  the  Board  of  Ap])eals  for  a  variance  from  any 
section  of  this  code  and  also  from  the  refusal  by  the 
Building  Inspector  to  issue  a  permit  for  the  erection  of  a 
sign  or  signs. 
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The  Board  of  Appeals  may  consider  in  their  delibtM'- 
ations  as  a  basis  for  prranting  of  waivers  favorable  recom- 
mendations from  the  Architectural  Advisory  Committee, 
the  Plaiinin<>'  Board  and  the  Building  Inspector. 

^b)  Enforcement:  This  Sign  Code  By-Law  shall  be 
enforced  by  the  Building  Inspector.  The  Building  Inspector 
may  I'csort  to  Courts  for  injunctions  or  other  appropriate 
remedies. 

(c)  Penalty:  Any  permanent  sign  erected  without 
the  issuance  of  a  ])ermit  for  this  sign  and  any  failure  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  Sign  Permit  Pegistration 
and  Non-conforming  Sections  of  this  Code  shall  constiture 
a  violation  of  this  Code.  Penalty  for  such  violation  shall 
be  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $20.00  for  each  violation. 

SECTION  X 

1.  Validity  :  The  invalidity  of  any  sentence,  provi- 
sion or  section  of  this  By-Law  shall  not  be  construed  to 
invalidate  any  other  part  hereof. 

2.  Amendments:  This  By-Law  may  be  altered,  re- 
pealed, or  amended  in  accordance  with  the  law\ 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change 
Article  15,  paragraph  E  of  the  Building  Code  by  deleting 
the  words  "Except  as  provided  for  overnight  cabins,  as 
herein  defined,"  so  that  paragraph  E  will  read  "There  shall 
be  a  bathroom  having  therein  a  water  closet  and  a  lavatory, 
and  all  toilet  rooms  and  bathrooms  shall  have  outside 
windows  or  other  approved  means  of  ventilations." 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  ToAvn  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Zoning  By-Laws  by  adoption  of  the  following: 

Under  ''Definitions"  delete  paragraphs  (a^^  and  (b) 
and  substitute  the  following: 

Definitions:  For  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law  certain 
words  and  phrases  are  defined  as  follows : 

(a)  One  family  dwelling:  a  structure  containing  not 
less  than  500  square  feet  to  floor  area  on  at  least  one  floor, 
exclusive  of  porches,  sundecks,  patios,  raised  terraces  or 
similar  items,  and  containing  a  kitchen,  a  bathroom  con- 
taining a  toilet,  a  lavatory,  a  tub  and  or  a  shower,  a 
living  room  and  a  bedroom  or  any  reasonably  similar  com- 
bination of  rooms. 

(b)  Duplex  dwellings:  a  structure  containing  not 
less  than  1,000  square  feet  of  floor  area  under  a  common 
or  connected  series  of  roofs  and  containing  in  each  dwel- 
ling all  the  requirements  for  a  one  family  dwelling. 

(c)  Rental  units:    Cottage:  a   structure  containing 
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not  less  than  500  square  feet  of  floor  area  on  at  least 
one  floor,  exclusive  of  porches,  sundecks,  patios,  raised 
terraces  or  similar  items  and  containing  at  least  one  bed- 
room, a  living  room,  a  kitchen,  a  bath  or  toilet  room  or 
any  reasonably  similar  combination  of  rooms. 

Cabin:  a  structure  containing  not  less  than  150  square 
feet  of  floor  area,  nor  more  than  499  square  feet,  exclusive 
of  porches,  sundecks,  patios,  raised  terraces  or  similar 
items,  and  containing  sleeping,  living  and  toilet  facilities 
but  not  containing  anciy  kitchen  or  cooking  facilities. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  correct 
Section  II  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws  by  deleting  the  words 
"into  four  types  of"  in  the  first  sentence. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  III  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws  by  adopting  the  fol- 
lowing changes : 

Delete  the  existing  wording  in  paragraph  1  and  sub- 
stitute the  following : 

1.  One  family  dwellings,  and  duplex  dwellings,  not 
to  exceed  two  stories  in  height,  adapted  to  human  habi- 
tation. (Use  of  the  following  structures  or  units  for  human 
habitation  is  prohibited  except  upon  issuance  of  a  temp- 
orary permit  by  the  Building  Inspector  under  conditions 
hereafter  specified  :  Tents,  House  Trailers,  Campers,  Quon- 
set  Huts,  Portable  or  Semi-portable  buildings,  or  similar 
structures  whether  equipped  with  wheels  or  not.) 

Temporary  Permit :  The  Building  Inspector  may  is- 
sue a  permit  for  temporary  use  of  any  of  the  prohibited 
items  for  use  during  the  period  of  construction  of  a  dwell- 
ing or  cottage.  This  permit  shall  not  be  valid  for  over  six 
months  and  shall  not  be  renewable.  All  applicable  regula- 
tions as  to  setback  from  lot  lines  must  be  complied  with 
in  location  of  any  of  these  items.  Sanitary  facilities  must 
receive  approval  from  the  Board  of  Health.  All  such  items 
must  be  located  on  the  lot  on  which  construction  is  being 
done  and  must  be  removed  prior  to  the  granting  of  a 
Certificate  of  Occupancy  for  the  permanent  structure. 

Delete  the  existing  wording  in  paragraph  7  and  sub- 
stitute the  following : 

7.  Customary  home  occupations  such  as  dressmaking, 
baking,  preserving  of  foods,  hand  laundering  and  hand- 
crafts; renting  of  rooms  with  or  without  board;  practice 
of  any  profession  or  trade.  All  such  undertakings  to  be 
conducted  by  a  resident  occupant. 

In  paragraph  8  insert  the  words  "of  non-resident  per- 
sonnel" between  the  words  "employment"  and  "and"  so 
that  paragraph  8  will  read:    8.    Any  incidental  activity 
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related  to  his  trade  conducted  by  a  resident  craftsman  or 
mechanic  provided  snch  activity  does  not  involve 
substantially  continuous  operations  or  employment  of  non- 
resident personnel  and  is  not  injurious,  noxious  or  offen- 
sive to  the  neijT^hborhood. 

Delete  the  existin«r  wording  of  para^^rapli  "i  1  and  sub- 
stitute the  following: 

11.  Refreshment  booths  or  stores  purveying  food, 
non-alcoholic  beverages  and  beach  supplies,  if  adjacent  to 
any  Town  Landing,  upon  issuance  of  a  permit  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  a  building  permit  from  the  Building 
Inspector. 

Add  the  following : 

16.  None  of  the  prohibited  structures  or  units  as 
as  specified  in  paragraph  1  of  Section  III  shall  be  allowed 
in  the  Town  of  Eastham  for  a  period  of  over  twelve  hours 
(>xcept  under  the  conditions  specified  in  ]iara graph  1  of 
Section  III. 

Article  6  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  IV  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws  by  adopting  the  fol- 
lowing changes: 

Paragraph  5  -  Delete 

Paragraph  6  -  Delete 

Paragraph  7.  In  the  second  sentence  insert  t  h  e 
words  "exclusive  of  service  drives''  between  the  words 
"ft."  and  "per''  so  that  the  sentence  will  read  "The  land 
allocable  to  subsequent  rental  units  shall  contain  an  area 
of  not  less  than  10,000  square  feet,  exclusive  of  service 
drives,  per  unit."

quiring: disposal  of  potentially  harmful  wastes,  and,  in 
addition,  for  public  utilities  and  for  any  industry  or  man- 
ufacturin*r  if  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  subject  to 
appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards." 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  V-A  of  the  Zoninof  By-Laws  by  adding  the  follow- 
ing to  paragraph  1  (a) 

Definition  of  MOTEL  or  HOTEL  STRUCTURES:  a 
structure  containing  not  over  4,000  square  feet  on  one 
floor,  exclusive  of  porches,  sundeeks.  patios,  raised  ter- 
races or  similar  items,  divided  into  units  containing  living, 
sleeping  and  toilet  facilities  only.  No  individual  kitcheii 
or  cooking  facilities  in  units  shall  be  permitted.  Structures 
shall  be  one  story  in  height  except  where  the  terrain  will 
allow  the  rear  wall  to  be  two  stories  in  height.  Rear  wall  is 
defined  as  the  wall  farthest  from  the  road  or  roads  off 
which  the  structure  is  located  and  parallel  to  said  road 
or  roads. 

When  more  than  one  motel  or  hotel  structure  is 
erected  on  one  lot  each  structure  shall  be  not  less  than 
fifty  feet  from  any  other  structure  on  the  lot.  No  structure 
shall  be  erected  nearer  than  fiftv  feet  from  the  lot  side- 
lines  nor  nearer  than  twentv-five  feet  from  the  lot  rear 
line. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  VI  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws  by  deleting  the  words 
*'L()t  Size:  In  Districts  A  and  B  no  dwelling  or  business 
building  shall  be  built  on  a  lot  with  a  frontage  on  an 
accepted  way  of  less  than  135  feet,  nor  with  an  area  of 
less  than  20,000  sq.  ft.,  except  as  specified  in  Section  IV, 
paragraph  7,  except  that"  and  substitute  the  following  so 
that  Section  VI  shall  read: 

1.  Lot  Size:  In  Districts  A,  B,  C  &  D  no  dwellings 
or  business  structure  shall  be  built  on  a  lot  with  an  area 
of  less  than  20,000  square  feet  (or  as  specified  in  Section 
IV.  paragraph  7)  nor  with  a  frontage  of  less  than  135  feet 
on  a  straight  line  of  way  or  a  frontage  of  135  feet  at  the 
building  line  on  a  curved  line  of  way  as  described  under 
Subdivision  Regulations,  Section  IV,  Design  Standards.  In 
Seashore  District  the  lot  area  and  frontage  ^hall  be  as 
specified  in  Section  V-B,  Article  11.  These  requirements 
shall  not  apply  to  individual  parcels  of  land  now  in  single 
ownership  by  deeds  of  record  in  Barnstable  County  Reg- 
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istry  of  Deeds  wliich  do  not  meet  these  requirements; 
however,  buildings  erected  on  such  lots  shall  comply  with 
the  "Town  Building  Code  By-Laws"  accepted  at  the  Annual 
Town  ]\Ieeting  Feb.  16,  1948,  and  Approved  by  the  Attorney 
General  April  30,  1948,  or  any  amendments  thereto.  Dis- 
tricts C  and  D  uses  shall  not  be  extended  back  from  the 
nearest  accepted  town  roadway  boundary  line  more  than 
500  ft.,  except  that  on  the  Easterly  side  of  said  takins-, 
District  D  shall  extend  to  the  Westerly  sidelines  of  the 
Old  Colony  Railroad  Land;  excejit  upon  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Appeals  upon  an  appeal  thereto.

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  TI  of  the  Subdivision  Regulations  by  deleting  th" 
existing  wording  in  ''D  Road  Layouts"  and  substitute  the 
following: 

D.    Road  Standards 

(a)  Existing  unimproved  i)rivate  way  -  An  existing 
unimproved  private  way  shall  be  a  way  established  prior 
to  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  that  is  not  cleared, 
graded,  drained,  hardened  or  surfaced.  Before  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  act  on  a  petition  for  the  acceptance  by 
the  Town  of  such  a  way,  the  petitioners  shall  have  pre- 
pared by  a  registered  engineer  or  a  registered  land  sur- 
veyor, a  clear  and  legibly  drawn  plan,  to  a  suitable  scale, 
in  black  India  ink  on  tracing  cloth.  This  plan  shall  con- 
tain the  following  information: 
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Location  of  road  in  respect  to  all  adjacent  or  inter- 
secting roads,  public  or  private. 

Laj^out  of  road  showing  all  necessary  diinensions  to 
reproduce  the  road  on  the  ground. 

Drainage  facilities  and  or  drainage  easements. 
Names  and  addresses  of  all  abutters. 

The  petitioners  shall  install  sufficient  permanent  con- 
crete bounds  to  define  the  road.  The  petitioners  shall  also 
be  required  to  post  a  performance  bond  with  the  Town  of 
Eastham  assuring  that  if  the  road  should  be  accepted  by 
the  voters  of  the  ToAvn  of  Eastham  all  the  requirements 
specified  by  the  design  standards  would  be  met.  All  costs 
of  preparing  plans,  procurement  of  bonds  and  construction 
of  road  or  way  to  meet  the  design  standards  shall  be 
borne  by  the  petitioners.  Design  standards  shall  be  those 
shown  under  Subdivision  Regulations,  Section  TV,  Design 
Standards. 

(h)  Existing  improved  private  way  -  An  existing  im- 
proved private  way  shall  be  a  way  established  prior  to 
the  adoption  of  this  amendment  that  has  been  constructed 
in  accordance  with  Town  of  Eastham  standards  existing 
at  the  time  of  construction  including  clearing,  grading, 
hardening,  black  topping  and  drainage.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  may  act  on  a  petition  for  the  acceptance  of  such 
a  way  without  requiring  any  or  all  of  the  requirements 
listed  in  paragraph  (a)  if  the  petition  is  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board  and  the  Highway  Surveyor.

(d)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  waive  any  require- 
ments of  the  Design  Standards  listed  in  paragraph  (a)  or 
any  deviation  from  Town  Standards  listed  in  paragraph 
(b)  that,  in  their  opinion,  would  not  be  detrimental  to  the 
Town  of  Eastham.  If  any  such  waiver  will  result  in  an 
expenditure  of  public  monies  to  accomplish  the  require- 
ments waived,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  must  present  this 
cost  to  the  Town  Meeting  acting  on  the  petition  for  ac- 
ceptance of  the  private  way.

SPECIAL  TOWN  IVIEETING 

May  11,  1966 

Pursuant  to  the  conditions  of  the  foregoing  warrant, 
the  voters  assembled  in  the  Eastham  Auditorium,  and, 
tlierc  being  a  quorum  present,  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  at  7:80  P.M.  by  the  Moderator,  Robert  C.  Penney. 
Howard  Quinn  and  Augustus  Franz  were  appointed  to  act 
as  tellers  for  this  meeting  and  were  duly  sworn  to  the 
faithful  performance  of  tlieir  duties  by  the  Moderator.

SIGN  CODE  DEFINITIONS 

(a)  Temporary  Signs:  All  signs  such  as  ''For  Rent", 
"For  Sale",  signs  advertising  public  events  and  contractor's 
and  builder's  signs,  used  during  the  process  of  reniodeling 
or  construction,  shall  be  classified  as  temporary  signs. 

(b)  Permanent  Signs:  Permanent  signs  shall  mean 
all  advertising  devices  or  insignia,  whether  lettered  or  not, 
designed  to  promote  a  business,  the  sale  of  a  product  or  a 
service.  Signs  must  be  supported  by  a  frame  or  post 
erected  for  that  purpose  and  must  not  be  fastened  to  trees 
or  other  natural  features.  Name  signs  identifying  the  resi- 
dent occupant  of  residential  property  shall  be  exempt  from 
registration,  fees  and  support  requirements,  but  shall  com- 
ply with  size  regulations  for  the  Zoning  District  in  which 
the  sign  is  located. 

(c)  Display  of  Goods:  Display  of  goods  for  sale 
shall  not  constitute  a  sign  provided  that  the  quantity  dis- 
played shall  not  be  considered  injurious,  obnoxious  or  of- 
fensive to  the  neighborhood,  and  that  no  structure  be 
erected  for  the  purposes  of  display  that  would  create  the 
equivalent  of  a  sign. 

GENERAL 

(a)  Temporary  Signs:  Temporary  signs  shall  con- 
form to  all  requirements  of  the  Sign  Code  for  Ihe  District 
in  which  the  sign  is  displayed.  Signs  advertising  coming 
public  events,  whether  on  public  or  private  land,  shall  not 
be  displayed  earlier  than  14  days  prior  to  the  event  and 
shall  be  removed  within  24  hours  after  the  event  has  oc- 
curred, except  this  time  period  for  removal  may  be  ex- 
tended to  48  hours  if  the  day  following  an  event  is  a 
Sundav  or  a  Holidav. 

(b)  Political  Signs:  Political  signs  or  posters  shall 
not  be  erected  on  public  property.  All  such  signs  shall  con- 
form to  the  code  for  the  Zoning  District  in  which  the  sign 
is  erected,  and  all  signs  shall  be  removed  within  seven 
days  after  the  event  for  which  they  were  erected.  Failure 
to  remove  such  signs  will  be  a  violation  of  this  ordinance 
for  which  the  property  owner  on  whose  property  the  sign 
is  erected  will  be  liable.  If  the  property  owner  is  non- 
resident at  the  time  for  removal  of  said  signs,  an  additional 
period  of  14  days  shall  be  granted,  after  mailing  of  a 
written  notice  of  the  violation  to  the  last  known  address 
for  compliance  with  this  regulation. 
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(c)  Exceptions:  Nothing  in  this  code  shall  modify 
or  in  any  way  control  the  existing  rights  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  to  erect  signs  on  Federally  owned  property 
as  specified  in  Section  Y.  The  right  of  the  Town  and  the 
State  to  erect  signs  on  public  property  for  traffic  control, 
id<^ntification  of  areas,  posting  of  regulations,  and  similar 
notices  and  or  signs  shall  not  be  affected  by  this  Code 
provided  that  all  signs  erected  by  the  Town  shall  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Zoning  District  in  which  the 
sign  is  erected. 

SECTION  I 

1 .  Permit  required :  In  Districts  A,  B,  C,  D  and 
I'ermissive  Use  District  no  permanent  sign  or  signs,  as 
defined  above  shall  be  erected  on  public  or  privately  owned 
hind  prior  to  the  granting  of  a  permit  for  the  erection  of 
said  si<rn  or  signs  by  the  Building  Inspector.

Locations  for  the  sign  or  signs  shall  be 
indicated  on  the  plot  plan.  The  fee  for  this  permit  shall 
be  .1^2.00  per  sign. 

8.  Approval  of  permit  :  Upo]i  receipt  of  an  applica- 
tion for  the  erection  of  a  sign  the  Building  Inspector  shall 
submit  the  a})plication  to  the  Architectural  Advisory  Com- 
mitt(H'  for  their  recommendations.

-two  d(uible  faced  signs  shall  be  permitted.  Signs  shall  per- 
tain 1o  the  resident  occupant's  business  or  profession  or  to 
the  use  of  the  property  as  authorized  under  Section  III  of 
the  Zoning  Code  and  must  be  erected  on  the  resident  oc- 
cupant's property.  Signs  shall  not  have  a  total  area  of  over 
tAventy-four  square  feet  counting  both  sides  of  all  signs. 
No  single  sign  shall  have  a  total  area  of  over  twelve  square 
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feet  per  side.  Said  signs  shall  not  be  illunnnated  by  means 
of  flashing-  lights  nor  by  lighting  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
ereate  a  traffic  hazard. 

2.  Temporary  Signs :  Tempoi-ary  signs  may  be 
erected  or  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  owner  of  the 
property  on  which  the  sign  or  signs  are  erected  within  the 
requirements  of  the  definition  of  "temporary  signs." 

3.  Street  Signs:  Street  name  signs  for  private  ways 
shall  be  of  the  type  used  by  the  Town  of  Eastham,  or  of 
equivalent  legibility  and  appearance,  and  shall  be  erected 
at  least  two  (2)  feet  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  street 
shoulder.  ''Ladder"  type  signs  at  street  intersections  listing 
names  of  residents  of  the  street  may  be  erected  provided 
a  permit  is  granted  by  the  Building  Inspector  under  pro- 
cedures of  Section  T.  Such  signs  must  be  supported  by  a 
frame  or  post  erected  for  that  purpose  and  must  not  be 
fastened  to  trees  or  other  natural  features.  Regardless  of 
number  of  names  on  the  sign,  the  sign  shall  be  considered 
as  one  sign  for  purposes  of  fees.  "Ladder"  type  signs  shall 
comply  with  the  size  regulations  for  the  Zoning  District 
in  whicli  the  sign  or  signs  are  erected. 

SECTION  III  -  District  B 

1.  Permanent  Signs :  The  display  of  not  more  that 
two  double  faced  signs  shall  be  permitted.  Signs  shall  per- 
tain to  the  resident  occupant's  business  or  profession  or  to 
the  use  of  the  property  as  authorized  under  Section  III  of 
the  Zoning  Code  and  must  be  erected  on  the  resident  oc- 
cupant's property.  Signs  shall  not  have  a  total  area  of  over 
twenty-four  square  feet  counting  both  sides  of  all  signs. 
No  single  sign  shall  have  a  total  area  of  over  twelve  square 
feet  per  side.  Said  signs  shall  not  be  illuminated  by  means 
of  flashing  lights  nor  by  ligh.ting  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
create  a  traffic  hazard. 

2.  Temporary  Signs :  Temporary  signs  may  be  erect- 
ed or  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  owner  of  the  property 
on  whicli  the  sign  or  signs  are  erected  within  the  require- 
ments of  the  definition  of  "temporary  signs." 

3.  Street  Signs :  Street  name  signs  for  private  ways 
shall  be  of  the  type  used  by  the  Town  of  Eastham,  or  of 
equivalent  legibility  and  appearance,  and  shall  be  erected 
at  least  two  (2)  feet  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  street 
shoulder.

SECTION  IV  -  Permissive  Use  Areas 

Signs  for  other  than  tlie  permitted  uses  in  this  area 
must  comply  with  the  regulations  for  the  Zoning  District 
in  which  the  Permissive  Use  area  is  located  except  that 
signs  for  the  permitted  uses  in  this  area  shall  comply  with 
all  regulations  for  Zoning  Districts  C  and  D. 

SECTION  V  -  Sign  licgulations  -  Seashore  District 
The  displa}'  of  not  more  than  one  single-faced  or  one 
double-faced  sign  on  property  of  a  residential  occupant 
which  shall  pertain  to  the  occupancy,  sale  or  rental  of  such 
property  as  herein  authorized  and  such  sign  shall  not  ex- 
ceed two  square  feet  in  area  and  shall  not  be  of  a  type 
or  style  employing  or  using  neon,  fluorescent,  or  other 
direct  illumination;  provided  that  the  above  limitation  shall 
not  api)ly  to  facilities  deemed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior to  be  necessary  of  Federally  owned  property  for 
administration  and  public  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  Cape 
Cod  National  Seashore  or  to  facilities  of  the  Town  of  East- 
ham  on  Town  owned  land. 

SECTION  VI  -  Districts  C  and  D 

1.  Permanent  Signs:  The  display  of  not  more  than 
two  fi-ee-standing  signs,  provided  they  are  at  least  300 
feet  apart  and  one  sign  on  the  building  shall  be  permitted. 
On  premises  where  multiple  businesses  are  conducted  on<' 
sign  may  bf'  allowed  on  the  building  or  buildings  for  each 
separate  business  conducted  therein.  All  signs  must  be 
erected  on  the  projierty  of  the  a])plicant. 

A  free-standing  sign  shall  not  have  a  dimension  of 
over  ten  feet  in  a  vertical  or  horizontal  direction.  Location 
of  free-standing  signs  with  resy')ect  to  setback  for  roads 
or  ways,  lot  boundaries  and  or  buildings  shall  be  as  re- 
quired by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  who  may  consider  public 
safety,  adjoining  business,  other  signs  in  the  area,  confor- 
mation with  existing  practices  or  the  effect  on  the  neigh- 
borhood in  making  their  determinations.  Illuminated  signs 
shall  not  have  glare  distracting  to  drivers  nor  shall  there 
be  any  exposed  neon  or  gas  filled  signs  or  illumination 
that  will  conflict  with  the  ability  to  readily  see  traffic 
lights  or  Cfiuse  any  hazardous  condition  ther(»from  and 
there  shall  be  no  flashing,  rotating  or  oscillating  supple- 
mentary lighting.  There  shall  be  no  display  of  temporary 
advertising  devices  such  as  streamers,  posters,  pennants 
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and  such  similar  promotional  sales  devices.  Gasoline  sta- 
tions and  -rara^es  shall  be  allowed  the  standard  permanent 
oil  company  sio:ns  in  addition  to  the  name  sign  plus  the 
customary  lubrication,  Avashing  and  service  signs  displayed 
in  the  position  to  Avhich  they  apply. 

Sign  areas  permitted:  Free-standing  -  One  sign  on 
property  -  thirty  sq.  ft.  on  one  side  for  a  total  sign  area 
of  sixty  sq.  ft.  Two  signs  on  property  -  Twenty  sq.  ft.  on 
one  side  of  each  sign  for  a  total  sign  area  of  forty  sq.  ft. 
per  sign.  On  building  or  buildings  -  All  signs  to  be  single 
faced  with  a  total  area  not  in  excess  of  ten  sq.  ft. 

2.  Illumination  of  business  structures  and  or  areas 
shalll  not  be  of  such  intensities  as  to  be  injurious,  obnox- 
ious or  offensive  to  the  neighborhood,  nor  shall  it  constitute 
a  traff'ic  hazard. 

SECTION  VII  -  Registration  of  Existing  Signs 
All  permanent  signs  in  existence  at  the  effective  date 
of  this  amendment  shall  be  registered  with  the  Building 
Inspector  in  the  manner  provided  in  "Application  for  per- 
mit Avithin  12  months  of  the  effective  date.  The  Builcling 
Inspector  shall  issue  a  permit  for  such  signs  Avithout  con- 
sulting the  Architectural  adA'isory  Committee  or  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  AA^hen  such  signs  fully  comply  Avith  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Zoning  District  in  Avhicli  the  sign  is 
erected. 

SECTION  VIII  -  Non-conforming  Signs 
All  non-conforming  signs  shall  be  discontinued  AA^ithin 
tAvo  A^ears  of  the  effective  date  of  this  amendment  unless 
a  special  permit  has  been  preA'iously  granted  by  the  Board 
of  Appeals. 

SECTION  IX  -  Administration 

(a)  Appeal:  An  applicant  shall  haA^e  the  right  of  ap- 
peal to  the  Board  of  Appeals  for  a  A^ariance  from  any  sec- 
tion of  this  code  and  also  from  the  refusal  by  the  Building 
Inspector  to  issue  a  permit  for  the  erection  of  a  sign  or 
signs. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  may  consider  in  their  delibera- 
tions as  a  basis  for  granting  of  Avaivers  faA^orable  recom- 
mendations from  the  Architectural  AdA'isory  Committee, 
the  Planning  Board  and  the  Building  Inspector. 

(b;  Enforcement :  This  Sign  Code  By-laAv  shall  be 
enforced  by  the  Building  Inspector.  The  Building  Inspector 
may  resort  to  Courts  for  injunctions  or  other  appropriat-j 
remedies. 

(c)  Penalty:  An^^  permanent  sign  erected  Avithout 
the  issuance  of  a  i)ermit  for  this  sign  and  any  failure  to 
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comply  with  the  requirements  of  Sign  Permit  Registration 
and  non-conforming  Sections  of  this  Code  shall  constitute 
a  violation  of  this  Code.  Penalty  for  such  violation  shall 
be  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $20.00  for  each  violation. 
SECTION  X 

1.  Validitv:  The  invaliditv  of  anv  sentence,  provi- 
sion  or  section  of  this  Bv-Law  shall  not  be  construed  to 
invalidate  any  other  part  hereof. 

2.  Amendments :  This  By-Law  may  be  altered,  re- 
pealed, or  amended  in  accordance  with  the  law.

Wc  would  like  to  note  that  our  books  were  audited  by 
the  Bureau  of  Accounts,  Department  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation  with  the  following  statement  contained  in  a  letter 
from  tlie  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts: 

''This  is  to  certify  that  in  accordance  with  your  re- 
(juest  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Brewster, 
Orleans,  Eastham  Ambulance  Association,  Inc.  was  made  by 
this  Bureau  as  of  November  25th  and  they  were  found  to 
be  correct  with  the  cash  balance  on  November  25,  196G 
properly  accounted  for.'* 

It  should  be  noted  that  while  our  appropriation  from 
the  three  towns  totals  $12,000  our  operating  expenses  came 
to  $12,078.27.  This  is  now  three  years  in  a  row  that  our 
expenses  have  exceeded  our  appropriations. 
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We  have  a  request  in  the  warrant  for  a  sum  of  money 
to  cover  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  land  which  we  hope  will 
be  approved.  During'  the  past  year  we  have  had  to  shuttle 
our  ambulance  to  several  points  for  garaging.  Therefore, 
we  are  endeavoring  to  purchase  a  piece  of  land  Avhere  we 
can  erect  a  permanent  building  to  house  the  ambulance. 
AYe  have  had  one  site  offered  to  us  at  a  cost  of  $1,000 
and  the  possibility  of  a  second  site.  We  are  trying  to  obtain 
a  piece  which  will  be  centrally  located. 

AVe  will  raise  the  funds  to  build  the  garage.  We  antici- 
pate that  the  total  cost  will  come  to  approximately  $10,000. 

We  would  like  to  thank  our  many  friends  who  have 
contributed  donations  to  the  Association  which  we  have 
placed  in  a  special  fund  for  the  replacement  of  the  ambu- 
lance.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Seventeen  petitions  involvinj?  additions  to,  or  enlarg'e- 
ments  of,  existing'  non-conforming  buildings  or  asking  for 
variations  from  the  requirements  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws 
or  the  Building  Code  were  filed  with  the  Board  during 
the  year  1966.  Of  these  cases  one  petition  was  withdrawn 
on  the  night  of  the  hearing,  three  were  denied  and  thirteen 
were  granted.  Tn  a  number  of  the  cases  where  the  petition 
was  granted,  the  Board  included  in  its  decision  such  re- 
strictions as  were  considered  necessary  and  proper  to  pro- 
tect the  healtli.  safety,  convenience  and  welfare  of  the 
Town  and  the  immediate  neighborhood  and  also  to  protect 
the  best  interest  of  the  appellant. 

Again  tliis  year  as  in  the  past  your  chairman  and 
various  board  memb(»rs  received  numerous  inquiries  and 
held  many  informal  discussions  with  prospective  appellants 
thereby  ansAvering  bothersome  questions,  solving  certain 
problems,  and,  in  some  cases,  eliminating  the  necessity  and 
expense  of  a  hearing. 

Tile  following  is  a  listing  of  the  seventeen  cases  that 
came  to  a  final  hearing.  These  are  set  down  in  chronologi- 
cal oi'der  under  the  names  of  the  appellants,  together  with 
the  final  disposition  of  each  case.

well  as  any  of  the  various  State  laws  involved.  The  doctrine 
of  ''caveat  emptor''  is  definitely  recog'nized  in  tlie  business 
world  and  in  the  courts  of  the  land.  Ignorance  of  the  law 
is  no  excuse  and  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  prospective  buyer 
to  investigate  before  he  invests.  Specifically  a  person's 
failure  to  inform  himself  thoroughl}^  and  his  careless  lack 
of  consideration  of  the  various  conditions  affecting  a  cer- 
tain property  cannot  be  considered  by  the  Appeal  Board 
as  supporting  a  valid  case  of  "Hardship''.  In  most  all  cases 
other  than  those  involving  ''Permissive"  and  ''Non-Con- 
forming'' uses,  where  a  clear-cut  and  distinct  variance  of 
existing  by-laws  is  sought,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
prove  "Hardship"  before  any  variation  of  these  by-laws  can 
be  properly  granted  by  this  Board.

1966  has  been  another  year  for  the  advanced  growth  of 
Eastham.  To  meet  witli  the  g-rowing-  needs  of  the  town  this 
year  lins  seen  tlie  completion  of  our  new  Hio:hway  Garage, 
tlie  lannching'  ramp  and  parking'  area  at  Rock  Harbonr  and 
tlio  near  completion  of  the  new  Police  Station, 

Expansion  of  parking-  facilities  at  onr  bay  beaches  has 
been  a  great  asset  to  the  g-eneral  public  but  due  to  the 
gTcater  tourist  influx  each  year,  access  to  the  ocean  beaches 
has  been  nearly  cut  off. 

We  hope  to  see  a  new  Town  beach  and  parking  area  at 
the  ocean  side  in  the  very  near  future.  We  still  believe  that 
our  town  beaches  should  be  administered  on  a  paying  basis 
and  that  some  form  of  beach  sticker  program  should  be 
instituted.

To  Tho  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

After  beino-  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  we  went 
on  diit3^  Alio  list  15,  1966,  tlie  day  on  which  the  plumbing  code 
became  effective. 

After  meeting  Avith  the  Board  of  Health  and  licensed 
plumbers  it  was  decided  that  if  a  building  permit  had  been 
taken  out  and  a  plumber  was  under  contract  to  the  builder 
before  August  15th  a  plumbing  permit  would  not  be  required 
even  though  the  job  had  not  been  started  until  after  August 
J 5th.  Therefore,  there  were  many  jobs  of  this  nature  that 
will  not  be  recorded  in  this  report. 

Tlie  period  from  August  to  December  is  a  slow  one  for 
the  installation  of  new  plumbing.  The  busy  season  is  from 
March  to  the  end  of  June.  From  August  15,  1966  to  December 
31,  1966  we  have  issued  40  permits  and  made  80  trips. 

Each  installation  requires  at  least  two  inspections,  and 
sometimes  three.  Either  myself  or  the  Additional  Inspector, 
George  Duffy,  Sr.,  is  on  duty  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Monday, 
Wednesday,  and  Friday  from  9  to  10  A.M.  to  issue  permits 
and  for  consultation. 

As  'of  today,  all  plumbing  work  inspected  has  been  ap- 
proved. We  have  had  excellent  cooperation  from  the  Board 
of  Health  and  the  plumbers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  CHIEF 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  report  of  the  Fire  Department 
and  its  activities  for  the  vear  1966. 

The  Portable  radio  Avas  purchased  in  April  and  was  in 
service  before  the  busy  season  of  lost  children  and  boat 
rescues.  It  was  also  used  in  the  tank  truck  while  its  mobile 
unit  Avas  being  chan.ii-ed  to  our  frequenc3^ 

J  Avisli  to  state  my  appreciation  f-or  your  vote  of  con- 
fidence by  the  unanimous  vote  to  purchase  a  new  pumper 
truck.  Specifications  were  formed  and  the  bids  were  opened. 
We  hope  to  have  a  new  Maxim  made  fire  truck  delivered  by 
December  1967. 

Four  firemen  went  to  West  Nyack,  New  York,  repre- 
seiitinji'  the  Firemens  Association  Inc.  to  purchase  the 
Federal  tank  truck  for  $375.00.  It  Avill  supplement  our  water 
capacity  by  1100  «>allons  which  mi<iht  be  needed  at  any  fire, 
particularly  in  the  North  Eastham  area. 

The  Town's  Fire  Protection  agreement  with  the  National 
Park  has  been  instituted  and  the  town  will  be  reimbursed 
a  flat  sum  of  $1,330.00  per  year.  Each  year  the  agreement  will 
be  reviewed  and  changed  as  the  demand  changes. 

The  Rescue  Squads  have  been  very  active  this  year  with 
110  calls.  After  completing  a  course  in  advanced  First  Aid 
a  fourth  squad  was  formed.  This  has  eased  the  load  on  the 
other  thi-ee  squads.  The  four  Rescue  Squad  Leaders  are 
Deputy  Arthur  Nickersou,  Captain  Ernest  Hollis,  Captain 
George  Duffy  and  myself. 

There  were  a  total  of  41  fires  this  year.  58  Oil  burner 
permits  Avere  issued. 
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I  wish  to  thank  all  the  firemen  for  their  hard  work  and 
conscientious  efforts  to  make  our  department  a  smooth, 
efficient  force.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Taxpayers  of  Eastham :  . 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  February  it  was  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  $22,754.00  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing and  equipping:  a  Highway  Garage  on  town  owned 
land.  ^ 

The  Moderator  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  committee 
of  five  to  act  for  the  Town.  The  committee  was  swiorn  in  and 
commenced  meeting  with  Charles  Deane  representing  Walter 
M.  Gaffney  Associates,  Inc.,  Architects.  A  plan  was  decided 
on  which  would  serve  the  needs  of  Eastham  at  the  present 
and  in  the  future.  ; 

The  site  was  chosen  at  the  northerly  end  of  the  Town 
owned  land  on  Old  Orchard  Road.  The  building  is  70  feet 
long  and  40  feet  in  depth  with  four  14x40  foot  bays  and  a 
]4x40  foot  area  containing  a  Avorkshop,  utility  room,  lavatory 
and  office.  The  building  is  heated  by  Forced  Hot  Air  and 
the  Service  Entrance  is  200  Amp. 

Invitations  for  bids  were  advertised  on  June  20th  and 
opened  on  June  28  the  high  bid  being  $26,000  and  the  low 
being  $19,750.  Due  to  circumstances  the  committee  accept- 
ed an  intermediate  bid  of  $20,959.00  Avhich  the  low  bidder 
challenged  so  invitations  for  bids  were  re-advertised  on 
ffuiv  19th.  These  were  opened  on  Julv  26th  and  the  high  bid 
was  $20,450.00  and  the  low  $19,750.00.  The  low  bid  was 
accepted  and  the  contract  awarded  to  Earl  Wall  and  signed 
on  August  1st  at  which  time  work  was  commenced.  ' 

i 

The  committee  approved  many  improvements  to  the 
original  plans  which  totaled  $2,059.00.  The  cost  of  advertis- 
ing, architects  fees,  lettering  on  the  front  of  the  building  and 
the  work  benches  totalled  $945.00,  making  a  grand  total  of 
$22,754.00. 

The  building  was  accepted  for  occupancy  on  November 
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1st  and  officially  accepted  by  the  Selectmen  on  December 
]st,  1966.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR 


To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  Eastliam  : 

Throughout  the  past  year  the  Highway  Department, 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  Mr.  Fred  G.  Carey,  Sr., 
foreman,  has  accomplished  the  regular  work  of  minor  re- 
pairs, brushing  and  cleaning  of  roads,  clearing  brusli  from 
road  edges,  beach  cleaning,  grass  cutting  and  all  the  other 
multitudinous  small  jobs  that  are  always  present  to  be  done 

The  major  items  finished  in  the  past  year  are : 
Parking  lot  -  Cooks  Brook  Beach 
Parking  lot  -  Campground  Beach 
Parking  lot  -  First  Encounter  Beach 
Roads  paved  -  Western  Avenue 

Road  rebuilding  project  completed  -  Samoset  Road 

Intersection  of  Route  6  and  Kingsbury  Beach  Road 
widened. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  improvement  to  Herring 
Brook  Road  at  the  Herring  Run.  The  removal  of  the  rail- 
road tracks  has  allowed  rebuilding  of  Kingsbury  Beach 
Road  and  Governor  Prence  Road  at  the  former  crossings 
to  remove  the  bad  "hump"  conditions  that  existed. 

The  major  machinery  purchase  of  the  year  was  a 
Gravely  Tractor  for  use  on  brush  trimming,  grass  etc.  The 
bulldozer  was  badly  damaged  by  fire  and  has  been  replaced 
with  a  new  one,  the  major  cost  being  borne  by  the  insur- 
ance carried  on  the  equipment. 

The  Highway  ^Machinery  Garage  authorized  by  the 
last  Town  ^Meeting  has  been  completed  and  is  in  use.  We 
wish  to  thank  the  Building  Committee,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  John  Alexander,  for  their  efforts  in  guiding  thi.-^ 
garage  building  from  inception  to  completion. 
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Seal  coating  has  been  applied  to  various  roads  through- 
out the  Town  as  their  turn  for  this  treatment  arrived. 

In  1967  we  Avould  like  to  continue  the  improvement 
of  Hay  Road  starting  from  its  entrance  on  Route  6.  For 
this  purpose  we  have  asked  for  your  approval  of  the  ap- 
propriation of  $8,500.00  at  the  next  Town  Meeting.

This  year  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Public  Health 
Program  brought  about  by  the  introduction  of  ''Medicare". 
This  began  to  function  July  1st,  1966.  Preparation  for  the 
Town's  participation  in  this  program  started  in  March 
1966.  This  consisted  of  many  meetings  and  conferences  by 
the  Public  Health  Nurse  with  the  Nursing  Supervisor  and 
Blue  Cross  —  Blue  Shield.  Specific  requirements  had  to  be 
met  and  policies  written  up.  This  was  a  time  consuming 
process  but  by  July  1st  the  Town  Nursing  service  was  cer- 
tified for  Health  Insurance  under  Social  Security.  To  date 
from  July  Ist  to  November  30th  209  nursing  visits  have  been 
made  to  medicare  patients.  An  advisory  Board  has  been 
appointed  as  one  of  the  required  policies  for  the  Nursing 
service  including  Dr.  Barbara  Hamilton,  Mr.  Joseph  Doyle,

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

The  year  of  1966  is  oue  that  the  Planning  Board  con- 
siders to  have  been  a  year  of  achievement  for  the  Town  of 
Eastham.  At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Board  proposed, 
and  the  ToAvn  adopted,  many  needed  refinements  and  clarif- 
ications to  the  existing  Building  Code,  as  well  as  adopting 
additional  requirements  for  the  construction  of  buildings. 
At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  in  May  the  Board  then 
proposed  a  Sign  Code,  modifications  and  clarifications  to 
the  Zoning  Code  and  improved  Subdivision  Regulations.  The 
Town  accepted  these  proposals.  The  Board  wishes  to  express 
their  appreciation  to  all  those  who  aided  us  in  the  prelimin- 
ary work  required  to  prepare  these  items  and  to  the 
Townspeople  for  their  attendance  at  the  various  hearings 
and  for  their  expression  of  confidence  in  us  by  the  adoption 
of  the  Board's  recommendations. 

There  were  ten  hearings  held  for  approval  of  subdiv- 
isions. All  applications  were  approved.  Three  of  these  ap- 
plications were  approved  under  the  newly  adopted  regulation 
fillowing  the  Board  to  establish  sub-standard  private  ways. 
These  ten  subdivisions  contain  a  total  of  64  lots.  In  addition 
to  the  above,  many  plans  were  signed  under  the  ''Approval 
not  required''  section  of  the  Subdivision  Regulations. 

The  Master  Planning  program  has  progressed  to  the 
point  where  the  ''second  phase"  will  begin.  The  Town's 
share  of  the  cost  <of  this  second  phase  was  appropriated  last 
Spring  and  the  Board  started  processing  the  necessary 
application  forms  for  the  Federal  matching  funds.  There  has 
been  a  slight  delay  as  the  Federal  Government  has  ordered 
a  slow-down  in  planning  funds  due  to  the  strain  on  the 
Treasury  with  the  Avars  being  waged,  etc.  However,  we  have 
been  notified  recently  that  as  our  program  had  been  started 
and  as  we  are  in  an  area  in  need  of  immediate  planning  due 
to  the  impact  of  the  National  Seashore  we  stand  a  very  good 
chance  of  approval  of  our  request  for  Federal  aid  in  this 
fiscal  year.  Copies  of  our  professional  planner's  report  for 
the  "first  phase"  are  available.  The  Board  would  be  pleased 
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to  discuss  this  report  and  its  recommendations  with  the 
Townspeople  at  any  of  onr  meetings. 

At  this  time  the  Board  does  not  contemplate  any  re- 
visions ill  any  of  the  Codes  under  this  Board's  jurisdiction. 
However,  the  Board  will  gladly  receive  and  discuss  any 
recommendations  for  revision,  or  addition,  to  any  of  these 
Codes.

The  above  report  indicates  an  increase  of 
over  50  per  cent  in  complaints  and  investigations. 

Prior  to  the  1967  town  meeting  this  department  will 
move  into  tlie  new  quarters  in  the  remodeled  building 
which  was  formerly  used  as  a  fire  station.  The  new  fac- 
ilities will  permit  vastly  improved  working  conditions. 
The  police  department,  as  a  group,  wishes  to  express  its 
appreciation  for  the  favorable  vote  which  made  possible 
the  new  quarters. 

The  1967  Police  budget  reflects  an  increase  of  approx- 
imately fifteen  per  cent.  A  portion  of  this  increase  is  in- 
volved with  a  major  pay  increase  for  the  regular  officers. 
Tlie  fact  that  most  municipal  employees  are  underpaid  is 
often  overlooked,  and  in  this  particular  case,  we  are  con- 
sidering men  who  represent  the  town  in  courts  of  law,  men 
who  are  expected  to  have  good  and  immediate  working 
knowledge  of  the  effects  and  consequence  of  the  contro- 
versial Supreme  Court  rulings.  The  necessity  of  vast  knowl- 
edge, combined  with  risks  and  responsibilities  cause  me 
to  solicit  your  support  for  a  budget  which  will  compensate 
these  men  in  a  manner  comparable  with  the  requirements 
of  the  job. 

T  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
gi'atilude  to  the  officers  of  this  department,  to  the  Select- 
mo])  aiul  the  Town  officials,  and  to  the  residents  of  this 
town  for  their  wonderful  help  and  cooperation.  Tt  has  been 
a  pleasure  working  for  them  and  Avith  them.  Any  recom- 
mendations that  may  make  this  a  better  Police  Department 
will  be  sincerely  appreciated.

After  a  normal  period  of  orienting  myself  with  tlie 
responsibilities  and  duties  of  Civil  Defense,  it  became  ap- 
parent that  the  Town  should  take  every  advantage  in  pro- 
curing necessary  emergency  equipment,  as  well  as  surplus 
material  which  is  available  through  Civil  Defense  sources. 
By  so  doing,  the  Town  will  improve  its  emergency  capabil- 
ities as  well  as  realize  a  monetary  savings  when  compared 
to  current  market  values. 

Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  several  of  our 
Department  Heads,  the  emergency  equipment  needed  within 
their  Departments  have  been  made  know  to  Sector  Head- 
quarters and  they  are  endeavoring  to  procure  these  items.  A 
request  has  been  made  for  additional  radio  equipment  which 
can  be  installed  in  Town  trucks.  A  request  has  been  made 
for  an  emergence'  vehicle  which  can  be  used  as  backup  for 
our  existing  Rescue  Ambulance  or  Police  Cruiser  in  case 
either  was  out  of  commission.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Eastham : 

To  discuss  the  problem  of  Dutch  Elm  Disease,  elm 
trees  more  susceptible  to  Dutch  Elm  Disease  are  those 
weakened  by  fire,  storm  damage  and  road  construction 
(cutting  of  roots  and  the  changing  of  natural  grade  surface 
around  the  trees).  All  these  factors  weaken  the  trees  and 
tend  to  create  a  condition  favorable  to  the  elm  bark  beetle, 
carrier  of  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  Weakened  trees  are  more 
readily  infested  by  this  insect  and  ma}^  therefor  be  more 
susceptible  to  D.  Fj.  D.  For  that  reason  we  can't  over 
emphasize  the  great  importance  of  keeping  elm  trees 
healthy  through  a  proper  program  as  planned  and  worked 
out  by  the  Insect  Pest  Control  Superintendent : 

1.  Spraying  for  the  control  of  insects,  vectors,  leaf- 
''ating  insects  and  fungus  disease. 

2.  Feeding  to  promote  tree  vigor. 

3.  Sanitation  involving  pruning  and  removal  of  dead 
and  diseased  branches,  trees  and  parts  of  trees  acting  as 
harboring  places  for  insects. 

The  cost  of  removal  and  destruction  of  a  sick  or  dead 
tree  often  exceeds  the  investment  in  normal  care  of  the 
same  tree  for  a  period  of  ten  to  fifteen  years.  The  loss  in 
property  value  and  beauty  can't  be  estimated.  Several 
diseased  elms  were  removed  and  the  wood  burned  at  the 
town  dump. 

A  complete  spraying  program  for  the  control  of  elm 
bark  beetles,  oak  leaf  miner,  fall  web  worm  and  tent  cater- 
pillars has  been  carried  out  with  great  success.  Several 
cover  sprays  with  a  relatively  new  insecticide  known  as 
"Seven"  for  the  leaf  eating  insects  was  used.  This  same 
program  Avill  be  followed  in  1967. 

Insects  cause  much  damage  if  they  are  not  held  in 
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check  by  modern  spray  insecticides  and  equipment.  They 
cause  garden,  timber,  property,  and  indirectly,  fire  loss. 
They  will  spoil  the  beauty  of  our  parks  and  roadside  trees 
if  left  unchecked. 

Low  hanging  branches  interfering  with  traffic  are 
gradually  being  removed.  Hazardous  limbs  and  trees  were 
also  removed. 

Brush  and  poison  ivy  control  is  progressing  with  ex- 
cellent results  along  roadsides.  This  will,  in  time,  eliminate 
the  costly  program  of  cutting  by  hand. 

In  the  planting  of  young  trees  on  roadsides,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  foresee  road  changes.  Trees  planted  in  the  wrong 
place  may,  in  future  years,  have  to  be  sacrificed  for  prog- 
ress. It  is  my  objective  to  plant  shade  and  ornamental 
trees  in  Eastliam.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VETERANS'  AGENT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  more 
veterans  will  take  advantage  of  the  Educational  Assistance 
law  which  the  President  signed  March  3rd,  1966.  Generally, 
any  honorably  discharged  veteran  who  has  been  on  active 
duty  at  least  181  days  since  January  31st,  1955  is  eligible. 

What  is  not  generally  known  is  that  the  law  provides 
financial  assistance  even  when  a  veteran  elects  a  course  or 
courses  through  an  approved  correspondence  school,  such  as 
ICS  and  others. 

This  feature  of  the  law  makes  it  possible  for  many  vet- 
erans, now  emplo.yed,  to  improve  their  education  and  through 
that  their  income.  This  is  a  valuable  benefit  and  it  is  may 
hope  that  it  will  be  much  more  widely  used.  Information 
regarding  payments  to  the  veteran,  whether  a  school  is  ap- 
proved or  whether  a  certain  course  is  approved  may  be 
readily  obtained  by  writing  directly  to  Veterans  Administra- 
tions Regional  Office,  Federal  Building,  Kennedy  Plaza, 
Providence,  Rhode  Island.

There  liave  been  several  hospital  bills  since  the  inception 
of  Medicare  for  Avhieh  the  town  has  paid  $120.00  and  under 
Welfare  would  have  paid  $1350.00.

The  number  of  Welfare  recipients  still  remains  ap- 
proximately the  same.  As  of  December  31. :  —  24  Old  Age 
Assistance ;  3  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children ;  3 
Disability  Assistance ;  the  Medical  Assistance  cases  vary 
from  time  to  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  Eastham: 

Throughout  1966  the  program  of  continuing  improve- 
ment of  the  Town  Dump  area  was  pursued.  Poisoning  of 
vermin  has  regularly  been  accomplished  b}'  an  extermina- 
tor hired  for  that  purpose.  The  debris  has  been  bulldozed 
and  covered,  with  a  minimum  of  burning,  on  a  daily  basis. 
The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  the  Townspeople  for  their 
excellent  cooperation  in  their  use  of  the  dumps.  Disposal 
has  been  almost  without  exception  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  posted. 

The  brush  dump  also  has  been  kept  in  good  order. 
It  Avas  found  necessary  to  set  aside  a  small  area  in  the 
rear  of  the  brush  dump  for  disposal  of  junk  cars.  These 
junk  cars  are  being  removed  from  the  dump  by  dealers 
when  possible. 

Meetings  have  been  held  Avith  the  various  other  Boards 
of  the  Town  and  with  Mr.  Richard  Sturtevant,  County 
Health  Officer,  to  discuss  various  phases  of  Public  Health 
regarding  water  supph^  and  disposal  of  sanitar}^  wastes. 
From  these  meetings  certain  standards  are  being  developed 
to  control  waste  disposal  in  problem  areas  such  as  low 
h'ing  lots  adjacent  to  marshland. 

The  State  Plumbing  Code  was  adopted  b.y  the  Town 
Meeting  last  Spring.  This  Code  is  in  effect  now  and  has 
resulted  in  better  control  of  cesspool  installations.  In  add- 
ition, the  use  of  this  Code  will  be  of  aid  in  assuring  the 
Town  of  continuing  good  water  supply  from  the  individual 
wells. 

During  the  coming  year  we  intend  to  attempt  to  even 
better  control  the  disposal  of  rubbish  and  garbage  at  the 
dunip.  We  believe  that  the  results  obtained  by  last  year's 
efforts  on  the  part  of  all,  prove  that  it  is  possible  to  use 
the  dump  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  economical  in  opera- 
tion and  yet  not  offensive  to  anyone.

In  tlie  early  1920 \s  tlie  ("oiiiity  Commissioners,  the  Cape 
Cod  Health  Bureau  (the  predecessior  of  the  present  Barn- 
stable County  Associated  Boards  of  Health)  and  the  Cape 
Cod  Pul)lic  Health  Club,  expressed  concern  for  provision  of 
liio'h  (juality  service  for  all  of  the  residents  in  the  County 
at  the  least  cost.  This  led  to  action  in  legislation,  Chapter  133 
of  the  Acts  of  1926,  being  passed  and  the  Barnstable  County 
Health  Department  was  established. 

AVe  appreciate  the  recognition  you  gave  us  November 
17,  1966  on  our  40th  anniversary  and  look  forward  to  your 
continued  support  and  cooperation  in  giving  the  expected 
good  service  to  all  of  our  citizens. 

A  primary  requisite  to  assure  continued  high  quality 
service  is  qualified  professional  supervision  of  all  workers 
Avithin  the  service.  With  this  in  mind  the  Barnstable  County 
Commissioners  have  allowed  us  a  second  public  health  nurse 
supervisor  position.  This  will  give  added  professional  assist- 
ance to  your  town  nurses. 

The  concern  for  continued  provision  of  high  quality 
public  health  service  is  constant  and  requires  study  and 
planning  for  necessary  action.  Let  me  share  with  you  some 
of  the  most  outstanding  health  needs  in  Barnstable  County: 

1.  The  needs  for  psychiatric  services  for  adults,  add- 
itional services  for  the  emotionally  ill  and  for  the  mentally 
retarded  of  all  ages. 

2.  The  need  for  coordination  of  all  available  health 
resources.  The  careful  use  of  all  trained  workers  will  produce 
maximum  high  quality  service  at  lower  costs. 

3.  The  problems  associated  with  the  increased  demand 
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for  clean  public  water  supplies  aud  disposal  of  sewage  and 
solid  waste  are  with  us.  This  will  require  all  towns  to 
formulate  plans  individually  and  cooperatively  to  meet  the 
short  and  long  term  needs.  One  important  requirement  is  to 
have  hind  available  as  it  is  needed. 

4.  Tliere  is  the  serious  need  of  upgrading-  salaries  of  the 
professionals  in  order  to  keep  and  recruit  necessary  person- 
nel. To  maintain  high  standards  of  public  health  service,  we 
need  a  minimum  number  of  highly  qualified  professional 
staff,  and  as  the  population  grows  and  health  needs  increase 
iiealth  aides  can  be  added.  This  kind  of  planning  is  imper- 
ative to  insure  good  service.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
RECREATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  playground,  under  director  Leo  Miller,  assisted  by 
Kenneth  Peterson  and  Carol  Gray,  showed  a  decrease  in  the 
attendance  compared  to  last  summer.  This  decrease  is  due 
to  the  many  ot*  the  older  group's  interest  in  surfing,  spending 
the  day  at  the  beach  and  Avork.  This  was  especially  true  of 
the  local  youngsters.  As  in  the  past,  the  month  of  July  ran 
high  with  the  girls  averaging  between  twenty  and  twenty- 
eight  and  the  boys  thirty-five  to  forty  a  day.  August  showed 
a  slight  decrease  in  the  above  figures.  The  total  attendance 
was  sixty-eight  boys  and  fifty-four  girls. 

We  were  unable  to  compete  in  the  Lower  Cape  Junior 
Olympics  due  to  rain  on  the  original  date.  When  the  meet 
was  held,  a  prior  commitment  at  the  Brewster  Museum  made 
it  again  impossible.  Our  regular  meets  were  held  every  other 
Tuesdav  instead  of  everv  w^eek  and  this  enabled  us  to  com- 
pete  with  Camp  Namequoit  every  other  Tuesday. 

The  girls  soft  ball  league  was  popular  as  ever  and  the 
boys  soccer  league  showed  a  vast  improvement  in  interest, 
with  the  morning  basketball  league  remaining  very  popular. 
The  night  basketball  league  for  High  School  boys  was  again 
very  successful.  A  total  of  twenty-four  boys  took  part  every 
J\^onda3^  evening. 

Clinics  held  this  year  were  tennis,  archery,  and  basket- 
ball. Mr.  Peterson  instructed  the  tennis  clinic  every  Thurs- 
da}'.  Miss  Gray  the  archery  on  Wednesday  and  Mr.  Miller 
the  basketball  clinic  every  Monday.  The  youngsters  proved 
to  be  very  interested  in  the  instructions  given  at  these  clinics. 

Special  events  were  held  every  Friday.  These  consisted 
of  the  Pentathlon.  Bowling  T-ournament,  Miniature  Golf, 
Overnight  Campout,  trip  to  Brewster  Museum  of  Natural 
History  and  Field  Day.  Ribbons  and  trophies  were  awarded 
to  deserving  youngsters. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  parental  interest  it  was  necessary  for 
us  to  pay  the  coaches  a  token  fee  -of  $100.00  for  their  ser- 
vices. The  coaching  was  excellent  and  we  wish  to  thank  Joe 
Bass,  Major  League  —  Robert  Thomas  and  Jack  Ohmann, 
Minor  League  —  Richard  Carey,  Freshman  League  for  a  job 
well  done.  The  Pony  League,  under  Coach  Earl  Dunham. 
Jr.  proved  again  unsuccessful. 
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Our  sAvimmin^  program  showed  an  increase  of  150  over 
last  year.  There  was  a  total  of  840  (including  repeats). 
Courses  criven  this  year  under  instructor  Marcia  Soule  and 
her  assistant  Life^ijuard  Robert  Pingitore  were  for  beginners, 
advanced  beginners,  intermediates,  swimmers,  advanced 
swimmers,  junior  and  senior  life  savers.  In  addition  course 
for  adults  and  water  safety  aides  were  new  phases  of  this 
program.  Special  events  held  for  these  classes  were  a  swim- 
ming meet  and  demonstrations  about  the  concern  for  personal 
safety  at  a  surf  beach  given  by  the  Lifeguards  from  the 
National  Seashoi-e,  and  a  mouth  to  mouth  respiration  demon- 
stration with  "  Resusi-Annie".  Thanks  to  our  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  instructor  Roy  Jones  for  their  assistance  and  use 
of  "Annie". 

The  girls  softball  and  basketball  programs  were  under 
the  leadership  of  Herman  Downs.  A  total  of  24  girls  took 
part  and  the  competition  with  the  Orleans  girls  was  the 
highlight  of  the  program. 

The  Saturday  morning  basketball  was  incorporated  w^ith 
the  Orleans  program  lield  at  Nauset  Regional  High  School. 
Donald  Eccles  and  ]\Ir.  ^Miller  represented  Eastham  and  two 
coaches  from  Orleans  completed  the  staff.  Boys  from  both 
towns  were  mixed  together  on  the  teams  which  were  broken 
into  age  groups.  A  half  hour  of  instruction  was  given  before 
each  scheduled  game,  mainly  devoted  to  fundamentals.  The 
only  difference  between  the  basketball  and  soccer  programs 
was  two  games  were  played  each  Saturday  morning,  which 
took  the  place  of  instruction.  These  had  been  given  during 
the  first  few  sessions  of  the  soccer  program.  Attendance 
proved  to  be  higher  for  basketball  than  soccer. 

Once  again  ou.r  Hallowe'en  Party  was  M.C.'d  by  Harold 
Jennings.  The  youngsters  paraded  and  were  given  awards, 
after  which  they  were  served  refreshments  and  cartoons  were 
shov/n.  The  Teen-Age  dance  was  held  upstairs  and  music 
was  furnislied  by  "The  Huns",  a  group  of  boys  from  Nauset 
Regional.  Prizes  were  awarded  for  dance  contests. 

We,  lof  the  Recreation  Commission,  Avish  to  thank  every- 
one  for  their  help  and  assistance  in  making  this  another 
successful  year.

EASTHAM  HISTORICAL  SOCJETY,  INC. 
SCHOOLHOUSE  RESTORATION  PROJECT 


The  Eastbam  Historical  Society  is  of  the  people,  by  the 
people  and  for  the  people.  In  the  short  time  we  have  been 
in  existance  we  have  made  considerable  progress,  due  mostly 
to  the  leadership  of  a  group  of  older  men  and  wiomen,  and 
the  financial,  physical  and  interested  support  of  many.  The 
Society  is  hopeful  for  this  continued  support  and  especially 
of  the  younger  generations  who  will  have  to  carry  on  in  years 
to  come. 

Great  progress  was  made  in  1966  for  the  Sclioolhouse 
restoration  was  completed,  except  for  some  mimor  details,  and 
the  Museum  was  opened  to  the  general  public  on  Sunday, 
July  17th,  to  about  500  members  and  friends.  It  was  open 
3  afternoons  a  week  until  Labor  Day,  and  thereafter  Satur- 
day afternoons  until  October  15th.  During  this  time  approx- 
imately 3500  people  visited  the  Museum,  and  many  con- 
G'ratulatory  remarks  have  been  recorded. 

The  second  major  project  of  the  Society  was  the  placing 
of  memorial  stones  on  the  unmarked  graves  of  Mavflower 
passengers  Constance  Hopkins  Snow,  Giles  Hopkins,  and 
Lieut.  Joseph  Rogers  in  the  Old  Cove  Burial  Ground  on  Route 
6  in  South  Eastham.  The  total  coast  was  paid  for  by  contri- 
butions from  the  descendants  and  thanks  are  due  to  Nicker- 
son  Memorials  for  tlieir  cooperations.  A  formal  dedication 
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w^)s  held  on  September  14th  with  an  address  by  Dr.  Robert 
]>artlett  of  Plvmiouth,  an  Elder  in  the  Massachusetts  Society 
of  Mayflower  Descendants.  The  Rev.  Norman  Sibley  gave  the 
Invocation  and  Rev.  Foster  Phillips  gave  the  Benediction. 
Nearly  100  descendants  and  friends  were  in  attendance. 

Financially  the  Society  is  in  giood  shape  $6,000.00  of  its 
obligations  have  been  paid  off,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,500.00 
to  be  paid.  A  number  -of  jobs  remain  to  be  completed,  plans 
for  growth  will  have  to  be  considered,  for  with  an  increasing 
number  of  historical  gifts  and  artifacts,  we  wall  need  more 
room.  AVe  are  interested  in  accepting  gifts  of  antique  furn- 
iture and  other  larger  objects  and  have  room  to  store  them 
in  the  attic  until  we  have  room  to  display  them. 

The  Society  is  iiidebeted  to  Col.  Eugene  S.  Clark,  Jr.  for 
his  fund  I'aising  lecture  "Cape  Cod  Folks  and  Old  Time 
Oddities"  sfiven  on  June  19th  and  the  Museum  for  his  loan 
collection  of  Scrimshaw.  Also  to  Louis  Benner  for  the  loan  of 
liis  collection  of  Indian  artifacts  and  to  Mrs.  Natalie  Walker 
for  her  loan  collection  of  doll  house  furniture. 

The  Societ3^  is  indebted  to  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  for  giving  and  removing  the  'old 
Eastham  milestone  from  Salt  Pond  Road  (formerly  Kings 
Highway,  GAR  Highway  and  County  Road)  to  its  new  loca- 
tion in  front  of  the  Museum.  The  Old  Colony  Railroad  gave 
the  Society  Milestone  98,  which  stood  where  the  railroad 
crossed  Route  6,  and  this  has  been  placed  in  front  of  the 
Museum  to  mark  our  Southwest  boundary.  This  stone  in- 
dicated it  was  98  miles  to  Boston. 

The  Society  wishes  to  thank  all  who  gave  articles  and 
artifacts  to  the  Museum,  the  last  gift  certificate  issued  was 
No.  182,  but  more  than  one  item  was  on  manv  of  the  certific- 
ates.  The  two  summer  b-ook  sales  were  very  successful,  and 
again  thanks  are  due  to  many  members  and  friends.  Books 
ai'p  now  being  received  for  next  summer's  sales  and  may 
be  left  at  the  Eastham  Public  library.  Thanks  are  due  to  all 
the  busi]iess  firms  in  town  where  schoolhouse  collection  boxes 
were  placed. 

It  is  impossible  to  list  the  names  of  all  the  peiople  who 
helped  or  contributed  in  one  way  or  another  with  the 
museum.  The  Officers  and  Directors  were  the  guiding  spirits. 
Special  thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  Horace  Lowe  for  heading  up 
the  24  hostesses  who  did  such  a  fine  job  in  keeping  the 
Museum  open.  Mr.  Horace  Lowe  and  his  trusty  lawnmow^er 
did  a  fine  job  on  the  grounds.  Mr.  Gilbert  Newton  wired 
tlie  building  for  us.  Mr.  Maurice  iMoore  gave  the  interior 
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paint.  Mr.  Ernest  Bridge  wood  and  Mr.  Guy  Parrell  hooked 
up  the  lighted  showcases.  Mr.  Danny  Due  put  the  new  roof 
on  the  storage  shed.  Those  who  helped  wath  the  interior 
decorating  and  Avood working  were  Pedro  Christensen,  Louis 
Benner,  Ernest  Bridgewood,  Oscar  Pierce  and  Ralph  Rogers.

We  no  doubt  have  overlooked  the  names  of  some  of  the 
volunteers  and  our  apology  to  them. 

The  Society  now  has  a  membership  of  397  and  new 
members  are  Avelcomed.  The  annual  dues  are  $1.00  a  year  and 
applications  can  be  sent  to  Mrs.  E.  E.  KattAvinkel,  Secretary, 
P.O.  Box  8,  Eastham,  Mass.  02642. 

We  plan  and  hope  to  have  a  bigger  and  better  museum 
in  1967  Avith  gradually  improA^ed  grounds  so  we  Avill  be  a 
credit  to  Eastham,  standing  opposite  the  Visitors  Center  in 
the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  NEEDS 
COMMITTEE 


To  the  B'Oard  of  Selectmen : 

The  Water  Needs  Committee  first  met  in  April  of  1966 
and  thereafter,  with  iew  exceptions,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
each  month.  Durino^  August  the  Brewster  test  wells  and 
pumping  operations  were  observed.  At  the  October  meeting 
Mr.  Paul  Howard  of  Whitman  &  Howard  Engineering  gave 
the  committee  details  of  a  logical  and  practical  approach  to 
a  future  town  water  system. 

At  a  meeting  in  September,  held  with  the  Orleans  Water 
Department  Committee,  many  residents  of  South  Eastham 
voiced  their  immediate  requirement  for  good  water.  Further, 
at  that  meeting  the  possibilities  of  water  districts  were 
discussed.  Our  committee,  after  gathering  all  possible  facts, 
concluded  (as  had  the  Conservation  Committee  last  year) 
that  a  water  system  MUST  be  considered  as  a  future  require- 
ment of  the  town.  With  this  in  mind  we  are  recommending 
an  article  this  year  for  exploratory  test  wells. 

As  a  preliminary  step,  the  committee  recommends  estab- 
lishing those  locations  within  the  Town  which  will  provide 
suitable  quality  water.  Following  this,  as  a  second  step,  the 
pumping  operation  to  prove  water  capacities  required  by  the 
Town.  Considering  the  construction  of  a  new  regional  school 
and  the  anticipated  beach-golf  course-recreational  area,  de- 
finite long  range  planning  must  be  made  relative  to  water 
usage.  It  is  recommended  that  prior  to  the  actual  operation  of 
either  facility  a  location  for  a  pumping  station  be  established. 
Thereafter,  in  conjunction  with  either  or  both,  a  possible 
basic  system  could  be  considered. 

With  adequate  planning  and  forethought  our  Town 
should  not  be  faced  with  the  apparent  ^ '  crash type  pro- 
gram presently  initiated  by  the  Town  of  Brewster  to  estab- 
lish a  town  water  system.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Eastham: 

The  Eastham  School  Committee  hereby  submits  its  an- 
nual report  : 

This  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  events  causing 
important  discussions  and  decisions  on  the  part  of  your 
School  Committee.  Numerous  personnel  changes  including 
our  Superintendent,  one  teacher,  several  supervisors,  our 
custodian  and  cafeteria  employees  twice,  have  been  most 
time  consuming  in  an  attempt  not  to  let  these  changes  dis- 
rupt the  school  system  more  than  a  minimal  amount. 

Our  Union  No.  54  voted  to  invite  the  town  of  Brew- 
ster to  join  us,  reapportioning  financial  shares  and  time 
allocations  for  the  union  employees.  This  action  was  one 
phase  of  Dr.  Englehart's  report  which  slowly  seems  to  be 
progressing.  AVork  has  gone  forAvard  toward  the  possibility 
of  using  town-owned  land  within  the  National  Seashore 
boundaries  for  the  new  high  school  and  discussions  of 
building  requirements  and  curriculum  are  now  under  way. 

Apparent  is  the  increase  in  pupil  enrollment  with  all 
schools  up  more  than  anticipated.  Our  kindergarten  size 
required  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  becoming  the 
first  Eastham  grade  to  be  split  into  two  classes.  Before  any 
building  plan  can  possibly  be  completed,  our  present  total 
system  of  classrooms  will  certainly  be  bulging  at  the  seams. 

Another  event  was  the  new  law  regarding  negotiations 
and  collective  bargaining  between  the  teachers  and  the 
committee  which  has  commanded  considerable  time  and 
caused  much  confusion  for  both  parties:  Furthermore,  we 
have  only  just  begun  and  have  much  to  learn  in  this  new 
relationship. 

Of  course,  the  usual  events  have  continued  such  as 
our  summer  reading  program  and  speech  classes,  additions 
to  our  book  of  written  policies,  the  regular  upkeep  projects 
on  building  and  grounds,  and  exploration  of  curriculum 
coordination  and  improvement,  and  many  other  items  of 
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importance  that  have  come  before  us.  This  has  been  a 
busy  year  and  the  next  promises  more.  The  building  pro- 
gram will  accelerate  and  other  carry-over  projects  alone 
will  command  much  of  the  committee's  attention. 

Cooperation  among  all  school  personnel  of  all  four 
towns  in  our  union  as  well  as  coordination  of  projects 
undertaken  will  be  vital  to  keep  the  education  standards 
high  during  the  upcoming  reorganizing  of  our  total  school 
system.  These  will  be  important  years  ahead  and  the  con- 
tinuing interest  of  parents  and  general  public  will  not  only 
be  appreciated  but  will  be  necessary  ingredients  to  assure 
a  smooth  change  to  the  4-4-4  school  grade  system.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


1  submit  this  as  a  joint  report  of  the  school  committees 
of  Union  #54  and  the  Eastham,  Orleans,  Wellfleet  Regional 
School  District.  I  do  this  on  the  following  basic  assumptions : 

1.  The  four  towns  of  this  Union  and/or  District  have 
accepted  central  coordination  as  a  basic  necessity  for  opera- 
tion of  their  school  programs. 

2.  Witli  one-half  the  school  program  presently  under  a 
single  regional  committee  jurisdiction,  and  with  author- 
ization to  extend  this  to  two-thirds  of  the  program  already 
approved  by  referenda,  the  problems  of  each  are  and  must 
be  even  more  immediately  recognized  as  the  problems  of  all. 

3.  The  impending  interest  in  the  possibility  that  if  a 
cooperative  program  under  a  regional  organization  is  educa- 
tionally and  fiscally  sound  for  two-thirds  of  the  program, 
why  might  it  not  follow  that  the  eventual  extension  of  this 
concept  to  K-12  be  even  now  overdue? 

1966  Has  Been  A  Year  of  Reorganization 

1.  Eastham,  Orleans  and  Wellfleet  voted  approval  of 
extending  regionalization  from  Grades  7-12  to  Grades  5-12, 

2.  Apprioval  has  been  granted  to  a  4-4-4  concept  of 
grade  organization. 

3.  Superintendent  Pierce  resigned  August  15th  to  ac- 
cept Superintendency  in  Springfield,  Vermont. 

4.  Brewster  joined  Union  #54  September  1st. 

5.  Mr.  Donald  Flebotte  was  appointed  Principal  of 
Nauset  Regional  High  School  on  November  15,  1966. 

6.  The  Eastham,  Orleans,  Wellfleet  Regional  School 
Committee  unanimously  approved  the  program  to  construct 
a  new  four-year  high  school  to  be  located  in  Eastham. 

7.  Building  Needs  Conference  was  held  November  16, 
1966  with  School  Building  Assistance  Commission. 

8.  The  consulting  firm  of  Engelhardt,  Engelhardt  and 
Leggett  has  been  employed  to  create  educational  specific- 
ations and  to  assist  the  administration,  faculty,  school 
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committee  and  architect  in  transforming  this  written  pro- 
gram into  workable  final  drawings  for  construction. 

9.  The  firm  of  Storey,  Thorndike,  Palmer  and  Dodge 
lias  ])een  employed  as  general  legal  counsel  to  the  Regional 
District  Committee. 

10.  In  addition,  the  following  individual  but  significant 
items  are  under  study,  in  progress  or  have  been  finalized: 

a.  Music,  Art  and  Physical  Education  Programs  of  the 
Union  have  been  extended  to  Brewster. 

b.  Personnel  additions  and  replacements : 

1.  Custodial  7  of  10  positions 

2.  Cafeteria  2  of  13  Positions 

3.  Secretarial  2  of    7  positions 

4.  Administrative  4  of    9  positions 

5.  Secondary  Teachers  5  of  47  positions 
().  Elementary  Teachers  12  of  51  positions 

It  was  most  gratifying  to  have  all  regional  teachers 
I'oturn  this  past  year.  Our  only  change  was  in  the  addition 
of  thi-ee  members  of  the  staff.  Mr.  Donald  Flebotte  replaced 
^Ir.  Paul  Ellis  as  Principal.  Our  deep  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Stanle.y  Smitli  Avho  "did  not  choose  to  run",  but  served 
most  ably  in  an  interim  situation.

With  all  elementary  schools  now  at  maximum  capacity 
and  Xauset  Regional  well  >o\er  the  rated  capacity  we  find 
ourselves  pressed  to  expeditiously  pursue  plans  to  relieve 
this  situation.  Problems  of  this  masrnitude  demand  careful 
and  cautious  consideration  even  thouirh  we  must  move 
rapidly.  Therefore,  I  have  recommended  the  following  pro- 
cedures, some  already  well  underway  before  this  report  is 
printed : 

1.  Employment  ^of  the  proven  consulting  firm  of  Engle- 
hardt,  Englehardt  and  Leggett  to  assist  in  planning  an  over- 
all distinguished  high  school  program. 

2.  Employment  of  reputable  general  legal  counsel  to 
assure  exact  and  proper  procedures,  amendments  and  con- 
tracts. 

3.  KSelection  of  a  reputable  architectural  firm  well 
experienced  in  school  building  supervision.  Selection  should 
be  made  in  February.  1967. 

4.  Submission  of  Education  Specifications  to  architect 
by  early  March,  1967.  Preliminary  drawings,  revisions  and 
working  draAvings  must  be  completed  by  early  Autumn,  1967. 
If  this  schedule  can  be  maintained,  we  still  cannot  get  the 
final  bu.ilding  contract  before  late  fall  or  Avinter  of  1967,  or 
early  1968.  With  18  months  to  two  years  required  to  build 
the  structure  we  will  be  fortunate  to  complete  occupancy  by 
late  Winter,  1969  or  possibly  September,  1970. 

5.  A  review  of  the  administrative  structure  and  build- 
ing needs  for  the  four  town  unit.  At  this  time  Ave  can  foresee

:Oui'  administrative  positions  to  supervise  this  type  of 
I)ro«:ram  have  developed  with  lack  of  a  total  long  range 
plan  and  I  recommend  strongly  that  a  serious  study  be  made 
to  assure  protection  from  duplication  and  creation  of  other 
possible  situations  that  would  need  rectifying  as  building 
reorganization  already  planned  becomes  reality. 

6.  An  intensive  studj'  by  all  school  committees  and  the 
public  regarding  advantages  to  be  gained,  both  educational 
and  economic,  from  adopting  a  total  K-12  regional  organiz- 
ation. 1  am  well  convinced  that  the  present  fractured  ad- 
ministrative organization  is  very  wasteful  of  both  time  and 
money  to  the  four  towns. 

Consider  tliat  each  telephone  bill  for  the  central  office 
must  be  triplicated  for  each  of  five  committees  and  then 
divided  proportionately  among  the  five.  (These  proporations 
vary  depending  upon  whether  it  is  a  routine  bill,  for  salaries, 
or  for  shared  capital  outlay,  and  vary  even  further  depend- 
ing upon  whether  it  is  TInion  or  Union-Region.) 

Consider  again  that  in  two  or  three  years  perhaps  nine 
members  of  the  towns  will  be  guiding  two-thirds  (Grades 
0-12)  of  the  enrollment  in  the  educational  program  and  un- 
doubtedly a  much  higher  financial  percentage,  while  possibly 
18  committee  members  involving  four  times  the  meeting 
hours  will  guide  one-third  (K-4)  of  the  program. 

Consider  also  the  following: 

a.  Regional  bus  contracts  are  reimbursed  100%  by 
State  Grant  —  percentage  of  reimbursement  under  town 
contract  is  somewhat  less. 

b.  Pending  legislation  to  increase  K-12  building  re- 
imbursement to  Qiy^/i  . 

c.  Pending  legislation  to  increase  K-12  operational 
reimbursement  to  25%. 

d.  Necessary  administrative  personnel  and  time  to 
])re])are  meetings,  meet  with  an  effectively  coordinate  six 
committees  in  comparison  with  the  efficiency  of  a  single 
but  perhaps  larger  committee. 

e.  The  time  spent  by  office  personnel  in  the  preparation 
and  division  of  all  financial  accounts  among  the  five  auton- 
omous fiscal  units  in  comparison  to  the  savings  possible 
under  one  budget  and  one  accounting  system. 

f.  The  time  lost  from  duplication  of  effort  in  the  pre- 
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Ksent  fractured  -organization  that  might  be  spent  on  realistic 
educational  program  improvement. 

g.  The  possibilities  for  improved  coordination  of  all 
programs  —  our  overall  primary  task. 

It  is  my  hope  than  acceptable  K-12  agreement  can  be 
studied,  written  and  presented  to  all  towns  for  their  accept- 
ance in  1967.  No  single  mure  important  decision  needs  our 
attention  and  no  single  step  could  have  more  profound  effect 
upon  the  future  of  education  for  this  administrative  district. 

I  submit  this  report  with  humility.  My  position  as  Acting- 
Superintendent  of  Schools  has  been  brief  but  a  rather  inten- 
sive learning  experience.  I  can  appreciate  the  effectiveness 
of  Wiork-Study  and/or  On-the-job  Traning  Programs.  I  hope 
that  my  action  and  recommendations  over  these  past  few 
months  have  been  contributions  to  our  program.  I  sincerely 
appreciate  your  patience,  understanding  and  cooperation 
during  a  period  of  oonsiderable  travail.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


During  the  past  year  several  changes  have  taken  place 
in  the  Eastham  Elementary  School.  Mrs.  Audrey  Sayin 
resigned  as  cafeteria  manager  and  Avas  replaced  by  Mrs. 
Bertha  Sanderson.  For  several  years  Mr.  Nathan  Weber 
had  been  our  custodian.  Upon  his  resignation  Mr.  Theodore 
A.  Vautrinot  agreed  to  assume  Mr.  Weber's  former  duties. 
The  teacher  of  grade  three,  Miss  Rebecca  Moore,  resigned 
and  her  position  was  filled  by  Mrs.  Esther  Handel.  Mr. 
Le.ster  Murdock  is  currently  our  physical  education  super- 
visor due  to  tlie  resignation  of  Mrs.  Ethel  Reed.  Tn  ad- 
ition  to  the  above  changes,  our  superintendent,  Mr.  Sydney 
G.  Pierce,  has  resigned. 

Changes  have  also  occurred  in  the  curriculum.  A  new 
reading  series  has  been  adopted  in  grades  one  through  five. 
This  series  employs  A'isual  as  well  as  a  phonetic  approach 
to  the  teaching  of  reading. 

An  individualized  approach  to  the  learing  of  spelling 
is  being  attempted  in  the  fifth   and  sixth   grades.  This 

An  individualized  approach  to  the  learning  of  spelling 
;'.s  his  ability  will  permit  him.  Further  evaluation  will, 
however,  be  required  before  the  complete  value  of  the 
program  is  determined. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  to  restructure  the  social 
studies  program.  This  program  study  includes  investiga- 
tion of  pupil  needs  in  the  modern  world,  teaching  methods, 
materials  to  be  used,  and  co-ordination  of  subject  matter 
in  kindergarten  through  grade  twelve.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
beginning  will  be  brought  to  fruition  in  the  months  to 
follow. 

Our  school  library  has  had  approximately  one  hundred 
and  forty  volumes  added  to  its  collection.  About  forty-four 
books  were  provided  by  the  Federal  Government  under 
title  two  of  the  Federal  aid  to  education  program.  If  book 
circulation  is  a  valid  criteria,  pupil  interest  in  reading  is 
very  high  in  Eastham. 

Under  title  three  of  the  Federal  aid  to  education  acts, 
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maps,  jrlobes,  filmstrips,  and  a  motion  picture  screen  were 
added  to  the  school's  collection  of  audio-visual  materials. 

Excursions  should  iind  can  be  a  valuable  extension 
of  the  cUissroom.  xVccordingly,  several  educational  field 
trips  were  taken  by  the  various  grades.  Places  visited  in- 
cluded, The  Cape  Cod  Museum  of  Natural  History,  The 
Chrvsler  Art  Museum,  Plvmouth  Plantation,  The  USS  Con- 
stitution.  Bunker  Hill  Monument,  and  the  Stat*^^-  House  in 
Boston. 

Parent  participation  was  excellent  during  our  fourtli 
annUfd  parent-teacher  conference  sessions.  These  confer- 
ences, held  durinsr  American  Education  Week,  were  for 
the  purpose  of  developing*  better  understanding  between 
home  and  school,  Sixth  grade  pupils  performed  admircibly 
in  their  role  as  guides  for  the  parents. 

On  behalf  of  the  staff  and  myself  1  wish  to  thank 
the  Elementary  Supervisor-Mrs.  Barbara  Wright,  Assistant 
Superintendent-Mr.  Paul  Ellis,  Former  Superintendent-Mr. 
Sydney  G.  Pierce  and  the  members  of  the  Eastham  School 
Committee  for  the  efforts  towards  keeping  the  tree  of  ed- 
ucation growing.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SUPERVISOR 
SCHOOL  UNION  54 


To  tho  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

T  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  elementary  super- 
A'isor  of  School  Union  No.  54. 

On  September  1st  the  elementary  schools  of  Orleans, 
Eastham  and  Wellfleet  reorganized  to  include  Brewster 
Elementary  School  under  Superintendency  School  Union 
No.  54.  This  is  a  welcome  addition  to  our  system  and  is 
considered  a  major  step  toward  providing  a  smoother  trans- 
ition for  the  Brewster  school  to  the  implementation  of  the 
proposed  4-4-4  plan. 

The  absorption  of  Brewster  in  the  union  increased  the 
school  population  by  207;  the  teaching  staff  by  11:  the 
number  of  classrooms  by  9  and  added  a  supervisory  prin- 
cipal to  the  ranks  of  the  administration.

Unioii  staff  membership  now  includes  3  supervisin<r 
principals  and  1  teaching  principal.  There  are  46  teachers 
including  1  full  time  librarian,  5  special  subject  super- 
vising teachers  and  2  part  time  teachers. 

Up  until  this  time  the  union  supported  only  one  super- 
vising principal  out  of  three.  The  difficulty  in  delegatinsr 
responsibility  to  a  teaching  principal  is  evident.  The  pres- 
ent administrative  staff  arrangement  provides  for  a  stronger 
educational  leadershii)  within  the  svstem. 

We  ar^'  beginning  to  coordinate  the  Brewster  School 
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with  uninn  curriculum  policies  and  practices  and  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  following  areas:  (1)  provision  for 
supervisory  instruction  in  art,  music  and  physical  educa- 
tion; (2)  administration  of  routine  group  mental  ability 
tests,  grades  one,  three,  six  and  eight;  (3)  recording 
registration  dala  on  Union  No.  54  individual  child  account- 
ing cards  for  pupils  kindergarten  through  grade  six;  (4^ 
initiated  method  of  reporting  to  parents,  ie.  report  cards 
and  parent  conference  policy. 

Through  monthly  administrative  meetings,  called  by 
Acting-Superintendent  Paul  N.  Ellis,  we  are  beginning  to 
close  the  gap  between  the  elementary  schools  and  the  high 
school  through  closer  curriculum  coordination.  Our  first 
project  in  curriculum  development  will  be  the  social  studies. 
Union  No.  54  has  laid  the  groundwork.  Last  year  5-Year 
Long  Range  plans  were  developed  for  the  improvement  of 
instruction  in  geography.  An  in-service  course  in  social 
studies  was  offered.  Multi-media  material  and  equipment 
to  help  strengthen  instruction  was  acquired  with  the  help 
of  Federal  Funds  under  Title  IIL 

We  are  now  read}'  to  develop  a  curriculum  guide  for 
kindergarten  through  grade  twelve.  This  will  be  costly  in 
terms  of  mone}^  time,  and  human  energy.  To  give  it  more 
than  lip  ser^nce  requires  total  commitment  of  all  concerned. 

AVith  the  coming  of  Brewster  into  Union  No.  54  there 
has  been  a  severe  strain  placed  on  the  schedules  of  the 
supervisory  personnel.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  art 
program.  Mrs.  Margaret  LeSeigneau,  Supervisor  of  Art, 
teaches  thirty-five  classes  per  week,  involving  seven  hun- 
dred ninety  pupils,  under  difficult  physical  arrangements. 
There  are  no  art  rooms  available  in  our  crowded  school 
plants.  A  teacher  aid  Avas  provided  on  November  17th  to 
help  with  the  physical  management  of  materials.  Even  with 
this  additional  help  the  load  is  far  too  great  for  one  teach- 
ing person.  AVe  are  continuing  the  search  for  an  additional 
teacher  in  order  to  sustain  tlie  excellent  quality  of  the 
art  program. 

In  August  the  school  committees  regretfully  accej^ted 
the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Ethel  Reed,  as  Supervisor  of  Physi- 
cal Education,  due  to  illness.  In  September  we  were  for- 
tunate iiideed  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  Les  Murdock  to 
fill  this  post.  Although  Mr.  Murdock  has  a  busy  full  time 
schedule,  it  is  workable,  as  formerly  the  ph^'sical  education 
instructor  worked  only  four  days  a  week  f<-r  the  union. 
The  program  consists  of  a  balance  between  iiistruction  in 
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))hysical  fitness  and  the  development  of  skills  basic  to 
team  sports. 

As  all  Union  No.  54  music  department  personnel  are 
shared  with  Nauset  Regional  High  School,  scheduling  of 
these  persons  was  a  difficult  task  this  year.  The  report  in 
full  from  the  department  will  be  forthcoming  from  Mr. 
James,  Head  of  the  Deaprtment. 

An  orderly,  systematic,  testing  program  is  carried  out 
periodically  throughout  the  system.  The  SRA  Primary 
Mental  Ability  Tests  are  administered  to  kindergarten 
pupils  at  the  close  of  the  school  year.  Otis  Mental  Ability 
Tests  are  administered  to  grade  three  and  to  grade  six 
each  fall.  Standardized  achievement  tests  are  given  each 
year  in  May  to  grades  one  through  six.  This  year  the 
newly  revised  Stanford  Achievement  Test  Series  was  given. 
Pupil  profiles  were  reported  to  parents  in  the  fall  through 
individual  parent  conferences.  The  Stanford-Binet  Intelli- 
gence Scale,  the  Weschler  Intelligence  Scale  for  Children 
and  individual  diagnostic  reading  tests  are  given  to  in- 
dividuals upon  referral. 

For  the  third  season  summer  speech  correction  classes 
were  held  in  the  elementary  schools  of  each  town;  Orleans, 
Eastham  and  Wellfleet.  Mrs.  Patricia  Zaido,  staff  Speech 
Clinician  at  Salem  State  Teachers  College,  conducted  the 
classes  which  were  held  for  a  six  week  period  from  July 
5th  to  August  11th. 

Thirty-two  children  attended  Avith  each  child  receiving 
a  private  lesson  for  one-half  hour  each  week.  Twenty-two 
students  attended  from  Orleans,  nine  from  Eastham  and 
twenty-one  from  Wellfleet.  Parents  were  encouraged  to  at- 
tend the  therapy  sessions  in  order  to  help  the  child  at 
home.  Twenty  parents  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 
Total  cost  of  program  was  $595.00.  The  continuance  of  this 
program  is  strongly  recommended  and  I  should  like  to 
recommend  the  screening  of  preschool  children  as  an  added 
dimension  and  as  a  preventative  measure.. 

The  third  summer  reading  program  was  offered  to 
children  of  grades  two  through  six  whose  parents  are  resi- 
dents of  Eastham  and  Orleans.  The  classes  were  held  week- 
days at  the  Orleans  Elementary  School  for  a  period  of  six 
weeks;  July  5  to  August  12.  Mrs.  Fern  Freeman,  Reading 
Specialist,  Bourne  School  System,  and  Mrs.  Barbara  N. 
Wright,  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Education,  Union  No. 
54,  each  instructed  three  classes  daily.  A  total  of  thirty- 
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sevon  pupils  parti(upated ;  six  from  Eastliam,  twonty-two 
from  Orleans,  and  nine  from  St.  Joan  of  Arc.  The  cost  of 
instriiftion  totalled  $870.00;  cost  of  materials  jf^l36.11. 

Each  year,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  such  as  summer 
camp,  transportation,  etc.,  we  fail  to  reach  all  the  children 
who  mijrht  benefit  from  this  program.  However,  for  those 
children  wlio  do  attend,  gains  are  often  made  in  confi- 
dence and  interest ;  factors  which  necessarily  precede  any 
real  learning.  I  should  like  to  recommend  the  continuance 
of  this  program  for  the  pupils  of  Eastham  and  Orleans  and 
hope  that  Wellfleet  and  Brewster  will  consider  making 
provision  for  a  similar  program  in  the  near  future. 

AVe  are  looking  forward  to  the  realization  of  the  Inter- 
mediate School.  We  need  space  in  all  our  elementary 
plants  ''to  grow  on".  Only  one  elementary  school  in  the 
system  (Orleans)  has  adequate  facilities  for  a  school  li- 
brary— the  learning  resource  center  of  the  school.  Kinder- 
gartens are  held  in  makeshift  quarters  in  every  town  with 
one  exception  (Orleans).  No  school  in  the  system  has  work 
space  for  art  or  science,  and  instrumental  music  takes  place 
in  substitute  quarters.  No  building  affords  adequate  space 
for  an  instructional  materials  center  where  teachers  can 
work  to  develop  classroom  materials.  There  is  absolutely 
no  available  space  in  any  of  the  four  buildings  to  house 
a  much  needed  special  class  for  elementary  pupils.  We 
need  facilities  for  flexible  grouping  where  individual  and 
small  groups  can  be  serviced. 

These  are  only  some  of  the  immediate  needs  which 
inhibit  the  implementation  of  the  present  program.  The 
opportunities  to  expand  and  enrich  the  present  program 
with  the  creation  of  the  Intermediate  School  are  exciting 
to  consider.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 


T  h  ore  with  submit  my  tonth  annual  report.  These  re- 
miirks  are  the  results  of  conferences  with  Mrs.  Barbara 
N.  Wright,  supervisor  of  Elementary  Education  and  reports 
filed  in  this  office  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Wordell  and  Miss 
Marion  Greene,  Supervisors  of  Music. 

ELEIMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

V(jcal  Music  is  not  longer  a  fitting  title — it  has  been 
renamed  General  Music,  for  it  now  includes  specific  study 
in  the  six  following  areas  of  music  education:  Singing, 
Moving,  Listening.  Playing,  Creating  and  Reading. 

Thes(»  musical  goals  are  developed  grade  by  grade. 
Each  grade  is  divided  into  the  above  six  recognized  ap- 
proaches. Within  tliese  categories,  the  musical  learnings— 
— iiiood,  tone,  rhythm,  melody,  harmony,  and  form — ^have 
been  given  due  emphasis.  "Man.y  learnings  are  of  such  a 
nature  that  they  need  to  be  emphasized  at  every  level. 
For  (^xample,  the  goal  to  'sing  expressively'  is  not  unique 
for  any  one  grade.  It  is  as  appropriate  in  the  first  grade 
as  it  is  for  the  professional  artist  in  his  mature  years. 
These  are  the  common  musical  learnings  that  should  be 
emphasized  at  all  levels  in  the  Elementary  Schools.  "^ 

Instrumental  music  instruction  continues  as  in  the  past. 
Weekly  instruction  is  given  for  the  following  instruments : 
Violin,  Cello,  Flute,  Clarinet,  Saxophone,  Trumpet,  Trom- 
bone, and  Percussion.  The  Class  method  of  teaching,  al- 
though ideal  for  elementarv  school,  has  in  the  last  vear 
become  less  effective.  These  classes  are  taught  at  three 
levels;  Beginners,  Intermediate  and  Advanced  (orchestra- 
band).  The  total  inimber  of  pupils  in  1958  was  forty-three 
(43)  serviced  by  one  instructor.  As  of  October  1,  1966  there 
are  one  hundred  twenty-five  (125)  pupils  serviced  by  Mr. 
Frank  -lames  and  an  additional  fourteen  (14)  pupils  re- 
ceiving instruction  weekly  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Wordell. 

These  classes  are  too  large.  Pupils  now  have  to  be 
placed,  many  times,  at  the  wrong  class  level  because  of 
the  complexity  of  teaching  unlike  instruments  at  the  be- 
ginner and  intermediate  levels. 

Reference  is  called  to  the  data  sheet  at  the  end  of  this 
report.  If  we  are  to  maintain  the  goals  as  set  forth  by 
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tliis  department  additional  full  time  personel  must  be 
added  to  this  teaching  staff.  Evaluation  is  an  on-going 
process  based  essentially  on  stated  goals.  If  these  goals 
have  been  realistic,  then  they  probably  will  have  been 
achieved.  Together  with  a  practical  realism  must  be  some 
dreaming.  Often  that  which  seems  impossible  does  happen 
and  dreams  become  a  reality.  It  is  good  to  aim  liigher 
than  one  has  hopes  of  ever  achieving. 

The  most  profound  hope  a  teacher  has  for  every  '.eachy 
child  is  that  he  is  a  changed  human  being  because  of  the 
music  he  has  performed. 

As  Director  of  Music  I  urgently  request  a  review  of  the 
teaching  staff  of  this  department  as  regards  the  teaching 
load  and  teaching  time  lost  through  travel  to  the  four 
schools  in  the  union  and  high  school. 

The  above  mentioned  data  sheet  points  out  the  following : 

First :  The  large  number  of  pupils  service  each  week 
by  the  teaching  staff. 

Second :  The  overall  expanse  of  teaching  levels  of  Mrs. 
Wordell  and  Mr.  James. 

Third:  The  Director's  teaching  load  is  too  great  to 
properly  observe  supervisors  and  also  administer  to  the 
needs  of  the  Music  Department  in  general. 

Fourth :  It  will  be  noted  that  all  teachers  are  working 
weekly  in  all  five  (5)  schools. 

Not  shown :  No  time  for  any  teacher,  during  the  school 
day,  for  a  so-called  planning  period.  Tliis  time  is  used  for 
daily  travel  from  school  to  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  Eastham: 

Aj>-ain  Ave  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  greet  our 
fellow  townsmen  and  bring  to  you  our  annual  report. 

As  usual  there  were  unforeseen  problems  which  we 
tried  to  solve  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town.  There  were 
also  several  new  projects  which  required  the  attention  of 
the  Board. 

Of  greatest  importance  were  the  negotiations  with 
the  C/ape  Cod  National  Seashore  involving  the  exchange 
of  land  for  the  new  Regional  High  School.  These  are  now 
in  the  final  stages  and  should  be  conqjleted  by  Town  Meet- 
ing time.  As  voted  previously,  the  Town  will  sell  this  land 
to  the  Region  for  $80,000. (X)  and  this  money  may  be  used 
to  defray  some  of  the  costs  of  either  the  proposed  addition 
to  the  pi-esent  Elementary  School  or  toward  the  Town's 
share  of  the  cost  of  the  new  Regional  High  School.  This 
will  be  subject  to  the  vote  of  the  Town. 

The  exchange  of  the  Town  owned  land  for  the  tri- 
angular piece  abutting  the  fire  station  is  also  being  negoti- 
ated at  this  time.  This  was  voted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing in  1966.  We  also  hope  to  proceed  with  the  exchange 
of  land  with  the  Seashore  for  abutting  Town  owned  land 
on  the  Ocean,  so  that  a  proposed  Town  owned  beach,  re- 
creation and  parking  area  can  be  constructed. 

Two  groins  have  been  placed  at  the  west  shore,  north 
of  South  Sunken  Meadow  Town  Landing  and  are  already 
building  up  the  beach.  If  this  continues  to  prove  successful, 
more  groins  are  planned  for  the  preservation  of  the  West 
shore. 

The  beach  sticker  program  provided  funds  which  have 
been  reserved  for  future  appropriation.  We  hope  to  continue 
the  program  so  that  this  fund  can  be  added  to  and  used 
for  the  construction  of  bathhouses  and  toilets  at  the  major 
beaches  and  other  improvements  added  where  needed, 
making  the  beaches  more  attractive  to  our  visitors. 

The  need  for  additional  office  space  became  more  ap- 
parent than  ever  this  past  summer.  It  was  necessary  to  pro- 
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vido  .s})aee  for  the  Gas  Inspector,  the  Plumbing  Inspector 
and  the  clerical  help  for  the  Beach  Sticker  program.  Also, 
the  Selectmen  had  no  privacy  whatsoever,  and  there  are 
times  when  this  is  very  essential.  The  small  hall  has  been 
brightened  up  with  fresli  paint  and  new  lighting  and  now 
provides  space  for  the  Town  Accountant,  Assessors'  Clerk, 
the  Gas  and  Plumbing  Inspectors  and  the  additional  sum- 
mer clerical  help.  There  is  also  space  for  the  Planning 
Board,  Appeal  Board  and  Committee  meetings.  The  Se- 
lectmen have  returned  to  their  previous  office.  In  keeping 
with  the  wishes  of  the  voters  no  structural  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  small  hall.  The  basement  of  the  small 
hall  has  also  been  renovated  and  now  provides  a  pleasant 
meeting  place  for  small  groups. 

After  manv  vears  of  dedicated  service  Winfred  J. 
Knowles,  affectionately  known  as  Winnie,  is  retiring.  He 
became  a  member  of  the  Special  Police  force  in  1941,  was 
appointed  Deputy  Police  Chief  in  1948  and  Chief  of  Police 
in  1958  and  is  still  serving  in  that  capacity.  He  also  served 
as  Moderator,  having  been  elected  in  the  years  1948 
through  1954.  Well  done  Winnie,  and  we  wish  you  the 
best  of  everything. 

Genevie^'e  Schroeder  is  retiring  after  sixteen  years  as 
ToAvn  Accountant  and  fifteen  years  as  clerk  to  the  Boards 
of  Selectmen,  Assessors  and  Health.  Her  endless  efforts  in 
behalf  of  the  Town  have  resulted  in  our  excellent  account- 
ing system  and  have  saved  the  Town  many  thousands  of 
dollars.  She  also  instituted  our  Kardex  system  for  Real 
Estate  and  Personal  Taxes.  She  will  be  missed  very  much 
and  we  wish  her  many  years  of  happy  retirement. 

We  trust  that  you  will  give  the  many  articles  in  the 
Warrant  your  careful  consideration  and  look  to  the  future, 
as  well  as  the  present,  when  you  cast  your  votes  at  Town 
Meeting. 

Again,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
Department  heads,  the  elected  and  appointed  officials  and 
all  other  persons  who  (extended  their  cooperation  and  as- 
sistance during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE 
EASTHAM  APPEALS  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

A.G'ain  this  3^ear,  as  in  1966,  seventeen  petitions  were 
heard  involvint]:  particular  uses  and  conditions  in  the  spec- 
ial areas  of  "Permissive  Use"  and  the  "Seashore  District," 
additions  to  or  enlaro'ements  of  existin":  non-eonforminof 
buildino's,  or  askin^*  for  variances  of  the  requirements  of 
the  Sign  Code,  the  Buildinof  Code,  or  the  Zoning:  Code.  Of 
these  cases,  one  petition  was  withdrawn  voluntarily  by  the 
appellant  after  some  leno^thy  discussion  on  the  night  of  the 
hearing,  four  were  denied,  and  twelve  were  granted.  As  has 
been  the  past  policy  of  the  Board,  in  the  majority  of  cases 
where  the  petition  was  granted,  the  Board  worded  its  de- 
cision to  include  such  restrictions  as  were  deemed  neces- 
sary and  proper  to  protect  property  values  and  the  best 
interests  of  the  client,  as  well  as  the  overall  considerations 
of  the  health,  safetv,  convenience  and  general  welfare  of 
the  Town. 

As  in  the  past  years,  your  chairman  and  various  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  received  numerous  inquiries  and  held 
a  number  of  informal  discussions  with  prospective  appel- 
lants and  other  interested  parties  throughout  the  year,  and 
it  could  be  fairly  estimated  that  the  answering  of  questions 
and  solving  of  certain  problems  in  this  manner,  eliminated 
the  necessity  and  expense  of  possibly  five  to  ten  additional 
hearings. 

The  following  is  a  listing  of  the  seventeen  cases  that 
actually  came  to  a  final  hearing.  These  are  noted  down 
in  chronological  order  under  the  names  of  the  appellants, 
together  with  the  final  disposition  of  each  case.  Those  who 
might  wish  to  review  a  particular  hearing  will  find  on  file 
with  the  Town  Clerk  a  manila  folder  containing  copies  of 
plans  and  documents  submitted,  together  with  a  general 
record  of  the  testimony  and  any  other  pertinent  data  re- 
lating to  a  specific  case.

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  the  Board  was  able 
to  complete  its  annual  work  without  any  changes  in  per- 
sonnel. The  full  membership  quota  is  seven,  composed  of 
five  regulars  and  two  alternates,  whose  genuine  interest, 
faithful  attendance,  and  Avilling  cooperation  have  been 
very  gratifying.

Mr.  Leslie  H.  Morse,  Jr.,  Building  Inspector,  and  Mr. 
John  B.  Curtiss,  Planning  Board  member,  continue  to  con- 


tribute  g:reatlY  to  the  successful  completion  of  each  hear- 
ing by  A'irtue  of  their  steady  attendance  and  active  par- 
ticipation in  case  discussions. 

Wit]]  tlie  ^Fown  continuing  to  groAv  at  an  ever-increas- 
ing pace,  the  pressure  of  both  residential  and  commercial 
construction  is  steadily  building  and  x>^^shing  against  an 
ever-shi-inking  supply  of  available,  undeveloped  land.  Such 
a  situation,  in  turn,  causes  the  local  landowner  to  seek 
ways  in  which  to  more  intensely  develop  the  acreage  he 
has,  and  this  very  often  leads  to  attempts  to  break  down 
the  protective  barriers  of  the  Building,  Planning  and  Zon- 
ing Codes.  At  this  point  the  Building  Inspector,  The  Plan- 
ning Board  and  the  Appeal  Board  become  directly  in- 
volved. The  year  of  1968  is  shaping  up  as  an  extremely 
busy  one  for  all  three. 

As  a  final  thought  of  interest  to  all  civic-minded 
tow^ispeople  and  of  very  special  interest  to  owners  of  busi- 
nesses, particularly  ah)ng  Koute  6,  it  should  be  pointed  out 
that  our  ''Sign  Code"  as  adopted  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  held  on  May  11,  1966  and  approved  by  the  Attor- 
ney General  on  June  30,  1966,  becomes  fully  effective  this 
coming  summer,  just  as  the  heav}^  tourist  season  begins. 
A  direct  cpiotation  from  Section  VIII  of  the  Sign  Code, 
dealing  with  non-conforming  signs,  should  serve  to  stir  us 
into  action  :  ''All  non-conforming  signs  shall  be  discontin- 
ued within  two  years  of  the  effective  date  of  this  amend- 
ment unless  a  special  permit  has  been  previously  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Appeals."

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund,  in  the  amount  of 
$5,572.61  were  approved.  The  details  of  these  transfers  are 
included  in  the  Town  Accountant's  Report.  The  disap- 
proved transfers  Avere  as  follows : 

(1)  Miscellaneous  $300.00 

In  this  case  there  was  no  explanation  for  the  transfer 
submitted  by  the  Department  Head.  Unfortunately  the  bill 
was  paid  before  the  transfer  was  even  applied  for. 

(2)  Town  Hall  $350.00 

Tlie  transfer  request  showed  as  justification  "antici- 
pated bills."  No  further  explanation  was  made  as  to  the 
need  for  this  money. 

(3)  Christmas  Tree  and 

Town  Hall  Lighting  $.159.93 

The  annual  budget  item  in  this  category  is  for  $350.00. 
The  amount  of  the  request  transfer  (46  percent  over  thi^ 
budget)  is  an  expense  incurred  Avithout  regard  for  the 
amount  voted.  Tn  spite  of  disa])proval,  this  bill  was  paid 
fi-om  the  Old  Windmill  Operating  Account. 

On  May  4,  1967,  this  committee  held  its  first  meeting. 
Allowing  a  projection  in  order  to  finish  all  the  necessary 
work  before  toAvn  meeting,  the  committee  will  have  held 
a  total  of  19  meetings.  This  includes  over  288  man  hours 
of  effoi't  and  study  on  the  1968  warrant. 

The  1967  Finanee  Committee  has  made  considerable 
progress  during  the  past  year  toward  reaching  its  stated 
objective  of  three  years  ago  -  that  of  introducing  methods 
for  b(^tter  financial  numagement  of  the  town  budgets.  It  is 
the  sincere  hope  of  this  committee  that  the  voters  will 
give  more  and  more  consideration  to  the  committee's  over- 
all rec'vjmmendations,  recognizing  that  this  is  the  o  n  1  y 
town  appointed  body  whose  purpose  it  is  to  objectively 
study  the  budgets,  the  articles,  and  the  financial  manage- 
ment of  the  town.  Your  attention  is  again  called  to  the 
preceeding  paragraph  regarding  the  disapproved  trans- 
fers. When  a  transfer  is  not  completely  justified,  the  fin- 
ance committee  has  a  firm  mandate  to  vote  against  the 
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transfer.  This  am  only  result  in  upgradino:  tlie  efforts, 
and  increasing"  the  financial  efficiency  of  the  department 
heads. 

This  year  the  finance  committee  has  inaugurated  the 
use  of  Budfi'et  Request  P'orms.  This  not  only  indicates  a 
compai-ison  of  a  budget  over  a  three  year  period,  it  also 
standardizes  the  procedure  to  be  used.  Not  the  least  of 
its  advantages  is  the  fact  that  each  Department  Head  must 
maintain  careful  and  accurate  records  in  order  to  com- 
plete the  program.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Department  Heads  for  their  effort  and  cooperation  in  the 
current  use  of  these  forms. 

Several  articles  have  been  included  in  the  1968  war- 
rant as  a  result  of  Finance  Committee  efforts.  One  article 
is  for  the  purpose  of  amending  the  by-laws  to  provide  a 
change  in  the  method  of  appointing  finance  committee 
members.  Another  would  allow  finance  committee  members 
to  serve  two  successive  terms.  Another  article  would  pro- 
vide for  a  professionally  prepared  personnel  by-law  and 
a  salary  schedule.  This  is  possibly  the  most  important 
article  in  the  warrant.  The  hit  and  miss  form  of  salary 
increases  and  fringe  benefits  is  a  horse  and  buggy  method 
which  we  have  completely  outgrown. 

A  report  of  the  Capital  Outla^^  program,  which  was 
voted  by  the  ToAvn  Meeting  of  1965,  appears  as  a  separate 
section  of  this  report. 

The  entire  committee  wishes  to  express  gratitude  for 
the  coo])rration  extended  by  Selectmen,  the  Depart  m  e  nt 
Heads  nnd  the  ToAvn  Committees.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  CHIEF 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  foUowing-  is  1113^  report  to  you  and  the  residents  of 
Eastham. 

In  1966  $25,000  was  appropriated,  without  question,  to 
purchase  a  new  fire  truck.  On  May  28th,  1967  the  new 
truck  arrived  and  was  accepted.  Final  payment  was  made 
in  October  after  a  few  minor  corrections.  I  hope  everyone 
will  sto])  in  tlie  fire  station  to  see  the  new  fine  piece  of  fire 
fightinj^  equipment. 

Manv  drills  have  been  held  durino;  the  summer  and 
fall  to  learn  the  limits  and  use  of  the  new  equipment  that 
was  purchased  Avith  the  truck.  We  held  drills  at  the  fire 
tr a ininjr  school  in  Hyannis,  mutual-aid  drills  with  Orleans, 
Wellfleet  and  the  National  Park.  By  placing  our  new  truck 
in  the  station  and  our  tank  truck  in  the  highway  barn  on 
Orchard  Road  we  did  not  need  to  tear  out  our  kitchen. 

The  Fire  Department  has  been  asked  to  make  room 
foi-  the  snow  plows  at  the  highAvay  barn,  so  we  felt  it  nec- 
essary to  form  a  committee  of  Firemen  to  make  plans  for 
an  addition  to  include  a  meeting  room.  Chief's  office,  a 
kitchen,  storage  room,  a  place  to  store  the  C.  D.  generator, 
a  hose  tower,  a  new  heating  sj'stem  and  toilet  facilities. 
The  cost  of  this  addition  would  be  approximately 
$80,000.00  and  this  would  suffice  the  Fire  Department  for 
twe]itv-five  vears. 

The  new  Regional  School,  I  feel,  will  necessitate  a  full 
time  man.  This  is  another  reason  for  the  addition. 

The  Rescue  Squad  has  received  a  priceless  gift  of  a 
Heart-Lung  Resuscitator  from  an  Eastham  summer  resident, 

Carl  Hewson.  Extensive  training  and  many  hours  of  hard 

work  was  required  to  learn  to  use  the  resuscitator  quickly 

and  expertly. 
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Til  1967  the  damp  wet  season  reduced  the  fire  hazards.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR 


Due  to  lack  of  new  road  jDrojects,  the  maintenance 
crew  has  spent  the  year  maintaining  the  existing  roads.  In 
some  cases  the  Selectmen  have  received  numerous  com- 
plaints about  trimming-  the  trees  on  the  roadsides.  We  feel 
this  work  has  to  be  done  to  maintain  good  visibility  and 
to  protect  the  School  Buses  and  other  traffic. 

The  Town  Meeting  last  year  turned  down  the  proposed 
work  on  Hay  Road.  This  article  appears  again  in  the  Town 
Warrant.  It  is  felt  that  if  the  ToAvn  does  not  progress 
gradually  on  new  road  work  we  will  only  be  shifting  the 
responsibility  on  to  future  generations  of  taxpayers.  The 
Town  Avill  grow  and  roads  must  be  provided  for  it's  de- 
velopment. 

It  is  planned  to  start  the  Chapter  90  work  on  Bracket! 
Road  in  1968.  The  money  from  last  year's  appropriation 
has  been  held  over  in  the  account  and  this  year's  approp- 
riation will  be  added.  The  rebuilding  of  Brackett  Road 
will  take  approximately  two  more  years  and  we  plan  to 
have  the  road  finished  by  the  time  the  new  Nauset  Regional 
High  School  is  opened.  This  roadway  will  be  the  main  bus 
route.  It  will  also  undoubtedlv  result  in  another  set  of  traf- 
fic  lights  at  the  intersection  of  Route  6  and  Brackett  Roads. 
Discussions  are  currently  under  way  with  the  Department 
of  Public  AVorks  to  this  effect. 

There  is  no  news  pertaining  to  a  relocation,  or  a  new 
Route  (i,  through  Eastham.  Tliis  is  one  of  the  biggest  pro- 
blems to  the  Towii  in  relation  to  Zoning,  but  as  yet  we 
have  had  nothing  concrete  on  Avhich  to  act.  The  Planning 
Board  Inis  hrid  numerous  meetings  with  their  planners  on 
this  subject  a]i(l  are  trying  to  resolve  this  situation. 

Our  tlianks  go  to  the  maintenance  department  who 
have  jx'rformed  their  duties  well,  as  they  have  in  the  past.

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TJiis  year  an  iiiorecise  has  been  noted  in  number  of 
medicare  patients.  The  program  has  produced  more  clerical 
work,  so  lielp  Avas  necessary.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Benner  has  been 
of  considerable  vahie,  giving  much  of  her  time  A^oluntarily 
to  cope  with  the  extra  records  and  forms  which  are  an 
essential  part  of  the  program  and  have  to  be  submitted  to 
tlie  main  office  in  Boston. 

The  State  Health  Department  introduced  another  pro- 
gram, a  survey  of  immunizations,  for  two  year  olds  and 
new  babies.  This  has  been  started  and  the  two  vear  olds 
and  tlieir  family  records  are  completed.  The  town  is  re- 
imbursed by  the  state  department  for  the  nurse's  service. 
A  detailed  cost  study  also  has  to  be  presented  to  the  Blue 
Cross-Blue  Shield.  Mr.  David  Crary  generously  volunteered 
his  services  to  complete  this  complicated  study. 

Tlie  Public  Health  program  expands  every  year,  and 
I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  kindness  of  the  people  who 
have  assisted  in  the  work.  The  Advisory  Board  for  Medi- 
care Avho  have  given  of  their  time.  Also  Mrs.  Helen 
Straiton  K.N.,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Penney,  R.N.,  and  Mrs. 
Jacqueline  Beals,  R.N.,  who  helped  with  the  Town  and 
School  Health  Program,  as  well  as  the  people  in  Eastham 
during  the  time  we  suffered  a  loss  in  the  family.  Their 
sn])p()rt  was  gratefully  accepted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  tlie  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Durm<r  1967  your  Planning  Board  has  been  very  active 
and  hopefully  our  efforts  have  contributed  to  the  orderly 
growth  of  our  Town.  We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  grati- 
tude and  appreciation  for  the  leadership  of  our  past  Chair- 
man, Mr.  Bernard  C.  Collins,  Jr.,  and  we  welcome  our  new- 
est member,  Mr.  Bernard  C.  Webber. 

We  have  held  hearings  for  and  approved  sixteen  (16) 
ncAv  sub-divisions  containing  a  total  of  208  building  lots. 
In  addition  we  have  signed  twenty-five  (25)  plans  for  sub- 
cliAdsions  containing  fifty  (50)  lots  where  approval  by  the 
Board  was  not  required.  Also,  several  citizens  have  come 
to  us  asking  for  advice  and  opinions  on  various  land  plan- 
ning problems. 

Since  both  Eastham  and  Orleans  are  currently  working 
with  Planning  Consultants,  we  have  had  several  productive 
meetings  with  the  Orleans  Planning  Board  in  an  effort  to 
coordinate  the  development  of  our  respective  Master  Plans. 
This  spirit  of  cooperation  culminated  in  a  combined  meet- 
ing in  September  which  included  the  Superintendent  of  the 
National  Seashore  and  the  Massachusetts  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  pro])Osed 
route  for  the  Mid-Cape  Highway. 

This  year,  the  Federal  Funds  for  our  Title  VII  Master 
Plan  project  were  delayed  with  no  assurance  when  they 
would  be  forthcoming.  Therefore,  we  asked  our  PI  aiming- 
Consultant  for  a  proposal  to  complete  the  essential  ele- 
ments (;f  the  project,  since  we  felt  time  was  of  essence. 
Accordingly,  we  asked  the  voters  in  a  Special  ToAvn  Meet- 
ing in  June  to  approve  the  sum  of  $6,500.00  for  this  pur- 
pose. The  $2,500.00  previously  authorized  and  allocated 
under  the  Title  VII  program  was  turned  back  to  the  Town. 

We  have  a  formal  contract  signed,  and  have  been  pro- 
ci'eding  with  our  Planning  Consultant.  It  is  contemplated 
to  present  our  recommendations  to  the  Town  in  early  1968 
at  a  Special  Town  Meeting. 
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Our  regular  meetings  which  are  held  the  second  Thurs- 
day of  each  month  at  7  :30  P.M.  are  open  to  everyone.  We 
welcome  .your  comments,  opinions,  and  suggestions  and 
are  most  appreciative  for  the  opi^ortunity  of  serving  you.

PJantecl  in  Salt  Pond  and  Salt  Pond  River:  208  bushels 
of  Quahog's  (168  bushels  of  large  quahogs  from  Cape  Cod 
Bay,  40  bushels  of  mixed  qualiogs  taken  from  deep  Avater 
in  Salt  Pond.)

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Eastham : 

A  spraying"  prog'rani  in  this  town  is  bein^:  carried  out 
with  ^reat  success.  The  tent  caterpillars  liave  been  dealt 
a  tremendous  setback  this  past  spring  by  spraying,  and 
the  cold  wet  weather. 

AVe  now  have  a  very  serious  probelem  not  only  in 
Eastham,  but  the  whole  Cape.  This  problem  is  the  'Svood- 
tick.''  T  am  on  a  board  to  deveh^pe  and  plan  a  program  for 
the  Cape  towns  to  control  this  pest.  As  of  this  writing  the 
first  meeting  has  not  been  held,  but  very  competent  people 
are  on  this  board. 

An  article  in  the  19G8  Town  Warrant  asks  you,  the 
voters,  to  purchase  a  new  sr)ray  machine.  The  need  is  great 
as  the  woodtick  problem  will  cause  more  area  to  be  sprayed 
for  best  results.  The  present  machine  is  not  adequatp.  Tho 
cover  spray  necessary  for  ?:ood  control  will  use  a  lot  of 
material,  the  presmt  400  o-^llon  capacity  is  soon  sr>ent.  This 
machine  hoped  for  has  a  600  gallon  capacity,  half  again  as 
much. 

Dutch  Elm  disease  is  at  a  minimum.  Although  there 
aren't  many  elms  in  Eastham,  all  were  sprayed  at  least 
twice.  These  were  either  town  owned  or  on  private  prop- 
erty. The  private  trees  are  sprayed  at  no  cost  to  the  owner 
because  this  is  the  best  way  to  control  Dutch  Elm  disease. 

Many  youiig  trees  were  planted  in  toAvn  and  many  more 
will  be  ])lantecl.  Tf  anyone  has  a  suggestion  as  to  where  to 
plant,  a  call  is  all  that  is  necessary. 

Poison  ivy  and  brush  control  on  roadsides  and  beach 
parkins'  lots  is  sroing  along  without  problems.  Very  good 
control  was  had  in  1966  and  1967. 

Tf  any  resident  of  this  town  has  a  question  pertaining 
to  this  department,  T  will  gladly  try  to  answer  it.

jNIedieal  Assistance  has  not  made  quite  the  impact  on 
this  town  that  was  expected. 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  was  instructed  to  accept 
all  applications  for  Medical  Assistance  on  "Declaration  of 
Need  for  jNIedical  Assistance'',  forms  by  person,  mail  or 
telephone. 

Persons  eli^^ible  for  tliis  program  are  those  65  and 
over  ai)d  all  those  with  ehildren  under  21  years  of  age, 
assuming  that  Ihey  qualify  under  the  eligibility  require- 
ments. 

Vriien  this  new  program  was  initiated  we  had  ten  cases 
on  ]VIedical  Assistance  for  the  Aged,  since  then  under  this 
new  set  up  called  Medical  Assistance  or  Medicaid,  initiated 
June  of  1967  we  have  had  4  new  applications  under  per- 
sons 63  or  over  and  12  a]>plications  for  "children  under 
21,'^  which  included  48  cliildrer!,  some  of  these  were  eli- 
irible  luid  some  were  not. 

The  cost  of  this  program  for  those  wlio  were  eligible 
during  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  amounted  to  ap- 
proximately .459,711.07. 

On  January  1,  1968,  I  completed  tAventy  years  of  service 
for  the  Town  of  Eastham  in  the  Welfare  Department.  As 
you  know  the  State  Department  Avill  take  over  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare  in  July,  1968.  I  expect  to  continue  on 
with  Avelfare  work  as  directed  by  the  State  Department.

To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  Eastliani: 

Tlie  Town  l^unip  has  seen  the  very  important  cliange 
m  refnse  handling  for  the  summer  season  from  open  pit 
bnrninjjT  to  sanitary  land  fill  as  required  by  the  state.  Be- 
sides the  health  bc^nefits,  this  has  eliminated  the  obnoxious 
odor  of  burninfi'  rubbish.  At  the  old  or  winter  area  plans 
have  been  made  to  improve  the  fence  so  as  to  contain 
more  paper  from  blowing;  about.  At  the  brush  dump  an 
airreement  has  been  made  with  contractors  to  use  their 
own  equipment  for  the  piling  of  large  amounts  of  brush 
thns  saA'ing  the  town  a  considerable  amount  of  money. 

Proper  location  and  installation  of  cesspools  have  been 
L-arefnlly  checked  by  both  your  building  and  plumbing  in- 
spectors. There  were  98  permits  issued  this  3^ear. 

There  have  been  several  meeting  with  state  and  countv 
health  officials  regarding  a  prosTam  of  adequate  tick  con- 
trol.

^J\)  tli(^  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Eastham : 

In  1967  we  liave  observed  a  trend  in  more  planning 
and  working  together  of  health  related  agencies  and  inter- 
ested citizens  on  community  problems. 

The  confirmation  of  four  cases  of  Eocky  Mountain 
Spotted  Fever  received  much  attention.  The  leadership  in 
the  Health  Services  Communitj^  has  taken  the  responsibliity 
to  put  this  in  its  proper  perspective.  A  county-wide  com- 
mittee of  responsible  agency  and  citizen  representatives 
has  been  charged  to  define  the  problem  and  prepare  rec- 
ommendations for  a  sound  and  reasonable  program  to  con- 
trol wood  ticks  before  the  1968  tick  season  starts. 

The  Cape  Cod  Communit}^  Council  representing  the 
health,  education  and  welfare  agencies  sponsored  an  all  day 
institute  on  healtli  services  in  Barnstable  County.  Dr.  Leona 
Baumgartner,  visiting  professor.  Harvard  Medical  School,  an 
internationally  known  public  health  expert  was  the  key 
note  speaker.  This  was  a  stimulating  and  beneficial  pro- 
gram. 

On  September  5,  1967,  Governor  John  A.  Yolpe  signed 
into  law  a  requirement  that  all  school  children  be  immun- 
ized against  smallpox,  diptheria,  tetanus,  pertussis,  measles 
and  polio  uidess  exempted  for  medical  or  religious  reasons. 
This  bill  was  introduced  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  endorsed  by  the  Massachusetts  Medical 
Society.  The  Unv  became  effective  December  4,  1967. 

As  a  result  of  state  legislation,  the  Cape  Cod  Mental 
Health  Area  Board  Avith  21  members  has  been  appointed 
and  !ias  started  its  work.  This  group  has  been  given  great 
responsibility  in  studying,  planning  and  producing  services 
Avhicli  will  prevent  emotional  illness  and  help  those  mentally 
ill  and  afflicted  with  mental  retardation.  This  is  a  res])on- 
sible  group  of  your  re})resentatives  and  you  can  expect 
encouraging  results. 

Tlie  concern  for  continued  provision  of  high  quality 
])ubli(,*  health  service  is  constant  and  requires  study  of 
needs  and  planning  for  necessary  action.  Some  of  the  out- 
standing health  needs  are: 
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1.  The  extension  of  psychiatric  service  for  children 
and  a  beginning  program  for  adults.  Our  adults  must  still 
travel  to  Boston  for  limited  out-patient  services. 

2.  The  need  to  make  more  effort  to  prevent  dental 
caries  (tooth  decay),  one  of  our  important  public  health 
problems.  The  remedy  fluoridation  is  safe,  inexpensive 
and  easily  administered.  All  we  need  is  for  the  citizens  to 
take  steps  to  make  this  treatment  available. 

3.  There  continues  to  be  a  need  for  more  planning 
togetlier  and  coordination  of  activities  of  all  health  re- 
lated aaciicies  in  meeting  communitv  health  needs.  The 
Ciipe  Cod  Community  Council  is  the  available  instrument 
tliat  could  be  called  on  to  give  this  leadership  and  ser^dce. 

4r.  Need  for  attention  to  the  many  problems  associated 
witli  increased  demands  for  clean  public  water  supply,  and 
(lis]^osal  of  sewage  and  solid  wastes.  We  see  this  requiring 
all  towns  to  formulate  plans  separately  and  cooperatively 
to  meet  the  short  and  Jong  term  needs. 

5.  The  need  for  a  social  case  work  service  for  the 
family  with  multiple  problems. 

6.  There  is  a  serious  need  for  upgrading  salaries  of 
tli(^  pi'ofessionals  in  order  to  keep  and  recruit  necessary 
))tM's()iinel.  To  maintain  high  standards  of  public  health 
servic(\  we  need  a  minimum  number  of  highly  qualified 
professional  staff  supported  by  trained  health  aides.  This 
kiiul  of  ]~)lanning  is  imperative  to  insure  good  service.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

A  total  of  147  children  attended  the  playo-round  pro- 
o'ram  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Leo  Miller,  director : 
Brian  Lyons,  assistant  and  Gail  Strathdee,  girls'  leader. 
July  proved  to  be  the  moiith  when  attendance  ran  high 
witli  August  showing  a  definite  decrease. 

Athletic  meets  were  held  with  Orleans,  AYellfleet  and 
Harwich.  Eastham  boys  participated  in  the  annual  Lower 
Cape  Jr.  Olympics  held  at  Orleans  and  for  the  first  year 
Eastham  girls  served  as  host  for  Lower  Cape  Girls  Jr. 
Olympics.  Over  one  hundred  girls  from  various  towns  en- 
joyed the  competition. 

Archerv  Clinic  was  conducted  bv  Miss  Strathdee  everv 
Wednesday  morning  continued  to  be  very  popular.  Thurs- 
day was  clinic  day  for  all  interested  in  tennis.  Monday 
mornings  the  younger  boys  (ages  8  to  11)  participated  in 
a  basketball  clinic  and  the  girls  took  part  in  field  hockey. 

Ever}^  Friday  morning  Special  Events  were  held  and 
ribbons  were  presented  to  the  boys  and  girls  for  the  event 
of  the  day.  Trophies  were  awarded  on  Field  Day  to  both 
bovs  and  irirls  in  the  followinsf  areas:  Attendance,  Most 
Improved,  Junior  Leader,  Best  Athlete  and  Sportsmanship. 

This  year  the  Little  and  Pony  League  duties  were 
turned  over  to  tAvo  directors  who  also  served  as  umpires 
for  every  home  game.  Every  indication  points  this  to  be 
highly  successful.  The  directors  were  Fred  Carey,  Jr.  and 
Donald  Emond.  The  coaching  was  excellent  and  we  are 
grjiteful  to  Henry  Bass.  Steve  Currey  of  the  Major  League, 
Robert  Thomas  and  Jack  Ohmann  of  the  Minor  League, 
Yince  VanNorman  and  Ken  Schneider  of  the  Freshmen 
League  for  making  this  league  the  success  it  is. 

Once  again  our  Swimming  Program  proved  to  be  the 
most  successful  of  all  our  programs.

A  total  of  J  6  girls  j)articipated  in  the  basketball  pro- 
gram and  according  to  Mr.  Herman  Downs  the  girls  showed 
"much  improA^ement  over  the  season."  Games  were  held 
with  Orleans  and  other  Lower  Cape  towns.  Twenty-two 
girls  took  part  in  the  softball  program  during  May  and 
June.  Games  were  played  between  Orleans,  Brewster  and 
Chatham. 

The  Soccer  and  Basketball  programs  continue  to  run 
in  conjunction  with  Orleans.  The  Soccer  program  r  u  n  s 
during  Se])tember  and  October  at  the  Nauset  Regional  High 
School  soccer  field.  The  first  few  weeks  are  devoted  to 
fundamentals  and  then  two  games  on  Saturda}^  are  played 
for  the  remainder  of  the  schedule.  The  Basketball  ])rogram 
runs  from  November  to  March  and  is  conducted  at  the 
Regional  School  gym.  The  first  six  weeks  are  devoted  to 
practice  and  fundamentals  and  the  remainder  of  the  sea- 
son sees  the  boys  practice  one  half  hour  before  each  game. 
Boys  from  P]astham  and  Orleans  are  intermingled  on  teams 
and  everyone  benefits  from  the  facilities  provided  for  us 
at  Nauset. 

The  Halloween  Party  Avas  as  usual  M.C.'d  by  Harold  Jen 
nings.  He  is  great  with  the  children  and  we  appreciate  his 
doing  this  each  year.  Thanks  Harold.  Cartoons  were  shown 
to  the  youngsters  after  they  had  paraded  around  showing 
their  costumes  and  received  awards. 

Our  thanks  to  everyone  who  has  helped  us  during  the 
past  year  to  make  our  programs  successful.

EASTHAM  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY,  INC. 
SCHOOLHOUSE  RESTORATION  PROJECT 


Tliis  is  tlip  third  anniuil  report  of  the  Eastham  Histor- 
ical Society,  ]nc.  to  appear  in  the  town  report,  the  ^Society 
having  been  founded  and  incorporated  in  1963.  Great 
progress  was  made  in  ]967.  The  Schoolhouse  museum  was 
open  for  its  first  full  summer  season.  Admission  was  free 
to  members,  but  there  was  an  admission  fee  of  25  cents 
to  all  others,  except  pre-school  children.  For  the  season 
til  ere  wero  1.420  paid  admissions. 

The  school  room  had  a  picture  molding  installed  with- 
out cluu-g'c  by  Clayton  Horton.  A  stair  rail  was  installed  to 
the  attic,  a  safety  rail  at  the  top,  and  a  trap  door  to  meet 
insurance  requirements.  The  old  well  hole  at  the  rear  has 
beeii  filled  for  safety  sake.  The  year  1968  will  see  further 
impj-ovements  in  the  attic  for  storage  purposes,  for  as 
gifts  iiiv-rease.  some  will  have  to  be  rotated,  until  we  have 
additional  room.  The  alteration  of  the  outhouse  will  be 
completed  and  an  exhibit  of  agricultural  implements  and 
craft  tools  will  be  on  vieAV. 

The  finances  of  the  Society  are  in  good  shape,  the 
indebtedness  on  the  property  has  been  paid  off.  However, 
accruing  funds  will  be  usecl  for  further  improvements  to 
the  Museum  and  funds  should  be  accumulated  for  a  future 
wing  or  enlarged  quarters  in  the  not  too  distant  future  to 
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accomodate  the  increasing-  museum  collection.  Two  book 
sales  were  lielcl  under  tlie  eatalpa  trees  in  July  and  August 
that  netted  about  $640.00.  Great  thanks  are  due  to  those 
who  donated  books,  gave  of  their  time  at  the  sales,  and  to 
Curator  Fred  Jewell  who  planned  and  gave  his  time  to 
tlie  year  around  project.  Three  colored  postcards  of  the 
museum  interior  were  on  sale,  along  with  old  fashioned 
school  slates,  and  historical  maps  of  Eastham.  Books  for 
tlie  1968  summer  sales  can  be  left  at  the  Eastham  Public 
Library. 

The  Societv  is  indebted  to  the  Eastham  Non-Resident 
Taxpa.yers  Association  for  the  gift  of  the  split  rail  fence 
around  the  property,  and  to  the  officers  and  members  who 
erected  it.  An  outdoor  beiich  under  the  trees  was  a  gift 
of  Bernard  Collins,  Jr.  The  year  1968  should  see  a  side- 
walk laid  to  the  entrance  and  the  original  flagpole  re- 
placed from  the  peak  of  the  building  by  Captain  Robert 
Sparrow. 

Arbor  Day  was  celebrated  in  Eastham  for  the  first  time 
iji  years.  School  children  planted  the  eatalpa  trees  at  the 
1918  Arbor  Day.  The  Society  learned  that  the  Mayflower 
Moving  Company  was  giving  Ma.yf lower  trees  (English 
Hawthorne  -  Cretaegas  oxycantha)  to  civic  groups  and  the 
Society  obtained  six  trees.  The  Mayflower  ship  had  the 
blossom  of  this  tree  painted  on  its  stern.  Four  trees  were 
planted  at  the  Museum  and  two  at  the  Old  Cove  Burial 
Ground  where  three  Mayflower  passengers  are  buried.  The 
trees  are  thriving.  The  Camp  Fire  girls  and  Boy  Scouts 
took  part  in  the  ceremony  attended  by  100  adults  and 
children. 

The  Society  is  indebted  to  Colonel  Eugene  S.  Clark, 
Jr..  for  a  fine  display  of  scrimshaw  for  a  second  year,  as 
well  as  two  lectures.  The  first  on  Henry  Beston's  ''Outer- 
most House"  and  Dr.  Wyman  Richardson's  "House  on 
Nauset  Marsh.''  both  houses  in  Eastham,  and  raised  a  $150.01). 

Tlic  second  lecture  was  free  for  members,  friends  in 
neighboring  historical  societies,  and  was  entitled  "Admiral 
Donald  B.  IMacMillan's  Early  Days  on  Cape  Cod."  Also  to 
Philip  -i.  Sell  wind  for  the  annual  meeting  lecture  on  "Fish- 
ing and  Clam  Shack  Cooking,"  he  being  the  author  of  the 
new  cook  book  "Clam  Shack  Cooking." 

The  Society  is  endebtecl  to  all  who  gave  gifts  for  the 
museum.  Certificate  No.  225  was  the  last  one  issued  and 
one  or  more  items  are  on  each  Donors  Certificate.  We 
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cannot  bepjin  to  incntion  all  of  them,  but  we  Avoiild  like  to 
mention  Mrs.  Leslie  Chase's  collection  of  Indian  arrow- 
heads, which  had  been  collected  by  her  late  husband  Leslie 
Chase,  who  was  the  Town  Clerk  and  Treasurer  for  man}' 
years ;  a  bas-relief  model  sailing  ship  in  a  shadow  box 
frame  made  by  the  late  Florence  Keith,  who  taught  in  the 
school  for  over  30  years;  a  large  cross-stitch  and  embroid- 
ered sampler,  made  by  Eliza  Doane  in  1837  at  the  age  of 
12  years,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Flora  Knowles. 

]Maps  of  the  Eastham  Historical  Bikeway  were  sold  in 
the  ^Museuin  and  passed  out  by  the  Youth  Hostel  on  Bridge 
Eoad  to  bicyclists.  Further  progress  on  the  bikeway  will 
be  made  in  1968. 

The  Society  is  indebted  to  Mrs.  Horace  Lowe,  the  So- 
ciety Historian,  for  the  help  she  has  given  to  many  mem- 
bers, friends,  and  strangers  on  Eastham  history  and  geneol- 
ogy;  as  Chairnicin  of  the  Hostess  Committee,  and  to  the 
ladies  who  gave  of  their  time  and  interest  in  keeping  the 
museum  open.  Those  who  would  like  to  serve  during  the 
I9()8  season  can  get  in  touch  witli  ]\Irs.  Lowe. 

It  is  not  possible  to  mention  the  names  of  all  the 
members  and  friends  who  gave  of  their  time  and  talent 
in  furthering  the  progress  of  the  Society,  which  now 
numbers  433  members.  So  far  the  affairs  of  the  Society 
have  been  in  the  hands  of  a  dedicated  group  of  the  older 
generation,  but  the  Society  is  hopeful  that  a  younger  gen- 
eration interested  in  Eastham,  will  graduall}'  volunteer  to 
carrv  on  the  activities  of  the  SocietA'.  The  Eastham  Histor- 
ical  Societv  and  Museum  is  a  cultural  credit  to  the  town, 
and  should  be  supported  by  resident  and  non-resident 
Eastham  people.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  NEEDS 
COMMITTEE 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

As  authorized  by  the  Animal  Town  Meeting  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1967,  the  Water  Needs  Committee  recommended  to 
the  Selectmen  the  acceptance  of  a  bid  submitted  by  The 
R.  E.  Chapman  Company  for  exploratory  wells  in  the  town 
of  East  ham. 

Contract  specifications  and  inspection  of  the  contract 
were  made  by  the  firm  of  Wliitnian  and  Howard  Engi- 
neering. 

The  Chapman  Company  commenced  test  boring  early 
in  the  summer  and  after  completion  of  test  well  No.  5, 
the  committee  felt  sufficient  testing  had  been  made.  The 
most  promisinp:  well,  test  well  No.  4,  is  located  at  the  edge 
of  the  so-called  rifle  range,  south  of  Cable  Road  and  east 
of  Nauset  Road.  This  well  produced  sufficient  quantity  and 
quality  Avater  to  convince  the  committee  that,  in  conjuc- 
tion  with  test  well  No.  1  and  No.  2  located  in  the  general 
area,  adequate  water  was  available  if  and  when  a  future 
need  arises.  By  action  of  a  special  town  meeting,  the  8  inch 
casing  of  test  well  No.  4  was  purchased  and  left  in  place 
as  a  source  of  water  for  the  Eastham  Fire  Department. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  testing  was  most  suc- 
cessful and  carried  out  well  within  the  authorization.  We 
have  recommended  to  the  Selectmen  investigation  of  pos- 
sible Federal  Aid  to  the  town  in  future  planning  for  a 
municipal  water  system.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  tJie  Citizens  of  Eastliani: 

The  Ecistham  School  Committee  hereby  submits  its  an- 
nual report. 

Your  Coiumittee  has  worked  long  and  hard  in  the  past 
year  in  an  effort  to  continue  to  improve  and  maintain  the 
high  standards  which  the  citizens  of  our  town  demand  from 
its  school  system.  Carriculum  and  methods  continue  to 
change  and  improve  as  a  result  of  curriculum  coordination 
among  the  schools  of  this  system  and  application  of  new 
skills  and  methods  as  acquired  by  the  teaching  staff. 

The  summer  speech  and  reading  programs  have  been 
bolstered  by  the  introduction  of  a  program  under  Title 
One  for  children  in  kindergarten  through  the  second  grade. 
It  is  gratifjdng  to  note  that  a  very  high  percentage  of 
those  attending  these  classes  have  made  strong  gains. 

Numerous  personnel  changes  and  additions  have  again 
taken  place.  Mrs.  Vesta  Gould  has  retired  after  twenty-four 
years  service  to  the  education  of  Eastham  children  and  will 
be  sorely  missed.  Mrs.  Peter  Gunas  has  been  hired  to  teach 
the  first  grade.  Mr.  William  Cooper  the  fourth  and  Mr. 
George  Kurlycheek  replaces  Mr.  Downs  as  sixth  grade 
teacher,  principal.  Mrs.  Gerald  Shaughnessy  was  hired,  as 
cafeteria  manager  and  Mrs.  AYinifred  AYhiting  as  cafeteria 
assistant. 

Changes  on  the  Union  54  level  are  in  art  and  physical 
education.  Mr.  Leslie  Masterson  has  been  hired  to  fill  the 
newly  created  position  of  Guidance  Councelor. 

Because  of  the  increased  number  of  first  grade  chil- 
dren this  year,  (34)  the  committee  has  employed  Mrs. 
T3arbara  AYoodland  as  a  teachers'  aid  to  assist  Mrs.  Gunas, 
the  fii-st  grade  teacher. 

\Y('  are  all  aware  of  the  fact  that  our  Town  is  gro^\^ing 
steadily  and  must  realize  that  our  school  system  must  keep 
pace  with  this  growth.  Eastham  has  had  a  20.8%  enrollment 
increase  in  its  Elementarv  School  over  last  vear's  enroll- 
meiit  which  is  far  in  excess  of  the  enrollment  figures  pre- 
dicted by  Dr.  Engelhardt.  Because  of  this  increased  en- 
rollment, the  committee  finds  the  present  structure  inad- 


equate  to  meet  the  demands  placed  upon  it.  The  classrooms 
in  the  older  section  of  the  school  were  not  designed  to 
accommodate  the  numbers  they  will  soon  be  called  upon 
to  contain.  The  rooms  in  the  newer  section  are  operating 
at  more  than  capacity  now.  Therefore  it  is  plain  to  see  we 
have  to  expand  our  school  once  again.  An  enrollment  fig- 
ure by  grades  is  i^resented  below  for  your  edification.

A  Federally  funded  Title  I  ESEA  program  offering 
special  assistance  to  primary  age  children  with  serious 
learning  problems  was  conducted  by  Union  No.  54  at  the 
Orleans  Elementary  School  and  inA'olved  18  Eastham  stu- 
dents. Two  members  of  the  Eastham  faculty  were  on  the 
staff  of  the  special  program. 

A  Federally  funded  NDEA  Project,  in  geography  to- 
gether with  matching  local  funds  provided  much  needed 
maps,  globes,  and  other  audio  visual  materials. 

A  Federally  funded  Title  II  ESEA  project  provided 
lOiV/c  financing  for  approximately  HO  new  books  for  t  h  e 
school  library. 

T'nion  No.  54  jointly  employed  an  Elementary  Guid- 
ance C()unseh)r  enabling  us  to  offer  the  advanta<>'es  of  in- 
dividual pupil  counseling  and  testing;  consultant  services 
to  teachers,  administrators,  and  parents;  and  a  much  im- 
prov(>d  evaluation  and  referal  system  to  provide  the  data 
to  up-grade  an  appropriate  placement  program. 

Union  No.  54  thi-ough  cooperative  planning  with  the 
Ecistham-Orleans-Wellfleet  Regional  School  District  has  seen 
results  in  an  additional  Special  Class  housed  in  the  Nauset 
Eegional  High  School,  but  offering  this  program  to  eligible 
pupils  in  grades  4,  5.  nnd  6  from  the  ToAvns  of  School 
Union  No.  54. 

The  library  was  moved  out  of  the  cafeteria  and  into 
the  two  small  rooms  which  formerly  housed  the  Suj^erin- 
tendent  of  Schools  Office.  With  adequate  staff  and  the 
addition  of  furniture  this  can  result  in  an  improved  library 
facility.  However,  this  space  is  not  adequate  in  size  and  a 
future  larger  space  needs  to  be  planned  along  with  the 
addition  to  the  building  now  under  consideration. 

Curriculum  coordinators  have  been  organized  with 
members  appointed  to  each  of  four  committees — language 
arts,  social  studies,  mathematics,  and  science — from  t  h  e 
teaching  staffs  of  each  building  in  Union  No.  54  and  the 
Eastham-Orleans-Wellfleet  Regional  School  District.  These 
committees  have  been  busy  learning  and  solving  the  com- 
plex problems  involved  in  committee  work  of  this  nature 
and  are  noAv  structuring  themselves  to  take  on  grass  roots 
responsibilities  for  curriculum  research,  evaluation,  and 
recommendations  which  will  in  time  hiive  a  tremendous 
roll  to  play  in  total  curriculum  development.

5.  Progress  is  being  made  and  schedules  met  on  the 
building  program  of  a  new  high  school  facility  for  the 
Eastliani-Orleans-Wellfleet  Regional  School  District  with 
target  date  of  bid  receipt.  Town  Meeting  decisions,  and 
bonding  to  occur  in  June,  1968,  thereby  establishing  a  def- 
inite relief  of  crowded  elementarv  facilities,  if  all  Towns 
can  see  their  way  clear  to  vote  favorably  on  a  new  high 
school  facility  and  Brewster's  admission  to  the  District. 
Unfortunately,  it  appears  that  relief  will  not  be  complete 
Avithout  some  addition  to  the  local  elementary  plant. 

The  administrators,  supervisors,  and  faculty  join  w^ith 
us  in  extending  our  warmest  appreciation  to  the  citizens  of 
Piastham  and  particularly  the  members  of  the  Eastham 
School  Committee  for  their  enlightened  leadership  in  solv- 
ing the  many  complex  school  problems.

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CAPITAL  OUTLAY  PROGRAM 


Introduction : 

The  Capital  outlay  program  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Eastham  Finaiu-e  Committee,  as  a  result  of  a  resolution  ap- 
proved at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  April  8,  1965,  in  order 
that  the  town  and  the  committee  may  have,  at  budget 
and  Town  Meeting  time,  a  better  concept  and  a  longer 
range  picture  of  its  future  Capital  Needs.  Many  towns 
iiave  found  it  extremely  unsatisfactory  to  be  constant- 
ly faced  with  rising  and  falling  expenditures  for  capi- 
ta! impi-ovements  with  a  resulting  instability  of  the  tax 
rate.  By  careful  balancing  of  need  against  financial  impact 
we  can  do  a  great  deal  toward  obtaining  the  desired  ser- 
vices a.iid  improvements  with  a  sound  financial  plan.  Tt 
])ecom(^s  vitally  important  that  we  as  voters  can  make  de- 
cisions covering  expenses  for  the  immediate  years,  tempered 
by  a  proper  uiulei-standing  of  what  Avill  happen  in  the  years 
ahead.  The  ra])id  growth  of  the  town  has  and  will  create 
ma.ny  problems,  not  the  least  of  which  is  the  need  for  new, 
expanded  and  improved  services,  and  new  public  improve- 
ments requiring  sizeable  capital  outlays.  Ultimately  the 
voters  decide  liow  these  needs  will  be  satisfied  but  it  be- 
com(^s  our  responsibility  to  present  these  programs  in  such 
a  way  as  to  maintain  a  stable  tax  structure. 

Thv  ]))-<)gram  is  proposed  and  designed  to  accomplish 
this  most  desireable  fact.  The  cooperation  of  all  town  de- 
partment heads,  agencies,  committees,  and  individuals  is 
being  solicited  to  make  this  program  effective  and  mean- 
ingful. 

()bj('cti\  es : 

1.  To  anticipate  and  schedule  capital  im])rovements 
over  a  j)erio(l  of  yeai's,  according  to  priority  of  need,  and 
'•onsistiiiit  Avith  Eastham's  fiscal  program  and  ability  to  pay. 

2.  To  forecast  necessary  borrowings  and  the  impact 
on  the  o]KM-ating  budget  and  the  tax  rate,  all  of  which  is 
intended  as  a  stimulant  to  good  growth  and  a  stabilized 
tax  rate. 

3.  To  guide  Eastham  through  a  sound  capital  outlay 
pro.L'rani  as  a  ])rimarily  residential  community  with  a  con-

tinuinji"  fiscal  balance  designed  to  best  serve  the  needs  of 
the  people. 

4.  To  give  factual  information,  when  study  permits, 
or  an  educated  guess  when  called  for,  in  order  to  provide 
a  basis  for  the  decision  making  process  of  town  govern- 
ment, without  committing  the  town  or  the  department  heads 
to  firm  projections. 

5.  To  be  prepared  on  a  5  year  basis  which  is  con- 
sidered reasonable  for  accurate  long  range  forecasting  and 
programing. 

6.  To  enable  town  government  to  establish  a  program 
of  relative  priorities  based  on  financial  structure,  coord- 
inated planning  and  necessity. 

7.  To  require  annual  revision  for  flexibility  in  ad- 
justing for  changes  in  needs,  conditions  and  community 
attitudes. 

Definition : 

A  capital  outlay  will  be  defined  as  a  physical  better- 
ment or  an  item  of  equipment  having  a  substantial  useful 
life,  and  having  a  total  cost  which  exceeds  $500.00. 

Operation : 

The  responsible  department  head,  or  person  submitting 
Capital  Outlay  report,  will  record  all  the  pertinent  and 
detailed  information  as  required,  for  each  capital  outlay 
project.  All  applicable  descriptions  and  reasons  should  be 
complete,  but  as  brief  as  possible.  Cost  estimates  and  pro- 
posed methods  of  financing  should  be  as  accurate  as  pos- 
sible. Data  and  estimates  for  projects  to  be  scheduled  foi' 
the  earlier  years  of  the  projection  should,  by  necessity,  be 
more  complete  and  accurate  than  those  scheduled  for  later 
years. 

Upon  presentation  of  the  above  reports,  the  finance 
committee,  guided  by  assistance  and  cooperation  of  all  areas 
of  town  government,  will  prepare  a  chart,  so  called,  to 
record  the  projected  expenditures  for  all  the  projects 
scheduled,  according  to  relative  need  over  the  next  5  years. 
Each  depai'tment  head  and  town  official  will  have  the  op- 
X)ortunity  through  review  of  this  chart  to  express  his  opin- 
ion as  to  the  relative  importance  of  his  particular  projects. 

The  decision  to  classify  a  project  as  being  within  the 


definition  of  a  '''Capital  Outlay"  will  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Finance  Committee.  In  all  cases  the  Proposed  Pro- 
ject Report  will  be  prepared  and  presented  to  the  com- 
mittee for  final  determination. 

Conclusion : 

This  prot^ram  can  only  be  successful  if  there  is  under- 
staiidinfi',  coordination  and  cooperation  among  the  town 
officials,  department  heads  and  committees.  It  should  also 
be  emphasized  that  a  hard-headed,  objective  appraisal  by 
the  finance  committee  is  essential  in  minimizing  differences 
of  opinion  and  in  assuring  eventual  success  of  a  continuing 
capitfil  outlay  program.

In  the  summer  of  1968,  Mr.Ralph  Brett,  Selectman  from  Harwich, 
formerly  president  of  the  Timothy  Smith  Co.  of  Boston,  and  a  close 
personal  friend  of  Mr.  Timothy  Smith,  presented  to  the  Town 
of  Eostham  an  oil  painting  of  Mr.  Smith  which  is  shown  in  the 
office  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

On  our  Town  Report  cover  this  year  we  have  reproduced  the 
portrait.  Cape  Cod  Photos  of  Orleans  having  done  the  photography. 

According  to  history  as  related  by  Mrs.  Alice  Lowe  in  the  1951 
Centennial  Book  of  Eostham,  Timothy  Smith  was  born  in  Eostham 
in  May  of  1835  a  son  of  Timothy  Smith  and  Ruth  Knowles. 

For  years  he  conducted  the  large  department  store  in  Roxbury 
which  still  bears  his  name.  Besides  the  gift  of  the  Eostham  Town 
Hall  to  the  inhabitants  of  Eostham,  he  set  up  a  scholarship  fund 
for  needy  and  worthy  Eostham  students.  He  died  on  Easter  Sunday, 
1917. 

Our  Town  Hall  is  a  memorial  to  a  man  who  loved  Eostham 
for  what  it  was,  while  scholarship  benefits  ore  still  being  extended 
to  many  Eostham  students.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  Eastham : 

Once  airain  it  is  our  pleasure  to  greet  our  fellow 
townsmen  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  voters 
of  Eastham. 

This  year  we  feel  it  is  advisable  to  construct  toilet 
facilities  at  First  Encounter  Beach.  This  structure  will 
be  designed  so  that  it  may  be  enlarged  for  future  facilities 
when  needed. 

The  Beach  Sticker  program  worked  smoothly  this  past 
year  so  we  plan  to  continue  it  in  much  the  same  way.  All 
surplus  revenue  over  expenses  will  be  reserved  for  future 
beach  accommodations. 

Two  years  ago  two  groins  were  placed  at  the  north 
end  of  town  on  the  Bay  Shore.  These  have  proved  success- 
ful so  this  year  Avill  note  two  articles  to  continue  this  pro- 
gram to  stop  beach  erosion  and  protect  the  entrance  of 
Rock  Harbor. 

Although  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate  at  the  Town 
Hall  it  is  so  saturated  with  minerals  that  we  feel  a  new 
supply  is  necessary.  An  estimate  of  $3,650.00  for  this  pro- 
ject is  included  in  the  warrant. 

We  strongly  recommend  that  Little  Creek  road  be 
closed  as  a  Town  Road.  The  cost  of  repairs  to  this  road 
will  be  at  least  $5,000  if  we  keep  it  open.  Since  it  is  in 
the  National  Seashore  Park  and  because  there  are  no  home- 
owners served  directly  by  it,  we  feel  no  further  efforts 
should  be  made. 

On  many  occasions  the  parking  area  at  the  Town  Hall 
becomes  inadequate.  We  therefore  ask  your  support  to 
increase  this  area  by  surfacing  a  new  section  to  the  north 
of  the  Fire  Station. 
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We  trust  that  you  will  give  the  many  articles  in  the 
Warrant  your  careful  consideration  and  look  to  the  future, 
as  well  as  the  present,  when  you  cast  your  votes  at  Town 
Meeting. 

Again,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  De- 
partment heads,  the  elected  and  appointed  officials  and 
all  other  persons  who  extended  their  cooperation  and 
assistance  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  Eastham : 

The  only  major  change  in  this  department  during  1968 
was  the  erection  of  a  vault  for  our  records  as  directed  by 
the  last  annual  Town  Meeting.  Not  only  does  this  supply  a 
safe  location  for  our  invaluable  records,  but  it  has  also 
enabled  us  to  provide  a  more  efficient  system  for  the  use 
of  data  used  daily. 

The  professional  appraisal  of  all  new  and  incomplete 
construction,  as  well  as  new  sub-divisions,  and  the  accurate 
mapping  of  these  was  also  completed. 

More  than  ever  credit  is  due  to  our  Assessors'  Clerk, 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Christensen,  for  the  outstanding  condition  of 
this  department.  Therefore,  it  is  with  great  reluctance  that 
we  are  forced  to  announce  her  imminent  retirement.  Evelyn 
has  been  with  us  since  the  beginning  of  the  reappraisal 
and  no  matter  whom  her  replacement  turns  out  to  be,  we 
shall  miss  her. 

You  will  note  that  the  dollar  figure  in  this  year's 
budget  for  Assessors'  Clerks  greatly  exceeds  that  of  last 
year.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  our  new  Clerk  should  be 
hired  in  time  to  help  form  the  new  Tax  Book  along  with 
Mrs.  Christensen  (this  may  save  some  $1,600.00  in  interest 
charges)  and  then  to  retain  Mrs.  Christensen  to  train  the 
new  clerk.  After  October  first  we  plan  to  revert  back  to 
one  full-time  clerk. 

During  1968  a  review  of  all  town-owned  buildings  was 
made  and  these  valuations  were  up-dated.  In  1969  the 
Board  plans  to  personally  review  all  personal  property  as- 
sessments, although  little  or  no  change  may  be  expected 
in  non-domiciled  property.  We  also  ask  that  you  allow  us 
to  continue  our  practice  of  hiring  professional  assistance  in 
new  assessments  and  mapping  as  this  displays  a  degree  of 
consistancy  which  no  other  method  provides.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Eastham  for  the  period  from 
June  ],  1965  to  January  16,  1968,  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the 
form  of  a  r('i)ort  made  to  me  by  Mr.  "William  Schwartz, 
Assistant  Chief  of  Bureau.

Sir : 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Eastham 
for  the  period  from  June  1,  1963,  the  date  of  tlie  previous 
examination,  to  Janudry  16,  1968,  and  report  thereon  as 
follows  : 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined,  checked,  and 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  of  the  town  trea- 
surer and  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  com])ared  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the 
records  of  departmental  pajanents  to  the  treasurer,  while 
the  recorded  disbursements  were  checked  with  treasury 
warrants  and  with  the  records  of  payments  by  the  treas- 
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uror.  The  appropriations  and  transfers,  as  entered  in  tlie 
ledcrers.  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of 
financial  votes  passed  by  town  meetings  and  with  the  fin- 
ance committee's  authorizations  of  transfers  from  the  re- 
serve fund. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  the  sreneral  and  appropriat- 
ion ledger  accounts,  a  trial  balance  was  drawn  off,  and 
a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  pre- 
pared shoAvinjr  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  Dec- 
ember 31,  1967. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  com- 
pared with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collect- 
ing money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which 
money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments 
were  checked  with  the  warrants  of  the  selectmen  author- 
izinsi'  the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The  cash  balance 
on  January  16,  1968  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash 
in  tlie  office,  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance 
with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  depository. 

The  transactions  of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  town  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  savings  bank 
books  and  securities  representing  the  investment  of  these 
funds  were  examined  and  listed. 

A  statement  was  received  from  the  trustees  of  the 
Timothy  Smith  Fund  listing  income  paid  to  the  town,  this 
income  checked  with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts. 
From  information  included  in  the  statement  received,  a 
table  was  prepared  showing  the  transactions  and  condition 
of  the  fund  as  of  December  31,  1967. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due 
and  were  checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  F  ederal  and 
State  taxes,  the  retirement  systems,  and  group  insurance 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  withheld  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  and  the 
payments  to  the  proper  agencies  were  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  amounts  transferred  to 
the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector's  re- 
cords, the  foreclosures  and  disclaimers  were  verified,  the 
reported  redemptions  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand 
were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger,  and 
compared  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
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amined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  accounts  outstanding 
at  the  time  of  the  previous  audit,  as  well  as  all  subsequent 
commitments,  were  audited  and  checked  with  the  warrants 
issued  for  their  collection.  The  recorded  collections  were 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  recorded 
abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  records  of 
abfitements  orranted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the 
town,  and  the  outstanding:  accounts  were  listed  and  re- 
conciled with  the  respective  controlling  accounts  in  the 
accountant's  ledger. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  accounts  receivable 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  the  ou- 
standing  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  ac- 
countant's ledger. 

In  order  to  vei'ify  the  outstanding  accounts,  notices 
were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  records  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  re])lies 
received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed, 
are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  ])ermits  issued  by  the  select- 
men, the  town  clerk,  the  building  inspector  and  the  police 
department  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments 
to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  several  town  officials 
?-equired  by  law  to  furnish  such  suret}^  were  examined  and 
found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Tn  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  avail- 
able records  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for 
the  town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  col- 
lections were  com})arecl  with  the  treasurer's  recorded  re- 
ceipts, and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  departments 
was  pi'oved  by  actual  count. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  tlic  halanci' 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title,  tax  possession, 
and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing 
the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment 
funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was 
received  from  the  officials  of  the  town,  for  which,  on  be- 
half of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  T  wish  to  express 
appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
EASTHAM  APPEALS  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Thirteen  petitions  were  heard  during  the  year  1968, 
this  being  scarcely  more  than  half  of  the  number  antici- 
pated last  December. 

An  explanation  of  this  situation  may  be  had  from  the 
fact  that  the  ten  to  fifteen  applications  requesting  vari- 
ance of  the  sign  code  did  not  materialize  as  expected.  It 
was  felt  at  the  time  that  an  active  year  for  the  Appeal 
Board  was  in  store  because  of  the  provisions  of  Section 
VIII  of  the  Sign  Code,  approved  by  the  Attorney-Geai)eral 
on  June  30,  1966,  and  requiring  that  all  non-conforming 
signs  shall  be  discontinued  within  two  years  of  the  effective 
date  of  the  amendment  unless  a  special  permit  has  been 
previously  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

The  administration  of  this  particular  section  of  t  h  e 
Zoniiig  By-Laws  has  proven  to  be  a  very  time  consuming, 
slow,  difficult  task  for  tiie  Biiildino:  Inspector  who  has  in- 
formed the  Board  that  he  has  approximately  fifteen  to 
twenty  "hard-core"  cases  on  file,  most  of  which  involve 
parties  who  will  not  wish  to  bring  their  signs  into  con- 
formity and  who,  therefore,  must  apply  for  relief  under 
Section  IX  of  the  Sign  Code  during  the  coming  year. 

Another  factor  contributing  to  the  relatively  small 
number  of  cases  heard  this  past  year  was  the  combined 
cooperation  of  Appeal  Board  and  Planning  Board  members 
and  Building  Inspector  in  holding  informal  discussions 
with  prospective  appellants  and  effectively  answering  ques- 
tions and  solving  problems  ''out  of  court",  so  to  speak,  by 
the  offering  of  experienced,  helpful  counsel  and  sound 
advice. 

It  is'  interesting  to  note  that  the  great  preponderance 
of  petitions  received  this  year,  namely  nine,  involved  non- 
conforming buildings,  structures,  or  land  uses  provided  for 
under  Section  YII  of  the  Zoning  Code,  and  that  straight 
Zoning  Code  variances  were  sought  in  onlj^  two  instances, 
one  involving  the  Sign  Code  and  one  the  Seashore  Zoning 
District. 


The  followinor  is  a  listing  of  the  thirteen  eases  thni" 
actually  came  to  a  final  hearing,  and  these  are  noted  down 
in  chronological  order  under  the  names  of  the  appellants, 
together  with  the  final  disposition  of  each  case.  It  should 
be  pointed  out  here  that  those  who  might  wish  to  review 
a  particular  hearing  will  find  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk 
a  nianila  folder  containing  copies  of  plans  and  documents 
submitted  by  the  applicant,  together  with  a  general  record 
of  the  hearing  testimony  and  any  other  pertinent  data  re- 
lating to  that  specific  case.

The  type  of  close,  friendly  cooperation  that  it  has 
been  possible  to  achieve  among  these  three  agencies  of  the 
Town,  acting  each  in  its  special  field  and  capacity  a  s 
guardian  of  the  ToAvn's  By-LaTvs  and  guide  for  its  present 
and  future  development,  is  a  most  gratifying  situation  and 
fact.  Such  active  cooperation  becomes  increasingly  more 
important  and  desirable  as  one  notes  during  this  past  year 
the  unmistakable  building  of  the  pressure  of  both  resi- 
dential and  commercial  construction  as  it  pushes  against 
and  gradually  absorbs  an  ever-shrinking  supply  of  avail- 
able, undeveloped  land. 

This  circumstance,  in  turn,  places  the  economic  pres- 
sure on  the  local  landowner  to  seek  various  ways  in  which 
to  develop  more  intensely  the  acreage  that  he  has,  and  this 
situation  can  and  sometimes  does  lead  to  serious  attempts 
to  break  down  the  protective  barriers  of  the  Building, 
Planning,  and  Zoning  Codes.  This  is  the  point  at  which  the 
Building  Inspector,  the  Planning  Board,  and  the  Appeal 
Board  become  directly  involved,  and  if  each  is  properly 
educated,  informed,  and  concerned,  and  equipped  with  an 
adequate  arsenal  of  protective  By-Laws  by  the  townspeople, 
this  is  also  the  point  at  which  an  orderly,  desired  develop- 
ment pattern  for  the  Town  is  ensured.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


Your  Finance  Committee  has  had  an  extremely  active 
year  with  41  meetinjjs  hold.  Al]  members  of  tiie  committee 
are  deeply  interested  in  town  affairs  and  the  meetino^s  are 
well  attended.  This  is  the  only  committee  charged  with 
revicAving  proposed  budgets  and  other  expenditures  con- 
templated by  your  town  *)fficials.  The  committee  calls  be- 
fore it  department  heads  and  others  for  explanations  and 
at  times  will  delegate  one  or  more  of  it's  m.embers  to  more 
thoroughly  examine  the  proposal.  Following  this  the  com- 
mittee "\"il]  go  into  executive  session  to  discuss  and  vote 
it's  recommendation.  The  same  procedure  is  followed  with 
respect  to  all  articles  before  the  voters  in  town  meeting 
warrants,  and  the  committee  makes  a  recommendation  rel- 
ative to  all  articles,  even  those  that  do  not  involve  a  cash 
outlay  or  borrowing.  A  zoning  change,  for  example,  will 
receive  the  same  careful  scrutiny  as  a  proposal  to  spend 
several  thousand  dollars  for  road  machinery  or  some  other 
purpose.  The  committee  is  interested  in  the  long  range  ef- 
fect on  the  town  fi-om  a  financial  standpoint  as  well  as  those 
actions  that  have  a  more  immediate  impact  on  the  tax 
rate  and  tax  base. 

The  Finance  ( "^)nnn it If'e  is  mIso  responsible  for  author- 
izing transfers  of  funds  from  the  reserve  account.  Bjaeh 
year  the  voters  approi)riate  $6,000.00  for  this  account  which 
then  serves  as  an  immediate  source  of  funds  in  an  em- 
ergency and  avoids  the  necessity  of  calling  special  town 
meetings  in  many  instances.  The  committee  will  authorize 
the  transfer  for  extraordinary  and  unforeseen  reasons  only 
nnd  insists  that  rerpn^sts  for  fii:  ds  ho  made  both  in  writing 
and  in  person  hy  the  official  making  the  request.  A  de- 
p  'rlment  head  can  expect  very  searching  questions  by  com- 
mittee members  on  these  occasions  and  will  most  certainly 
havo  his  expenditures  compared  with  tlie  budget  he  sub- 
mitted earlier  in  the  year.  There  were  ten  requests  for 
transfers  this  year  totaling  $4,945.13,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$1,054.87  in  the  reserve  account.  We  feel  that  this  is  a  good 
record  and  shows  that  department  heads  are  doing  a  good 
job  in  preparing  and  adhering  to  their  budgets. 

Eleven  of  the  forty-one  meetings  held  by  the  commit- 
tee directly  concerned  the  Regional  High  School  building 
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program  and  a  discussion  of  the  program  became  part  of 
nearly  all  the  meetings  held  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year.  The  majority  of  the  committee  felt  that  the  building 
project  was  more  expensive  than  necessary  and  that  the 
school  committee  had  not  explored  alternatives.  The  voters 
of  the  town  did  not  agree.  As  this  report  is  being  written 
the  outcome  of  the  dilemma  is  unknown.  It  is  imperative 
that  the  problem  be  resolved  in  the  near  future  because  of 
increasing  costs  due  to  inflation. 

A  Personnel  By-law  is  before  the  voters  this  year.  The 
Committee  feels  very  strongly  that  it  should  be  adopted. 
This  bv-law  v.ris  worded  bv  a  firm  sDCcializina'  in  this 
held  after  it  had  made  a  survey  of  wages  and  working 
conditions  in  the  town  and  area.  Adoption  of  the  by-law 
will  remove  uncertainties  in  these  areas  because  there  has 
l)eeu  no  set  poliey  in  the  past.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that 
Finance  Committees  have  considered  the  town  salary  situ- 
ation a  problem  for  several  years  and  has  tried  to  solve 
that  problem  by  means  of  sub-committees  and  found  it 
could  not.  We  urge  the  voters  to  accept  this  by-law. 

Considerable  effort  has  been  expended  with  regard  to 
the  Capital  Outlay  program.  A  program  adopted  by  the 
voters  bv  resolution  in  1965.  The  Finance  Committee  is  not 
overwhelmed  with  success.  We  hope  you  will  read  the  re- 
port printed  elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report. 

The  Finance  Committee  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the 
town's  officials  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  to  you  and  the  residents 
of  Eastham. 

This  has  been  a  very  active  year.  In  addition  to  the 
fires,  emergencies,  service  work,  drills  and  our  well  proj- 
ect, we  have  had  the  fire  station  addition.  The  addition 
has  not  been  completed  at  this  date  due  to  subcontractors. 

T  wish  to  thank  the  Eastham  Non-resident  Taxpayers 
Association  for  the  donation  of  $200  which  we  are  applying 
toward  an  intercom  system.  The  wires  for  this  system  were 
installed  during  construction. 

Drills  have  continued  during  the  year  and  eight  men 
spent  nine  hours  at  the  Fire  Seminar  in  Hyannis  last  Oct- 
ober. First  Aid  classes  were  held  in  February  and  they  are 
planned  for  January  next  year. 

We  had  a  serious  wood  fire  during  the  dry  weather 
this  summer  and  we  called  for  equipment  from  Brewster 
Park,  Orleans,  Wellfleet,  The  National  Park  and  all  our  own 
trucks,  plus  the  County  Fire  Patrol  plane  which  directed 
the  brush  breakers. 

Again  T  wish  to  thank  all  the  men  for  their  untiring 
efforts  to  ours,  the  finest  department  and  to  all  other 
officials  and  departments  who  have  been  so  cooperative 
and  helpful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYORS 
AND  MAINTENANCE  CHIEF 


To  the  Eesidents  and  Taxpayers  of  Easthani: 

In  years  past  the  report  of  the  Highway  Surveyors  has 
seemed  sufficient  to  inform  you  of  tlie  progress  of  this 
department,  however,  from  this  time  on  wo  feel  a  more 
complete  report  is  in  order.  True,  a  majority  of  the  duties 
performed  by  this  division  are  on  roads,  but  it  should  also 
be  noted  that  many  other  responsibilities  are  involved,  such 
as  the  maintenance  of  beaches,  the  town  dump,  parks,  cem- 
eteries, tov/n  landings,  and  all  other  town-owned  property. 

During  the  majority  of  the  year  this  department  util- 
izes the  services  of  onlv  three  men.  Tn  the  summer  months 
we  add  two  more  due  to  the  increased  work  load.  In  terms 
of  size  this  compares  very  favorably  with  similar  towns 
with  comparable  services  to  perform.  We  feel  that  this  is 
at  least  in  part  due  to  the  cooyjeration  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Eastham  for  which  we  are  always  grateful. 

In  1968  all  the  normal  functions  of  this  department 
were  successfully  performed.  However,  we  feel  that  our 
beaches  are  still  neglected.  In  this  coming  year's  budget 
an  increase  will  be  noted  in  the  Town  Landings  Account  to 
correct  this.  We  hope  to  clean  all  town  beaches  and  to 
maintain  them  this  way  with  the  help  of  the  Park  Depart- 
ment at  all  times  during  the  coming  tourist  season.  Towards 
this  end  we  are  also  asking  for  a  new  pick-up  truck  under 
a  separate  article. 

In  the  summer  of  1968  we  hired  the  services  of  a 
street  sweeper  from  the  Town  of  Truro  for  one  month.  This 
operation  proved  so  successful  that  we  are  asking  Eastham 
to  invest  in  the  same  t^-pe  machine  this  vear.  You  will  note 
a  separate  article  for  this  item  also. 

Seventv  acres  of  land  have  been  transferred  to  the 
Nauset  Regional  for  school  purposes  in  the  Town  of  East- 
ham. Although  it  is  doubtful  that  this  will  be  the  site  of  a 
new  high  school  right  away,  certainly  it  shall  be  used  for 
schools  in  the  near  future.  Therefore  we  plan  to  continue 
with  the  construction  of  a  proper  approach  over  the  path 
of  Brackett  Road  to  the  regional  site.  IMany  articles  appear 
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to  this  end  one  to  transfer  State  funds  to  the  project,  an- 
other for  the  same  purpose,  a  third  to  use  our  share  of 
State  Chaper  90  funds  along  with  county  and  town  funds, 
and  still  another  to  provide  the  money  for  the  purchase  of 
additional  land  which  has  already  been  taken  by  the  coun- 
ty. This  project  will  be  our  only  new  road  in  1969. 

Each  year  it  becomes  more  apparent  that  our  greatest 
problem  with  town  roads  is  drainage.  Not  only  are  many 
dangerous  conditions  prevalent,  but  large  accumulations  of 
water  also  make  proper  maintenance  more  difficult  and 
costly.  It  will  take  years  to  eliminate  this  condition  so  this 
year  we  are  inaugurating  a  program  designed  to  eliminate 
at  least  ten  each  year.  You  will  notice  two  articles  towards 
this  end;  the  first  is  an  item  in  Article  XII  entitled 
^^Drainage,"  the  other  is  a  general  article  granting  the 
power  to  the  Selectmen  to  buy,  accept,  or  take  the  proper 
easements  without  which  we  cannot  correct  these  conditions. 

You  may  have  noticed  this  past  year  that  sanitary 
land  fill  was  continued  at  the  town  dump  through  Novem- 
ber-. A  complete  report  on  our  proposal  for  the  future  use 
of  this  is  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health 
under  whose  direction  we  perform  these  duties. 

We  hope  that  we  have  briefly  acquainted  you  with 
our  activities.  If  there  is  any  way  that  we  may  be  of 
service  in  the  future,  please  do  not  hesitate  to  call  us  at 
the  Highway  Garage.

Receipt  of  seventeen  applications  for  public  hearings 
for  approval  of  subdivisions.  One  was  withdrawn  -  the  re- 
maining sixteen,  containing  a  total  of  162  lots,  were  ap- 
proved. 

Signing  of  thirty  eight  plans,  containing  ninety  seven 
lots,  under  the  "Approval  not  required"  provisions  of  the 
Subdivision  Control  By-Law. 

Discussion  at  our  regular  monthly  meetings  of  pos- 
sible action  to  clarify  or  supplement  the  various  Town 
Codes  under  our  jurisdiction.  These  discussions  have  been 
with  Town  officials  and  interested  citizens.  We  welcome 
such  interest  and  hope  there  will  be  a  continued  similar 
action  by  parties  affected  by  these  Codes. 

Mr.  Bernard  C.  Webber  submitted  his  resignation  in 
October  to  go  to  a  position  in  Maine.  We  were  certainly 
fortunated  in  having  Mr.  Howard  W.  Quinn  appointed  to 
fill  this  vacancy.  Mr.  Quinn's  vital  interest  in  and  dedi- 
cated service  to  the  Town  in  many  other  capacities  will 
provide  a  valuable  and  most  welcome  asset  to  the  Board. 

We  have  held  numerous  meetings  with  our  Planning 
Consultant  on  the  proposed  new  Land  Use  Plan,  Zoning 
Plan  cind  Zoning  By-Law,  these  items  composing-  the  major 
portion  of  the  "Master  Plan."  AVe  have  had  meetings  with 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Appeals,  Finance  Com- 
mittee, other  Town  Officials  and  with  private  groups  such 
as  the  Board  of  Trade  to  exhibit  the  Planners'  proposals 
and  to  attempt  to  answer  questions  about  them.  The  Land 
LTse  Plan  has  been  tentatively  adopted  by  the  Planning 
Board,  pending  final  additions  and  revisions.  This  Plan  is 
basically  a  tool  for  this  Board's  use  to  determine  the  best 
use  of  the  A^arious  areas  of  the  Town.  Use  of  these  areas 
is  controlled  by  the  Zoning  Plan  which  is  controlled  by  the 
voters  of  the  Town  at  Town  Meetings. 

We  have  met  with  representatives  of  the  Cape  Cod 
National  Seashore  to  show  what  our  Planners  have  pro- 
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posed.  The  Seashore  was  very  interested  in  the  traffic  phase 
of  the  Master  Plan.  They  gave  us  what  information  they 
had  as  to  their  projected  road  system  through  Eastham. 
Also,  their  Planning*  Team  will  be  at  their  headquarters 
early  next  year  and  we  have  been  promised  the  opportun- 
ity to  meet  with  them  to  discuss  their  plans  in  Eastham 
and  the  possible  effect  upon  our  Master  Plan. 

At  their  request  we  plan  to  give  our  Master  Plan 
documents,  Avhen  completed,  to  the  Cape  Cod  Planning  & 
Economic  Development  Commission  for  their  informatioii 
and  files.  We  are  represented  on  their  Sub-committee  on 
standardization  of  Sub-division  Regulations.  This  Sub-com- 
mittee is  to  attempt  to  suggest  an  orderly  method  of  trans- 
ition from  Town  to  Town  of  Sub-division  Regulations  to 
avoid  what  noAv  sometimes  are  incompatible  conditions. 

We  had  intended  to  submit  to  you,  the  voters,  our  re- 
vised Zoning  Plan  and  Zoning  Ry-LaAV  this  year.  How- 
ever, our  Master  Planners  have  not  completed  their  work. 
Therefore  it  will  be  1969  business.  When  the  Master  Plan 
has  finally  been  submitted  to  us,  we  plan,  in  executive 
session,  to  go  over  it  phase  by  phase  and  then  to  select 
Avhat  we  feel  should  be  adopted  by  the  Town.  We  will  then 
hold  informal  and  Formal  Public  Hearings  prior  to  a  Special 
Town  Meeting.

Looking  back  over  the  last  year,  it  is  apparent  that 
the  problems  of  law  enforcement  are  increasing  and  be- 
coming more  varied.  Foremost  is  the  tremendous  increase 
in  the  illegal  use  and  abuse  of  narcotic  and  harmful  drugs. 
To  try  and  combat  some  of  this  illegal  traffic,  I  have  asked 
in  my  1969  budget,  $1,000.00,  for  narcotic  and  other  in- 
vestigations. 

T  would  also  like  to  point  out  the  alarming  increase 
in  Major  Traffic  Accidents  in  1968.  There  was  more  than 
a  50%  increase  over  the  Major  Traffic  Accidents  of  1967. 
With  45  of  the  84  occuring  between  July  1,  and  Labor  Day. 

Several  of  the  business  owners  of  the  town,  have  made 
requests  for  24  hour  patrols.  I  am  requesting  money  in  the 
1969  budget  to  give  this  service  for  the  months  of  July 
and  August.  This  would  provide  the  much  needed  checks 
of  their  establishments  throughout  the  night. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  this  department,  tho 
Board  of  Selectmen,  all  the  department  heads,  and  the 
citizens  for  their  help  and  cooperation.  Without  this,  my 
first  year  as  Chief  of  Police  would  have  been  much  more 
difficult.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Eastham: 

Shellfish  Progress  Report  for  3968 

Planted  in  Salt  Pond  and  Nauset  Marsh,  410  bushels  of 
large  quahogs.  On  Cape  Cod  Bay  flats,  17  bushels. 

Planted  in  Salt  Pond,  at  Cedar  Bank,  at  Henienway's, 
and  in  Orleans  Cove,  experimental  plantings  of  oyster  seed. 

Taken  for  State  Board  of  Health  pollution  check:  21 
samples  of  shellfish.  The  report  shows  minimal  bacterial 
count. 

Given:  4  educational,  shellfish,  slide  lectures  (free). 

Attended:  (at  State  expense)  both  Constable  and  Dep- 
uty, Shellfish  Officers'  Seminar. 

Quahogs:  taken  from  Cape  Cod  Bay  by  power  dredg- 
ing :  the  catch  seems  to  have  improved  with  returns  as 
high  as  8  bushels  per  hour  per  boat.  4  boats  operating, 
2  with  hydraulic  dredges,  2  with  ''knife"  dredges.  (Since 
Eastham  and  Orleans  share  jointly  the  shellfishing  in  their 
waters  in  Cape  Cod  Bay,  it  is  impractical  to  try  to  separate 
these  catches.) 

Quahogs  taken  by  commercial  "hand-scratching" :  in 
excess  of  100  bushels. 

Quahogs :  non-commercial :  from  Salt  Pond  1,283  buck- 
ets, or  321  bushels  (more  than  2,800  person-days).  Other 
areas  no  true  estimate. 

Clams :  commercial :  an  average  of  over  50  bushels 
per  license  is  conservative  for  the  year. 

Clams :  non-commercial :  during  the  summer  months, 
all  areas,  more  than  20  buckets  or  5  bushels  per  day.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


To  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Taxpayers  of  the 
Town  of  Eastham : 

The  year  1968  was  very  progressive  in  the  aspects  of 
this  department.  Many  important  things  were  accomplished. 

The  new  spray  machine  which  was  purchased  in  the 
spring  was  a  great  asset  to  these  departments.  AVith  this 
machine  a  tent  caterpillar  and  a  woodtick  spray  were  ap- 
plied in  one  operation,  saving  both  time  and  money  in 
operating  costs  and  insecticide  because  of  a  greater  gal- 
lonage  output  and  a  higher  pressure  of  the  pump. 

Woodtick  control  in  treated  areas  was  very  good. 
Three  types  of  insecticide  were  used  in  an  experiment  for 
tick  control  and  the  results  were  as  expected.  Chlordane, 
Sevin,  and  D.D.T.  were  used  and  D.D.T.  controlled  the  in- 
sect longer  than  the  others. 

Extensive  gypsy  moth  scouting  was  carried  out  in  the 
oak  groves  in  the  north  end  of  Town.  No  moths  or  egg 
masses  were  found.  Other  Towns  on  this  part  of  the  Cape 
have  this  pest. 

The  Nantucket  Tip  Moth  is  not,  as  yet,  as  serious  a 
threat  to  the  pines  in  Eastham.  Minor  infestations  have 
been  found  and  reported,  but  the  general  roadside  spray 
has  controlled  this  insect  from  what  we  can  see  from  the 
road.  In  the  woods  it  is  not  bad  either. 

No  cases  of  Dutch  Elm  Disease  were  seen  in  the  Town. 

In  summing  up  the  year  past  I  would  say  the  trees 
along  the  Town  ways  are  in  good  vigor  and  the  insects^ 
have  been  kept  at  a  minimum.

To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  Eastham : 

The  Sanitary  Land  Fill  operation  at  the  town  dump 
last  summer  was  very  successful  from  both  a  health  and 
nuisance  point.  Because  of  pressure  from  local  business  and 
residents  and  from  the  State  Department  of  Health,  it  will 
he  necessary  to  extend  the  prosrram  to  include  the  months 
of  April  through  October. 

Bacteria  tests  were  made  at  Great  Pond,  Herring  Pond 
and  West  Shore  beaches  and  found  to  be  negative. 

Seventeen  tests  for  bacteria  were  made  on  shellfish 
throughout  the  Town  and  the  count  was  well  below  the 
safety  figure. 

Location  and  installation  of  cesspools  have  been  care- 
fully checked  by  both  your  Building  and  Plumbing  In- 
spectors. There  were  102  permits  issued  this  year. 

The  program  for  tick  control  will  be  continued  and 
we  are  working  on  a  project  with  State  Aid  for  rodent 
control.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BARNSTABLE  COUNTY  HEALTH  DEPT. 

1968 


I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  report  of  the  Barnstable 
County  Health  Department  for  the  year  1968. 

Public  Law  89-749,  the  Comprehensive  Health  Planning 
and  Public  Health  Service  Act  of  1966,  more  commonly  know 
as  the  ''Partnership  for  Health  Act  of  1966"  has  stimulated 
action  in  Massachusetts. 

The  United  States  Congress  declared  "thcit  fulfillment 
of  our  national  purpose  depends  lOii  promoting  and  as- 
suring the  highest  level  of  health  attainable  for  every  per- 
son, in  an  environment  which  contributes  positively  to 
healthful  individual  and  family  living.  Federal  financial 
assistance  must  be  directed  to  support  the  marshalling  of 
all  health  resources  -  National,  State,  and  Local  -  to  as- 
sure comprehensive  health  services  of  high  quality  for 
every  person." 

A  State  Comprehensive  Health  Planning  Program  for 
Massachusetts  was  established  within  the  Executive  Office 
for  Administration  and  Finance  on  June  23,  1967  and  began 
functioning  with  the  appointment  of  a  Director  on  April 
23,  1968.  The  Director  of  this  department  had  the  privelege 
of  being  appointed  to  the  Governor's  Council  on  Compre- 
hensive Health  and  looks  forward  to  serving  on  this  import- 
ant council. 

For  this  planning  Barnstable  County  is  in  Region  7  and 
the  ''Barnstable"  area,  which  is  composed  of  Barnstable. 
Dukes  and  Nantucket  Counties,  and  the  Town  of  Wareham. 

This  department's  personnel  have  always  devoted  a 
great  proportion  of  their  time  in  helping  to  establish  health 
needs,  helping  to  initiate  programs  when  needed,  coordi- 
nating services,  and  serving  as  advisors  and  consultants 
in  their  specialty.  The  staff  continues  to  take  an  active 
part  in  many  community  health  activities  and  in  their 
professional  organizations. 

The  social  worker  vacancv  was  filled  at  the  end  of 
this  year.  After  a  period  of  orientation  and  review  a  state- 
ment of  her  services  will  be  made  available  to  appropriate 
agencies  in  the  County. 

On  September  10,  1968,  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health  made  available  mumps  vaccine  to  im- 
munize students  in  the  7th,  8th  and  9th  grades  who  have 
no  history  of  mumps  or  receiving  mumps  vaccine.  T  h  e 
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junior  high  school  group  was  selected  for  the  initial  phase 
of  the  program  because  the  incidence  of  complications  from 
mumps  is  highest  in  adolescents  and  adults.  Five  towns 
in  Barnstable  County  have  completed  a  program  for  this 
age  group. 

Dental  Health  -  Alice  Dalzell 

Dental  hygiene  service  in  Barnstable  County  in  1968 
was  a  combination  of  direct  service  to  pre-school  p  r  o- 
grams  and  schools,  educational  programs  to  communities 
and  schools,  consultation  and  research.  Every  tov/n  on  the 
Cape  was  covered  with  some  kind  of  dental  program  or 
consultation.  Two  schools,  Nazareth  and  Holy  Trinity, 
which  had  never  received  service  before,  were  added  to 
the  list. 

Much  work  was  done  at  the  pre-school  level.  During 
the  summer,  topical  fluoride  treatments  were  given  to 
children  entering  the  Orleans  School  System.  The  Dental 
Hygienist  was  a  member  of  the  team  consultation  group  to 
Head  Start  groups  and  programs,  both  summer  and  year- 
round,  and  gave  direct  service  to  these  i)rograms.  All  chil- 
dren were  screened  and  some  fluoride  treatments  were 
given  if  the  child  had  not  had  the  treatment  previously. 
Many  parent  classes  were  held  which  gave  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  dental  health  education. 

An  Epidemiological  Study  to  determine  the  fluoride  con- 
tent of  tooth  enamel  was  conducted  in  the  Barnstable 
School  System.  This  study  was  a  cooperative  effort  with 
the  Forsyth  Dental  Research  Center,  Massachusetts  Divi- 
sion of  Dental  Health,  Barnstable  County  Health  Depart- 
ment, and  the  School  System,  and  financed  through  a  re- 
search grant  to  Forsyth.  Children  in  grades  4  and  5  of  the 
Hyannis  East  Elementary  took  part  in  the  study  and  the 
County  Hygienist  was  the  clinician.  Results  of  this  study 
have  not  as  yet  been  compiled. 

During  Dental  Health  Week,  FebruMry  4-11.  a  poster 
contest  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Cape  Cod  Dental 
Society  and  the  Council  in  Dental  Health.  All  sixth  grades 
on  the  Cape  were  invited  to  participate.  Winners  were  pre- 
sented water-pics  and  electric  toothbrushes.  There  were 
radio  interviews,  TV  spot  announcements,  and  many  art- 
icles on  dental  health  in  the  newspapers.  Many  educational 
programs  such  as  assemblies  and  classroom  talks  were  held 
in  the  schools  as  special  programs  during  Dental  Health 
Week.  However,  much  of  this  dental  education  is  carried 
on  through  the  school  year. 

The  new  Fluoridation  Law,  which  passed  the  1968 
Legislature,  has  demanded  much  attention.  Under  the  new 
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law,  local  Boards  of  Health,  with  the  approval  of  the  State 
Health  Commissioner,  have  the  authority  and  responsibility 
for  recommending  fluoridation  if  they  deem  it  in  the  public 
interest.  As  with  many  new  laws,  people  are  not  always 
sure  how  to  proceed  properly  under  the  statute,  and  calls 
for  advice  and  assistance,  speakers,  etc.,  have  been  num- 
erous. The  cost  of  dental  care  makes  fluoridation  of  water 
supplies  a  must  for  the  prevention  of  tooth  decay.  Water 
fluoridation  is  a  controversial  matter  and  much  needs  to  be 
done  to  inform  the  communities  that  the  benefits  far  out- 
weigh the  fears.  The  new  law  assures  healthier  teeth  for 
growing  children  with  benefits  extending  into  later  life  - 
stronger  bones  for  adults  is  one  such  benefit. 
Environmental  Sanitation  -  Richard  Sturtevant 

All  inspection al  programs  were  performed  according 
to  the  Massachusetts  State  Sanitary  Code  which  included 
eating  and  drinking  establishments,  recreational  camps, 
family  type  camp  grounds,  public  and  semi-public  swim- 
ming pools,  and  sewage  disposal  inspections.  Local  Boards 
of  Health  were  assisted  in  sewage  disposal  approval  where 
special  problems  existed. 

Other  activities  included  approval  of  day  care  centers, 
public  and  private  school  inspections,  sub-division  approv- 
als, bathing  beach  approvals,  shellfish  control,  field  inves- 
tigations for  tick  control,  and  epidemiological  investiga- 
tions. 

The  amount  of  time  devoted  to  these  activities  can  be 
realized  by  referring  to  the  statistical  summary  in  this 
report. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  some  towns  have  pro- 
ceeded to  acquire  public  lands  for  future  use  for  solid 
waste  disposal  and  public  water  supplies.  In  the  near  future 
a  study  will  have  been  completed  by  the  Cape  Cod  Econ- 
omic and  Development  Advisory  Commission  relative  to 
water  supph%  solid  waste  disposal  for  Barnstable  County. 
Members  of  this  department  are  working  with  the  Com- 
mission in  making  this  study. 
Nursing  -  Esther  G.  Howes 

One  of  the  major  goals  for  1968  had  been  "to  provide 
more  direct  supervision  for  each  public  health  nurse."  Be- 
cause continued  ''certification"  for  Medicare  coverage  re- 
quires the  provision  of  supervision,  written  agree- 
ments were  drawn  up  between  six  towns  and  the  Barn- 
stable County  Health  Department.  These  agreements  meant 
a  new  relationship  with  the  public  health  nurses,  beyond 
that  of  answering  requests  for  help  and  imparting  informa- 
tion on  new  programs.  Direct  supervision  includes  knowl- 
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edge  of  cases  and  case  management,  of  the  behavior  and 
performance  of  nurses,  and  includes  a  committment  to  the 
employers  of  nurses.  This  means  a  periodic  evaluation  and 
report  to  the  employer  as  to  the  nurses  professional  growth 
and  her  ability  to  maintain  standards  of  public  health 
practice. 

There  are  52  public  health  nurses  employed  now  in  the 
County,  17  are  prepared,  and  all  of  the  agency  nurses  now 
have  nursing  supervision.  The  school  nurses  continue  to  be 
pre-occupiod  with  personnel  policies;  however,  there  is 
need  for  many  to  demonstrate  their  ability  in  curriculum 
planning  and  health  education,  and  to  propose  new  ways  of 
using  non-professional  helpers. 

Areas  of  service  provided  this  year  have  been: 
InsTK'ct ion  and  consuUation  to  Day  Care  Centers. 
Guidance  and  coordination  of  health  component 
of  Head  Start  Programs. 
Preparation  for  Medicare  certification  for  one  add- 
itional town. 

Assistance  in  expansion  of  service  and  program 

in  Falmouth  and  Bourne.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
RECREATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Attendance  at  the  playground  this  past  year  showed 
a  decrease  compared  to  last  year's  figures  -  namely  a  de- 
crease of  29  boys  and  12  girls.  Attendance  ran  extremely 
high  during  July  but  showed  a  definite  decrease  for  tin* 
month  of  August. 

Competitions  were  held  by  the  boys  with  Orleans  and 
AVellfleet  and  the  girls  competed  with  Orleans.  This  was 
held  every  Tuesday.  Sports  enjoyed  by  all  were  soccer, 
basketball,  baseball,  Softball,  volleyball,  flag  football  and 
kiekball.  Eastham  boys  participated  in  the  Annual  Lower 
Cape  Junior  Olympics  held  in  Orleans  and  Eastham  girls 
served  as  host  for  the  second  year  for  the  Lower  Cape 
Girls  Junior  Olympics  and  ran  away  with  the  competition. 

Clinics  held  were  for  tennis  instructions  and  archery. 
Archery  continued  to  be  the  most  popular  clinic  conducted 
by  Miss  Susan  Swanson.  These  clinics  were  held  once  a 
week.  Special  events  were  held  every  Friday  morning  and 
ribbons  were  presented  to  the  boys  and  girls  for  two  age 
groups.  All  winners,  boys  and  girls  from  Eastham  in  the 
Lower  Cape  Junior  Olympics  were  awarded  special  rib- 
bons for  their  efforts.  Trophies  were  presented  on  Field 
Day  to  both  boys  and  girls  in  the  following  events :  Attend- 
ance. Junior  Leader,  Most  Improved,  Sportsmanship  and 
Best  Athlete. 

Little  League  Baseball  had  a  total  of  62  boys  on  tho 
three  teams.  The  Minor  League  started  with  25  boys  and 
indications  are  that  next  year  an  additional  Minor  League 
Team  will  be  needed.  Only  three  boys  turned  out  for  the 
Pony  League  which  is  held  with  Orleans.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  lack  of  our  own  Pony  League  Field  limits  the  number 
of  boys  who  come  out  for  Pony  League. 

A  total  of  626  participants  registered  at  Great  Pond, 
a  decrease  of  103  registrants  compared  with  last  year.  A 
total  number  of  21  classes  were  held  daily  with  instructions 
being  offered  to  beginners,  advanced  beginners,  intermed- 
iates, swimmers,  advanced  swimmers,  junior  and  se  n  i  o  r 
lif esaving,  water  safety  aide,  and  an  adult  class.  J  u  1  y 
proved  to  be  the  busiest  month  with  approximately  459 
registering.  August  had  a  registration  of  167.  Two  swim-

iiiing  meets  were  held  with  Orleans.  The  program  closed 
witli  a  surf  rescue  demonstration  at  Coast  Guard  Beach 
and  a  rescue  breathing  demonstration  at  the  Eastham  Fire 
Department. 

Girls  field  hockey  continued  to  be  held  with  the  Or- 
leans recreation  program  at  Nauset  Regional  Field.  Miss 
Betsy  Ericksoii  assisted  Mrs.  Lorraine  Norgeot.  Skills 
were  taught  for  an  eight  week  period  with  no  outside  com- 
petition. An  average  of  eight  girls  attended  these  Saturday 
morning  sessions  in  September  and  October. 

Twenty  girls  registered  for  the  basketball  program 
held  Saturda}^  mornings  at  the  Elementary  School.  Two 
games  played  against  Orleans  and  three  against  Brewster. 
An  average  of  12  girls  attended  regularly.  Softball  ran 
from  April  1  until  June  with  an  average  of  15  girls  at- 
tending weekly. 

An  increase  attendance  in  both  boys  soccer  and  basket- 
ball due  to  the  Nauset  Regional  School  Committee  donating 
the  services  of  a  driver  and  Regional  bus  to  transport  our 
children  to  Orleans  to  participate  in  coordinated  program 
between  the  two  towns.  Due  to  this  increase  it  was  necessary 
to  have  a  second  instructor  and  Mr.  Paul  White  became 
assistant  to  Mr.  Miller.  The  soccer  program  continues  to 
be  held  for  8  weeks  during  September  and  October  while 
the  basketball  program  goes  from  November  to  mid  March 
for  a  total  of  18  weeks.  Instruction  in  fundamentals  is 
offered  at  the  beginning  of  each  program  and  then  the 
bo3"S  play  a  schedule  of  games.  Boys  of  Eastham  and  Or- 
leans are  intermingled  on  teams  and  everyone  benefits 
from  the  facilities  provided  to  us  at  Nauset. 

We,  of  the  Commission,  feel  very  grateful  to  have  a 
man  such  as  Mr.  Miller  as  our  Recreation  Director.  With 
liis  leadership  and  that  of  the  personnel  in  the  different 
fields,  Eastham  has  offered  their  children,  as  well  as  the 
summer  residents  a  program  they  can  be  well  proud  of. 
Thanks  to  everyone  for  making  the  program  so  worthwhile.

This  is  the  4th  annual  report  of  the  Eastham  Historical 
Society  to  appear  in  the  Town  report,  the  Society  having; 
been  founded  and  incorporated  in  1963.  It  was  an  excep- 
tionally dry  and  sunny  summer,  a  real  beach  summer,  so 
the  attendence  was  not  as  great  as  had  been  expected. 
However,  we  did  have  1,200  paid  admissions. 

Improvements  continue  to  be  made  at  the  Museum. 
The  outhouse  was  restored  into  the  Schoolhouse  annex, 
many  old  carpenter  tools,  farming  equipment,  Indian  arti- 
facts and  miscellaneous  items  of  interest  were  on  display. 
In  the  Museum  interior,  displays  were  rearranged  a  n  d 
changed.  Among  the  new  displays  was  a  collection  of  Hig- 
gins  memorabilia  given  by  Mrs.  Effie  Higgins  Fisk  of  West 
Dennis.  (There  were  36  Higgins  families  in  Eastham  in 
1790).  Mr.  Donald  Doane  of  Brewster  gave  a  model  of  a 
one  room  schoolhouse  that  be  had  made.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
J.  Berrior,  Jr.  of  Wellfleet  presented  a  double  desk  and 
chairs  that  were  said  to  have  come  from  the  schoolhouse 
on  Billingsgate  Island.  Donor  certificate  No,  255  was  the 
last  one  issued  and  the  Society  thanks  all  who  gave  ex- 
hibits to  the  Museum.  The  attic  floor  was  completed  by 
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volunteer  officers  and  members  of  the  Society,  making 
ample  room  for  storage  and  revolving  exhibits. 

An  outstanding  project  of  the  Society  in  association 
with  the  Pilgrim  Memorial  Society  was  a  wide  blacktop 
path  from  the  edge  of  the  First  Encounter  parking  lot  up 
the  side  of  the  Dune  to  the  Memorial  marker,  marking  the 
site  wliore  the  Pilgrims  had  their  first  encounter  with  the 
Indians.  Some  additional  landscaping  will  be  done  in  1969, 

Another  most  worthy  project  was  the  publishing  of 
"Nauset  on  Cape  Cod  A  History  of  Eastham"  by  Mrs.  Alice 
A.  Lowe,  the  Society  historian.  This  was  a  labor  of  love  and 
many  years  of  research,  and  the  profits  are  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Society.  The  book  can  be  purchased  from  Mrs. 
Isabelle  Brackett  in  the  Eastham  Town  Hall  or  at  the  Visi- 
tors Center  in  the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore. 

Mrs.  Horace  Lowe  served  as  chairman  of  the  Hostess 
Committee  and  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  ladies  and  gentle- 
men who  served  to  keep  the  Museum  open. 

At  the  annual  meetinjr  Colonel  AVilliam  Marioii  of  West 
Harwich  gave  his  lecture  on  Indian  Artifacts.  The  Museum 
collection  is  growing.  Thanks  are  due  to  Colonel  Eugene 
S.  Clark,  Jr.  for  his  loan  collection  of  scrimshaw  for  the 
third  vear. 

The  Society  had  two  booksales  on  the  Museum  grounds 
under  the  catalpa  trees.  It  is  now  a  feature  to  which  many 
persons  look  forward.  The  sales  brought  in  $650  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Society,  and  we  were  able  to  give  a  number 
of  desirable  books  to  the  Eastham  Public  Library,  also  a 
number  of  books  to  the  Job  Corps  library  in  South  Well- 
fleet,  and  a  set  of  childrens  history  books  to  the  Eastham 
Elementary  School.  The  Society  is  indebted  to  all  who 
gave  books  for  the  book  sales. 

The  finances  of  the  Society  are  in  good  shape.  Each 
year  new  improvements  will  be  made,  along  with  necessary 
upkeep.  Outstanding  projects  are  improvement  of  the  Mus- 
eum grounds,  the  erection  of  a  handmade  flag  pole,  and 
hopefully,  signs  will  be  placed  for  Eastham's  Historical 
Bikeway  between  the  Rotary  and  the  Seashore  bikeway. 

The  Society  membership  is  approximately  400.  In  1969 
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there  Avill  be  a  campaign  to  recruit  volunteers  to  serve  on 
committees  and  to  help  with  projects.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  younger  members  will  take  a  more  active  part.  The 
Society  wishes  to  thank  all  who  have  contributed  in  any 
way  to  its  progress,  for  this  is  a  community  project,  a 
cultural  asset  to  Eastham.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Conservation  Commission,  with  the  advice  of  State 
experts  and  the  assistance  of  the  Job  Corps,  temporarily 
cleaned  out  two  herring  runs  and  installed  one  woofden 
herring  ladder.  The  project  was  successful  to  the  point 
where  we  seemed  to  have  more  herring  (alewives)  than  in 
many  years  past.  We  hope  to  continue  this  project  until 
the  herring  are  again  a  real  benefit  to  the  local  ecology. 

Dr.  R.  F.  Eaddin  generously  gave  the  Town  (under 
the  control  and  management  of  the  Commission)  two  lots 
of  marsh  land,  totaling  5.50  acres,  for  conservation  use. 
We  axe  presently  negotiating  for  three  more  similar  lots, 
and  hope  this  precedent  will  initiate  further  gifts  so  our 
marshlands  will  always  be  a  benefit  and  pleasure  to  the 
Town. 

The  Commission  has  embarked  on  a  tree-planting  proj- 
ect, hoping  to  help  re-forest  Eastham  with  a  both  decorative 
and  economically  profitable  "green  belt.'' 

Five  upland  "wet-land"  areas  have  been  surveyed  with 
the  assistance  of  State  personnel,  and  the  Commission  is 
very  eager  to  "hold  the  line"  to  preserve  Eastham's  natural 
beauty.

ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Eastham  Land  Advisory  Committee  has  devoted  its 
attention  to  the  land  found  in  Sections  Four  and  Seven  of 
the  Eastham  Land  Company.  This  is  a  section  of  land  run- 
ning east  and  west  between  Nauset  Road  and  the  ocean, 
approximating  125  acres  with  eighteen  hundred  feet  of 
ocean  frontage. 

The  first  step  that  the  committee  recommends  is  to 
establish  a  consolidated,  guaranteed  block  of  land  which 
would  be  reserved  for  future  use.  No  recommendations  for 
current  development  have  been  made  as  the  committee  be- 
lieves the  increasing  value  of  land  requires  more  thorough 
study  and  any  recommendation  for  future  development 
must  be  co-ordinated  with  over  all  Town  Planning. 

Therefore,  the  committee  recommends  that  the  Select- 
men prepare  two  articles  which  have  been  submitted  to 
them  by  the  Committee  for  the  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting 
which  would  accomplish  the  first  step.

To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  Eastham: 

The  parking  permit  program  for  1968  was  carried  out 
successfully  and  we  had  many  compliments  on  the  checkers 
at  the  beaches. 

Plans  to  further  improve  the  program  includes  one 
additional  checker  in  1969  to  more  fully  cover  the  various 
beaches  and  working  time. 

A  few  statistics:  the  checkers  had  only  four  days  off 
because  of  inclement  weather.  Approximately  33,079  cars 
were  checked.  There  were  cars  from  all  fifty  states,  Mexico 
and  the  Canal  Zone. 

The  cost  of  the  Beach  Program  in  1968  was  $4,652.26. 
Eeturns  were  $7,127.00. 

We  are  asking  for  $6,159.50  for  1969.  This  will  allow 
for  the  additional  man,  crude  shelters  and  simple  uniforms. 

In  1969  the  checkers  will  be  required  to  do  1  i  g  h  t 
cleaning  of  the  beaches  where  they  are  stationed  (heavy 
duty  cleaning  will  be  done  by  the  Maintenance  Depart- 
ment.) 

Under  a  separate  article  much  improved  toilet  facil- 
ities at  First  Encounter  Beach  are  asked  for  and  we  hope 
to  add  more  at  other  major  beaches  from  year  to  year.

Tlio  Cove  Study  Committee  has  spent  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  establishing  the  following  criteria  for  a 
new  town  landing  on  the  Eastham  side  of  the  town  covd 

1.  Reasonable  access  and  traffic  flow  in  the  area. 

2.  Approximately  one  acre  for  parking  cars  and  boat 
trailers. 

8.  Reasonable  beach  frontage  for  bathing  and  anchor- 
ing boats. 

4.  Reasonable  distance  to  deep  water  requiring  a  min- 
imum of  expensive  dredging  and  an  area  suitable  for  a 
boat  launching  ramp. 

5.  Acquisitions  cost  within  reason. 

After  studying  the  various  pieces  of  land  between  the 
Orleans  town  line  and  the  National  Park  Boundary  and 
weighing  each  against  the  criteria  established  we  decided 
that : 

Another  larger  Town  Landing  on  the  toAvn  cove  would 
be  advantageous  to  a  relatively  small  group  of  people,  not 
necessarily  taxpayers  and  would  produce  little,  if  any,  in- 
come. 

But.  since  other  access  to  the  water  is  currently  avail- 
able, your  committee  agreed  that  financially  the  town 
could  better  afford  to  further  develop  Hemmingway  Land- 
ing until  such  a  time  as  a  more  suitable  piece  of  land 
becomes  available.

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REPORT  OF  HARBOR  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Throughout  the  past  year  the  Harbor  Study  Committee 
has  been  somewhat  inactive  due  mainly  to  the  efforts  of 
other  committees  and  study  groups  relative  to  the  waters 
within  the  town.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  committee  that 
henceforth  a  Waterways  Committee  of  perhaps  five  inter- 
ested citizens  should  be  appointed  to  make  recommenda- 
tions on  all  harbors,  inlets,  coves,  navigable  and  tidal 
waters  of  the  town.  As  such,  said  committee  would  be  in- 
formed of  all  matters  and  projects  concerning  one  of  the 
most  valuable  assets  of  the  town. 

During  the  year  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers 
initiated  a  study  relative  to  dredging  of  the  Town  Cove 
and  stabilization  of  Nauset  Inlet.  The  committee  unanimous- 
ly recommends  this  project.  Should  the  town  feel  that  the 
cost  of  the  Engineers  recommendations  be  too  costly,  it  will 
still  have  gained  a  cost-free  survey  of  what  will  be  re- 
quired should  we  pursue  some  part  of  the  project  on  a 
local  level.  We  feel  that  something  must  be  done  in  the 
Town  Cove  in  the  near  future  or  one  valuable  asset  will 
become  a  stagnant  liability. 

The  committee  recommends  continual  study  and  im- 
provement at  Rock  Harbor.  This  should  include  bulkhead- 
ing,  expansion  of  the  facilities  and  floats.  The  investment 
by  the  town  at  Rock  Harbor  over  the  past  few  years  has 
provided  stibstantial  direct  and  indirect  financial  returns 
to  the  town.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  ice  damage  to  the  floats  and  installation  at  Rock 
Harbor  last  winter  removed  all  the  inshore  spiles.  It  was 
decided  to  rearrange  the  floats,  using  the  eight  spiles  that 
were  installed  in  1967  to  hold  the  whole  unit. 

This  arrangement  provided  space  for  thirty  five  berths, 
which  return  to  the  town  $2,200.00  in  berth  rental  fees. 

There  is  a  large  increase  of  boating  activity  on  East- 
ham  side  of  Rock  Harbor.  Use  of  the  ramp  and  parking 
area,  plus  the  demand  for  berth  space  is  increasing  each 
year.  This  area  should  be  enlarged  to  improve  the  fac- 
ilities.

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REPORT  OF  ASSISTANT  HARBORMASTER 


This  year  I  was  appointed  as  Assistant  Harbormaster, 
to  operate  on  the  Town  Cove  and  approaches.  It  was  agreed 
that  since  this  was  the  first  year  of  protection  for  the 
town  in  this  area,  the  approach  to  any  problems  would  be 
educational  rather  than  punitive.  It  was  also  agreed  that 
for  the  sum  of  $150.00  the  Assistant  Harbormaster  would 
supply  a  boat  and  motor  and  would  patrol  the  area  once 
each  day  Avhen  weather  conditions  were  favorable,  from 
late  April  through  early  fall. 

The  patrols,  as  agreed  on,  were  carried  out  in  a  "Bos- 
ton Whaler"'  equipped  with  an  18  hp  motor.  The  words 
''SAFETY  PATROL"  were  lettered  on  the  boat  the  9th  of 
July.  This  remained  the  only  indication  of  authority  pre- 
sented to  the  boating  public.  Boats  were  stopped  only  when 
visible  infractions  were  observed. 

The  growth  of  boating  activity  noted  has  been  phe- 
nominal,  with  the  greatest  growth  observed  in  the  most 
dangerous  of  the  waters  covered,  Nauset  Harbor ! 

The  inost  flagrant  violations  were  -  riding  on  the  bow 
or  gunwales  of  boats  underway,  196;  lack  of  safety  equip- 
ment, 182;  waterskiing  violations,  30;  overloading  of  boats, 
9;  and  15  violations  of  Massachusetts  numbering  regula- 
tions. Six  rescues  were  made  of  boats  broken  down  or  out 
of  gas  and  one  incident  when  the  Assistant  Harbormaster 
had  to  be  towed  home ! 

My  relationship  with  the  Selectmen  and  Harbormaster 
of  Eastham  and  the  Shellfish  Warden  and  Harbormaster  of 
Orleans  lias  been  exranplai-y.  As  has  been  reported  state- 
wide, there  is  an  indicated  need  for  further  educating  of 
the  boating  public  to  try  to  prevent  any  vacation  boating 
accidents  in  our  town.

CAPE  COD  PLANNING  AND  ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  \he  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Eastham : 

The  year  1968  Avitnessed  the  evolution  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Planning  &  Economic  Development  Commission  into  a  fully 
operational  regional  planning  agency.  In  the  spring,  long 
awaited  grants  from  the  Department  of  Housjing  and 
Urban  Development  in  the  amount  of  $27,000  and  from  the 
Economic  Development  Administration  in  the  amount  of 
$20,470,  were  received.  The  Commission  also  received  a 
planning  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Development  in  the  amount  of  $4,500.  The  Mass- 
achusetts Legislature  honored  the  highest  County  budget  re- 
quest, in  the  amount  of  $47,000,  since  the  Commission's 
inception  in  1965. 

These  funds  enabled  the  Commission  to  implement  a 
substantial  portion  of  the  long  range  planning  program  it 
had  formulated  during  the  previous  two  years.  This  pro- 
gram of  research  and  planning  studies  is  one  of  the  most 
comprehensive  of  its  kind  in  the  state  and  will  enable  the 
Commission  to  effectively  function  as  a  clearing  house  of 
ideas  and  suggestions  aimed  at  helping  the  Towns  to  work 
together  and  separately  to  create  a  better  Cape  Cod.  The 
scope  of  our  studies  embraces  economic  analysis  and  econ- 
omic development  planning,  environmental  conservat  ion 
and  land  use  planning,  human  resources  development, 
transportation  planning,  public  facilities  and  capital  i  n- 
vestment  requirements  and  a  continuing  educational  and 
local  municipal  advisory  services. 

In  June,  new  staff  members  were  hired  to  assist  the 
Executive  Director  in  conducting  the  planning  program. 
The  staff  now  consists  of  E.  Fletcher  Davis,  Executive 
Director,  Walter  E.  Stratton,  Jr.,  Senior  Regional  Planner, 
Anne  G.  Southwood,  Research  Technician,  Joyce  E.  Mc- 
Cartney, Research  Technician  and  Beverly  B.  Campbell, 
Secretary. 

The  increased  funding  program  also  enabled  the  Com- 
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mission  to  employ  several  consulting  firms  to  work  with 
the  staff  providing  specialized  expertise  where  required. 
These  firms  include  Design-Science  International  of  Con- 
cord, serving  as  environmental  and  natural  resources  con- 
sultants; Systems  Analysis  and  Research  Corp.  of  Cam- 
bridge sei'ving  both  as  economic  advisors  and  transporta- 
tion consultants;  and  Metcalf  &  Eddy  of  Boston  serving  as 
engineering  consultants  on  the  regional  sewer,  water  and 
solid  waste  disposal  ])]anning  program. 

In  the  furtherance  of  creating  an  effective  regional 
planning  agency,  the  Commission  recognized  the  need  to 
develop  and  maintain  working  relationships  with  as  many 
local  municipal  officials,  heads  of  civic  groups  and  inter- 
ested citizens  as  possible.  Under  the  able  chairmanship  of 
Frederick  V.  LaAvrence,  seven  standing  advisory  commit- 
tees have  been  created  whose  membership  approximates 
two  hundred  persons  and  who  are  representative  of  virtual- 
ly all  of  Cape  Cod's  social,  economic  and  environmental 
interests.  They  are  entitled  (1)  Economic  Development, 
(2)  Environmental  and  Natural  Resources,  (3)  Human  Re- 
sources, (4)  Transportation  (5)  Regional  Public  Facilities, 
(6)  Development  Standards,  (7)  Governmental  Resources. 

Because  the  results  of  planning  and  development  ef- 
forts depend  to  a  large  extent  on  the  ability  and  knowl- 
edge of  planning  officials  at  the  local  governmental  level, 
the  CCPEDC  vritli  the  cooperation  of  the  Cape  Cod  Com- 
munity College  is  conducting  on  a  continuing  basis,  a  Com- 
munity Planning  Seminar,  which  is  designed  to  improve 
communications  between  planners,  whether  they  be  pro- 
fessionals or  non-professionals,  and  the  citizenry.  The  en- 
rollment last  semester  exceeded  forty  participants,  of  whom 
over  half,  were  local  planning  board  members. 

Further  significant  accomplishments  by  the  Commis- 
sion during  1968  included : 

1.  The  conduct  of  a  Capewide  attendance  count  of  all 
public  beaches  on  Cape  Cod  was  held  in  August. 

2.  The  publication  of  a  series  of  regional  and  local 
base  maps  at  scales  of  1''  -  5,280',  1"  -  2,000'  based  on  rel- 
atively current  photogrammetry  and  available  to  any  lo- 
cal or  private  public  agency  at  cost. 

8.  The  preparation  of  a  Capewide  existing  land  use 
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map  poiHrayiiig  the  pattern  of  current  development  in 
each  town. 

4.  The  conduct  of  existing  land  use  surveys  by  the 
staff  of  the  Commission  in  the  Towns  of  Mashpee  and  "Well- 
fleet. 

5.  The  design  and  administration  of  an  economic  sur- 
vey of  all  existing  business  and  industries  which  was  con- 
ducted by  the  Falmouth  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  a  pat- 
tern program  for  all  of  Cape  Cod. 

6.  The  design  of  a  proposed  annual  town  census. 

7.  The  study  of  a  proposed  County  and  State  Aid 
Federal  Coordinator. 


8.  The  preparation  of  current  population  figures  in- 
cluded both  year-round  and  seasonal  residents  for  all  fif- 
teen towns. 

Technical  assistance  and  advice  has  been  rendered  by 
the  staff  of  the  CCPEDC  to  over  haK  of  the  towns  on 
Cape  Cod  on  various  topics  ranging  from  a  proposed  mar- 
ine resort  zone  in  one  town  to  a  cultural  center  in  another.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Eastham  : 

The  Eastham  School  Committee  hereby  submits  its 
annual  report. 

Your  School  Committee  has  without  a  doubt,  had  one 
of  its  busiest  years  in  sometime.  The  members  on  occasion 
have  had  to  literally  be  in  two  places  at  once.  A  physical 
impossibility.  However,  at  times  we  have  had  to  run  from 
one  meeting  to  another.  With  meetings  on  tlie  addition 
to  our  school  here  in  Eastham,  the  planning  of  a  new  Reg- 
ional High  School  and  negotiations  with  the  teachers  and 
administrators,  we  have  at  times  (as  Maurice  Wiley  says) 
been  spread  pretty  thin. 

The  reading  program  this  past  summer  was,  as  usual, 

considered  a  success.  However,  at  this  time,  we  feel  these 

summer  classes  will  no  longer  be  necessary.  Through  Public 

Law  89-10,  Mrs.  Sally  Vogel  and  Mrs.  Rosemary  Rathburn 
have  been  trained  to  do  this  tutoring  during  the  regular 
school  vear. 

On  May  1,  of  this  year,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Rattle  was 
hired  as  a  part  time  librarian.  The  library  now  boasts  1,614 
books.  However,  more  and  varied  kinds  are  needed  for 
ages  1  through  6th  grade.  Mrs.  Rattle  will  be  pleased  to 
receive  any  useable  books  in  this  bracket. 

Due  to  construction  delay  the  Eastham  school  opened 
on  September  5th  for  grades  one  through  six.  The  kinder- 
garten classes  did  not  start  until  September  16th.  Lunches 
had  to  be  carried  by  the  pupils  for  quite  at  time  but  the 
cafeteria  is  noAv  in  operation.  The  food  is  being  cooked  at 
Nauset  Regional  High  School  and  sent  to  Eastham.  Proper 
containers  have  been  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  lunch 
program  on  its  present  form  is  on  a  trial  basis  but  hopes 
are  high  that  one  central  kitchen  serving  several  schools 
will  provide  a  better  and  more  varied  food  program. 
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With  the  additions  and  alterations  completed  except 
for  a  few  small  items,  your  school  is  functioning  smoothly. 
The  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Eastham  will  take  pride  in 
their  school  after  viewing  the  recent  additions.  Our  sincere 
thanks  to  the  people  of  the  Town  for  making  this  work 
possible.

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ADMINISTRATIVE  REPORT 


The  schools  of  Brewster,  Eastham,  Orleans,  and  Well- 
fleet  have,  fo7'  some  time,  been  coordinatinc^  their  Elemen- 
tary Programs  and  feedin<^  into  a  Single  Secondary  (7-12) 
Educational  Program  housed  in  a  single  educational  fac- 
ility. At  present,  these  towns  are  attempting  to  extend 
this  partnership  one  step  further  by  extending  regional- 
ization  to  include  the  Town  of  Brewster  and  then  extending 
regionalization  down  to  include  grades  5-12. 

As  this  regionalization  philosophy  has  grown,  the  in- 
terdependence of  school  systems  has  grown  as  more  person- 
nel and  program.s  ?re  shared.  Since  the  actions  of  each 
school  department  affect  critically  all  other  school  depart- 
ments in  Union  #54,  I  submit  to  you  a  single  annual  re- 
port coverinc:  all  schools  in  this  Union. 

Educational  Crisis  Faces  Entire  School  District 

As  1969  begins,  all  citizens  should  feel  greatly  alarmed 
at  the  status  of  the  educational  future  of  this  school  dis- 
trict. WE  ARE  IN  SERIOUS  TROUBLE!  An  inadequate 
amount  of  space  in  which  to  conduct  the  educational  pro- 
<jram  is  now  becoming  a  monstrous  bugaboo  that  rears 
its  u<?ly  head  every  time  wo  discuss  a  needed  educational 
innovation.  We  cannot  now  conduct  a  single  meeting  at 
any  level  with  the  teachers,  administrators,  school  com- 
mittee, in  any  town,  or  at  the  regional  level  without  facing 
the  stark  reality  that  not  only  do  we  not  have  the  adequate 
space  to  add  needed  programs  but  we  are  forced  to  consider 
the  curtailment  of  important  programs  now  in  existence. 

We  should  add: 

Classes  for  the  emotionally  disturbed 

Cla^^ses  for  the  perceptually  handicapped 

More  individualized  instruction 

Small  group  instruction 

Large  group  instruction 

Remedial  Speech  Classes 

More  remedial  rea<ling  classes 

A  class  for  the  mentally  retarded  for  Elementary 

Level  and  held  in  an  elementary  school 
More  eomprehonsivp  programs  in   the  area   of  Elec- 

ti-'Onics  and  Industrial  Arts. 
W'^  desneratelv  neod  lioiisina'  to  create  a  variable  Mid- 
dle School  Program  and  remove  grades  9-12  students  from 
the  same  environment. 
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Unfortunately,  we  were  the  first  school  department 
in  the  Cape  area  to  bring  a  high  school  building  Bond 
Issue  to  the  voters  in  the  past  half  decade.  In  this  same 
period  and  more  so  lately,  we  are  in  a  period  of  extremely 
accelerating  inflation. 

In  August  and  September  of  1968,  it  evidently  appear- 
ed to  many  that  a  cost  of  $29  per  square  foot  was  excessive 
Since  this  time,  the  citizens  have  been  able  to  read  about 
other  building  programs  being  contemplated,  particularly 
at  Barnstable,  ($36  per  square  foot  estimate),  and  more 
recently  New  Bedford. 

I  refer  you  to  part  of  a  quote  from  an  editorial  of  the 
Cape  Cod  Standard  Times,  printed  in  the  January  2,  1969 
issue  and,  referring  to  the  new  high  school  proposed  for  the 
City  of  New  Bedford: 

— There  is,  for  instance,  the  question  of  ultimate  ex- 
pense. In  March,  the  estimated  construction  cost  was 
$18,312,000.  based  on  preliminary  drawings  of  a  four-  house 
school  containing  440,000  square  feet,  at  $30  a  square  foot. 

Using  calculations  based  on  this  cost,  the  city  auditor's 
office  announced  that  the  proposed  building  would  increase 
the  New  Bedford  tax  rate  to  $7  for  19  years.  This  would 
drop  to  about  $4  in  the  20th  and  final  year  of  bond  pay- 
ments. Final  drawings  now  place  the  estimated  cost  in  ex- 
cess of  $15  million,  increasing  the  tax  rate  to  about  $8  a 
year. 

The  City  Council  already  has  voted  to  construct  the 
new  school,  and  has  agreed  on  the  site.  It  should  approve 
the  order  coming  from  ^viayor  Harrington  to  "preload" 
the  site. 

This  would  be  an  important  shot  in  the  arm  for  a 
school  system  that  is  operating  with  outmoded  facilities 
for  2,600  teen-agers  in  an  obsolete  high  school.  The  new 
school  must  be  built,  and  the  sooner,  the  cheaper. 

Let  me  strongly  recommend: 

1.  That  we  put  our  children's  educational  welfare 
FIRST  on  our  list  of  priorities. 

2.  That  we  approve  in  February  a  Bond  Issue  for  a 
new  high  scliool  facility  t\ud.  prevent  the  cost  of  this 
facility  from  increasing  even  more. 

3.  That  we  put  aside  our  fears  and  move  forward  on 
a  base  of  faith  in  our  community,  state,  and  federal 
governments  and  the  organizations  and  committees 
within  each  level.

SUMMER  PROGRAM  —  Federally  Supported 

E.  S.  E.  A.  Title  I  Project  —  The  application  submitted 
by  the  Elementary  Supervisor  for  Federal  Funds  under 
E.  S.  E.  A.  Title  I  to  provide  a  6-week  summer  program 
for  primary  grade  children  with  learning  difficulties  was 
approved  in  the  amount  of  $13,537.

Forward  looking  school  committees  are  to  be  commend- 
ed for  their  continued  support  of  the  school  libraries  which 
play  a  vital  role  in  the  elementary  school  curriculum. 


CURRICULUM  COORDINATION 

Grass  roots  responsibility  for  the  development  of  cur- 
riculum K-12  has  taken  hold  in  the  form  of  curriculum 
coordinating  committees  in  the  areas  of  Language,  Arts, 
Math,  Science,  and  Social  Studies.  These  4-member  com- 
mittees are  composed  of  classroom  teachers  from  Union  #54 
and  Nauset  Regional  High  School.  The  committee's  function 
under  the  leadership  and  guidance  of  a  steering  committee 
whose  membership  consists  of  the  chairman  of  each  com- 
mittee plus  the  5  principals,  chaired  by  the  elementary 
supervisor. 

Minimum  w^ork  load  of  committees  involves  approxi- 
mately 20  after  school  meetings  per  school  year,  plus  5 
full  work  days  beyond  stated  contract  assignment. 

The  philosophy  of  these  committees  is  continual  in- 
vestigation and  evaluation  of  the  curriculum  programs  in 
terms  of  content,  method,  materials,  techniques,  organiza- 
tional patterns,  community  resources,  together  with  assess- 
ment of  needs  of  student  population  to  provide  a  flexible, 
balan('ed,  viable  curriculum  designed  to  affect  individual 
growth  of  all  children  in  our  schools. 

Under  study  at  present  is  an  Environmental  Awareness 
Program,  offered  by  the  National  Park  Service,  designed 
to  provide  schools  with  resource  materials,  in-service  edu- 
cation, and  facilities  to  promote  an  understanding  of  the 
importance  of  the  effect  man's  decisions  play  in  relation 
to  his  environment.

CAPITAL  OUTLAY  PROGRAM 


IntrodTiction  : 

The  Capital  Outlay  Program  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Eastham  Finance  Committee  as  a  result  of  a  resolution  ap- 
proved at  the  special  Town  Meeting  of  April  8,  1965  in 
order  that  the  town  and  the  committee  may  have,  at  budget 
and  town  meeting  time,  a  better  concept  and  a  longer 
range  picture  of  its  future  capital  needs.  Many  towns  have 
found  it  extremely  unsatisfactory  to  be  faced  with  rising 
and  falling  expenditures  for  capital  improvements  with  a 
resulting  instability  of  the  tax  rate.  By  careful  balancing 
of  the  need  against  financial  impact  we  can  do  a  great 
deal  toward  obtaining  the  desired  services  and  improve- 
ments with  a  sound  financial  plan.  It  becomes  vitally  im- 
portant that  we  as  voters  can  make  decisions  covering  ex- 
penses for  the  immediate  years,  tempered  by  a  proper 
understanding  of  what  will  happen  in  the  years  ahead.  The 
rapid  growth  of  the  town  has  and  will  create  many  prob- 
lems, not  the  least  of  which  is  the  need  for  new,  expanded 
and  improved  services,  and  new  capital  outlays  for  add- 
itional public  improvements.  Ultimately  the  voters  decide 
how  these  needs  will  be  satisfied  but  it  becomes  our  re- 
sponsibility to  present  these  programs  in  such  a  way  as 
to  maintain  a  stable  tax  structure. 

The  program  is  proposed  and  designed  to  accomplish 
this  most  desirable  fact.  The  cooperation  of  all  town  de- 
partment heads,  agencies,  committees  and  individuals  has 
iDeen  and  is  being  solicited  to  make  this  program  effective 
and  meaningful.  Each  year,  a  capital  outlay  form  is  given 
to  each  department  head  to  be  filled  out,  if  needed,  when 
the  department  head  prepares  his  budget  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Two  years  ago  all  department  heads  and  the  select- 
men were  asked  to  attend  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Finance 
Committee  to  review  the  Capital  Outlay  program.  This 
past  year  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  del- 
egated to  contact  the  various  town  officials  with  regard  to 
the  program.  Your  Finance  Committee  is  somewhat  amazed 
to  learn  that,  within  the  next  five  years,  no  projects  on 
roads,  beaches  or  harbors  is  contemplated  nor  will  any  of 
the  town's  equipment  wear  out.  (Exception  -  Patrol  truck 
for  the  fire  department). 
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OBJECTIVES : 

1.  To  anticipate  and  schedule  capital  improvements 
and  needs  over  a  period  of  years,  according  to  the  pri- 
orit}^  of  need,  consistent  with  Eastham's  fiscal  program  and 
ability  to  pay. 

2.  To  forecast  necessary  borrowings  and  the  impact 
on  the  operating  budget  and  tax  rate,  all  of  which  is  in- 
tended as  a  stimulant  to  good  growth  and  a  stabilized 
tax  rate. 

3.  To  guide  Eastham  through  a  sound  capital  outlay 
program  as  a  primarily  residential  community  with  a  con- 
tinuing fiscal  balance  designed  to  best  serve  the  needs  of 
its  people. 

4.  To  give  factual  information,  when  study  permits,  or 
an  educated  guess  when  called  for,  in  order  to  provide  a 
basis  for  the  decision  making  process  of  town  government, 
without  committing  the  town  or  department  heads  to  firm 
projections. 

5.  To  be  prepared  on  a  five  year  basis  which  is  con- 
sidered reasonable  for  accurate  long  range  forecasting  and 
programing. 

6.  To  enable  the  town  to  establish  a  program  of  rela- 
tive priorities  based  on  financial  structure,  coordinated 
planning  and  necessity. 

7.  To  require  annual  revision  for  flexibility  in  adjust- 
ing for  changes  in  needs,  conditions  and  community  atti- 
tudes. 

Definition : 

A  capital  outlay  will  be  defined  as  a  physical  better- 
ment or  an  item  of  equipment  having  a  substantial  useful 
life  and  having  a  total  cost  which  exceeds  $500.00. 
Operation : 

The  responsible  department  head,  or  person  submit- 
ting a  capital  outlay  report,  will  record  all  the  pertinent 
and  detailed  information  as  required,  for  each  capital  out- 
lay project.  All  applicable  descriptions  and  reasons  shall 
be  complete,  but  as  brief  as  possible.  Cost  estimates  and 
and  proposed  methods  of  financing  should  be  as  accurate 
as  possible.  Data  and  estimates  for  the  early  years  of  the 
projection  should,  by  necessity,  be  more  complete  and  ac- 
curate than  those  scheduled  for  later  years.  Do  not  record 
as  capital  outlay  ordinary  repairs  and  maintenance. 

Upon  presentation  of  the  above  reports,  the  Finance 
Committee,  guided  by  the  assistance  and  cooperation  of  all 
areas  of  town  government,  will  prepare  a  chart,  so  called, 
to  record  the  projected  expenditures  for  all  the  projects 
scheduled,  according  to  relative  need  over  the  next  five 
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years.  Each  department  head  will  have  the  opportunity  of 
revieAv  of  this  chart  to  express  his  opinion  as  to  the  rela- 
tive importance  of  liis  particular  projects. 

Conclusion : 

This  program  can  only  be  successful  if  there  is  under- 
standing^, coordination  and  cooperation  among  the  town 
officials,  department  heads  and  committees.  It  should  al- 
so be  emphasized  that  a  hard  headed  objective  appraisal 
by  the  finance  committee  is  essential  in  minimizing  differ- 
ences of  opinion  and  in  assuring  the  eventual  success  of  a 
continiiing  capital  outlay  program. 

During  the  recent  sales  tax  controversy  in  the  State 
Legislature,  our  state  representative  Steve  Weeks  ably  ex- 
plained his  position  in  considerable  detail  in  the  local  press. 
To  establish  our  point  we  take  the  liberty  to  quote  the 
following :  "Governmental  needs  are  endless  and  each  one 
with  a  dozen  judicious  reasons  on  which  to  base  its  plea 
for  recognition.  But  each  one  must  be  measured  in  terms 
of  every  other  need.  For  the  concentration  of  funds  in 
the  direction  of  any  one  need  curtails  the  development  and 
improvement  of  the  others."

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Inhabitants  and  Taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Eastham : 

Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-nine  has  been  a  good  year 
for  the  most  part  in  Eastham.  Many  projects  were  completed 
and  generally  it  seems  the  Town  and  its  citizens  prospered. 

The  new  Regional  High  School  Building  Program  has 
n(;w  been  appi'oved  as  has  the  financing  for  it.  Construction 
has  begun  off  Cable  Koad  and  is  slated  for  completion  in 
July  1071.  Although  its  loeation  in  Eastham  will  impose 
some  liabilities  upon  our  toAvn,  we  sincerely  hope  that  hav- 
ing the  school  here  Avill  in  the  overall  picture  benefit  East- 
ham. Brackett  T^oad.  th*^  main  entrance  to  the  school,  has 
been  virtually  completed  and  we  now  await  approval  from 
the  Commonwealth  on  our  request  for  traffic  lights  at  the 
intersection  of  Brackett  Road  and  Route  6. 

AVe  are  quite  proud  of  our  ncAv  Comfort  Station  facili- 
ties at  First  Encounter  Beach..  Our  plans  at  this  time  are  to 
eontinue  buildin^i'  facilities  each  vear  at  our  other  beaches 
using  this  building  as  a  model.  We  regret  the  delayed  open- 
ing this  year  due  to  a  lack  of  materials,  however  when  it 
did  open  for  use  many,  many  people  expressed  their  plea- 
sure with  its  appearance  and  facilities. 

We  could  not  report  to  you  this  year  without  mention- 
ing the  sph^ndirl  effort  and  cooperation  which  we  have  re- 
ceived from  oui-  unpaid  Boards.  Committees,  and  Commis- 
sions. Almost  Avithout  exception  there  were  many  more 
meetings  than  in  the  past.  To  record  their  activities  would 
be  r(»petitious.  as  each  is  submitting  their  own  report,  suf- 
fice to  say  that  theii'  advise  and  assistance  has  been  invalu- 
able. May  we  also  point  to  the  dedicated  work  of  our  num- 
erous elected  and  appointed  Boards  and  Officers.  Without 
them  to  join  together  as  a  team  to  work  for  your  best  in- 
terests our  task  would  be  impossible. 

Most  of  us  have  been  ''around  the  Hall''  for  quite  some 
time  and  so  it  is  with  great  reluctance  and  deep  sorrow  that 
we  have  received  the  notice  of  Luther  P.  Smith's  retirement. 
For  over  twenty  years  Luther's  life  was  Eastham.  We  can't 
think  of  anyone  who  so  deserved  the  title  ''Town  Father." 
We'll  all  miss  his  quiet  manner  and  good  advice  more  than 
we  can  sav. 
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Ill  the  year  ahead  we  envision  continued  progress  in 
many  areas,  most  of  which  are  covered  in  the  various  re- 
ports which  follow  this  one.  Perhaps  the  most  difficult  pro- 
blem facing  us  is  traffic  control.  It  has  been  reported  that 
we  have  asked  the  state's  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
delay  proceeding  with  plans  for  an  extension  of  the  Mid- 
Cape  Highway  through  Eastham,  but  the  problem  of  traffic 
can  not  be  ignored.  We  sincerely  hope  that  with  your  sug- 
gestions that  the  concerned  Boards  can  find  a  better  alter- 
native this  year. 

Some  time  during  the  next  year  we  expect  that  tlie 
Penii.  Central  Railroad  will  offer  the  old  New  York,  New 
Haven,  and  Hartford  properties  to  the  town.  This  land  con- 
sists of  the  old  railroad  right-of-way  and  numerous  parcels 
adding  up  to  over  twenty  acres.  Please  give  the  acquisition 
of  this  land  serious  thought  as  it  shall  relate  to  traffic 
control  and  our  town  disposal  area  as  well  as  other  possi- 
bilities. Several  years  ago  twenty  thousand  ($20,000.00)  was 
appropriated  to  purchase  certain  parcels  from  the  New  York 
New  Haven,  and  Hartford  Railroad  near  the  disposal  area. 
Due  to  a  legal  technicality  we  have  had  to  return  this 
money  to  '"available  funds'',  but  if  the  voters  wish  it  so  it 
may  be  withdrawn  again  for  this  purpose. 

We  also  hope  to  continue  erosion  control  along  our 
Bay  shores.  Although  the  original  groin  construction  was 
found  to  be  lacking  in  effectiveness,  this  year  we  feel  that 
the  goal  is  the  same  and  that  continuing  the  project  with 
additional  knowledge  gathered  this  year  will  help  us  t(; 
stabalize  the  shoreline  in  time. 

Tlie  firm  of  Whitman  and  Howard  Inc.  has  been  em- 
ployed, using  federal  funds,  to  make  a  study  of  a  town 
water  systen  for  Eastham.  Hopefully  we  will  have  this  re- 
port for  town  meeting  time  in  1970,  however  because  the 
present  information  available  is  so  sketchy,  we  plan  no  act- 
ion on  their  report  this  year. 

A  serious  proposal  for  Zoning  By-Laws  which  relate  to 
conservation  measures  is  included  in  the  Warrant  this  3'ear. 
We  strongly  feel  that  the  adoption  of  this  proposal  will  be 
a  large  step  forward  in  retaining  our  greatest  natural  re- 
source, our  shoreline.  It  is  always  repugnant  to  limit  th( 
use  of  nature's  gifts,  but  if  we  are  to  keep  Eastham's  beauti- 
ful and  bountiful  shores  and  marshes  in  tact  thev  must  be 
protected. 
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In  closing  ma}^  we  thank  all  the  citizens  and  taxpayers 
of  Eastham  for  their  support  and  cooperation.  We  need 
yonr  help  more  than  ever  now,  so  please  feel  that  our  door 
is  always  open  to  you  and  that  your  suggestions  are  wel- 
come.

The  Board  of  Assessors  has  no  intention  of  interpret- 
ing these  figures,  nor  can  they  be  considered  official,  how- 
ever, they  do  present  an  interesting  picture  for  purposes 
of  comparison.  It  will  become  immediately  apparent  that 
a  gap  in  the  acreage  figures  exists.  This  may  be  attributed 
to  such  items  as  the  state  highway,  the  Audubon  Society 
property,  bodies  of  water  and  other  assorted  untaxable 
properties. 


The  only  other  si<^nificant  item  to  be  reported  is  the 
apparent  fact  that  the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore  has 
acquired  very  little  property  due  to  a  lack  of  funds  which 
should  result  in  a  significant  increase  in  the  total  assessed 
value  of  the  town  for  the  first  time  in  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
EASTHAM  APPEALS  BOARD 


To  the  Jlouorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Tlie  year  1969.  during-  wliicli  a  total  of  thirty-five 
eases  were  processed  and  heard,  has  proven  to  be  by  far 
the  most  active  in  tlie  eighteen  year  history  of  zoning  in 
the  Town  of  Eastliam.  It  should  also  be  pointed  out  here 
tliat  this  iiumbei-  could  easily  liave  increased  by  at  least 
.iiiothei-  fifty  per  cent  had  it  not  ])een  for  the  numerous 
informal  discussions  and  helpful  counselling  sessions  held 
with  prospective  appellants  by  the  Building  Inspector  and 
various  Appeal  aiul  Planning  Board  members. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  again  this  year  the  great 
I>r(^)>ondei*ance  of  petitions  r-eceived,  namely  nineteen,  in- 
volved, eithei"  partially  or  wiiolly,  non-conforming  build- 
ings, strnctnres,  oi*  land  uses  provided  for  under  Section 
\^I1  of  the  Zoning  Code. 

On  oi'  about  July  9th  the  Board  ^of  Selectmen,  at  their 
own  request,  received  from  the  Ilyannis  law  offices  of 
Hayes  and  Creney  a  written  opinion  in  regard  to  various 
(piestions  concei'ning  the  })roper  treatment  of  under-sized 
lots  laid  ont  on  existing  subdivision  plans  which  were  re- 
corded prior  to  tlie  passMge  in  1952  of  our  present  zoning 
by-hiw  requiring  20,000  sqnare  feet  of  area  and  135  feet 
of  street  frontage,  and  an  interpretation  of  the  effect  of 
Section  5A  of  Chapter  4()A  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  'On  this  situation.  As  a  result  of  this  legal  opinion 
the  Bnilding  Inspector  felt  obliged  to  refuse  building  per- 
mits on  lots  falling  under  this  categor.y  which  action 
brought  an  additional  five  or  six  cases  to  the  Board  for 
hearings. 

The  Planning  Board,  having  kept  in  close  touch  with 
the  aff'airs  of  the  Appeal  Board  and  the  Building  Tns})ector, 
is  (|uite  coiiiiixant  of  the  a])ove  problems,  and  in  an  at- 
tempt to  alleviate  some  of  the  burden,  is  ])resenting  two 
articles  for  inclusion  in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  War- 
rMiit  for  1970  which  propose  helpful  and  corrective  changes 


in  the  Avordiug  of  Section  VI  and  Section  VII  of  the  Zon- 
inij:  By-Law.  It  is  the  urgent  hope  of  the  Board  that  the 
Townspeople  will  see  fit  to  favor  these  articles. 

Tiie  following  is  a  listing  of  the  thirty-five  cases  that 
actually  came  to  hnal  hearing,  and  these  are  noted  down 
in  chronological  order  under  the  names  of  the  appellants, 
together  with  the  final  disposition  of  each  case.

These 
people  compose  what  has  continued  to  be  a  most  cooper- 
ative, congenial  group  whose  genuine  interest,  faithful 
hearing  attendance,  and  carefully  considered  decisions 
have  beeu  most  gratifying. 

Again  this  yefii-  the  Board  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Leslie  H. 
Morse.  Jr.,  lUiildiug  Inspector,  and  to  Mr.  John  B.  Curtiss, 
Plaiming  Board  member  for  their  continuing  interest  and 
help,  aud  their  steady  hearing  attendance  aud  active 
participation  in  case  discussions. 

Much  to  be  desired  is  this  type  of  close,  friendl}^  co- 
operation that  it  has  been  possible  to  achieve  among  these 
three  agencies  of  the  Town,  acting  each  in  its  special  Held 
and  capacity  as  guardian  of  the  Town's  By-Laws  and 
guide  for  its  present  and  future  development.  In  vicAV  of 
the  record-breaking  number  of  residential  and  commercial 
construction  permits  issued  this  year  such  active  coopera- 
tion becomes  increasingly  more  important  as  pressures 
build  to  accelerate  the  development  of  an  ever-shrinking 
supply  of  aA'ailable  open  land  and  to  intensify  coverage 
and  use  of  those  areas  already  developed.  In  this  situation 
of  heavy  economic  jiressure  there  are  bound  to  be  some 
serious  attempts  to  break  down  the  protectii^e  barriers  of 
the  Building,  Planning,  and  Zoning  Codes  for  the  Town. 
It  is  at  precisely  this  point  at  which  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor, the  Planning  Board,  and  the  Appeal  Board  become 
directly  involved,  and  if  each  is  ])r()perly  informed  and  con- 
scientiously concerned,  and  equipped  by  the  toAvnspeople 
with  an  adequate,  efficient,  and  Avell-considered  set  of 
protective  by-laws,  then  prospects  for  an  iorderly,  desir- 
able development  pattern  for  the  Town  are  most  favor- 
ably ensured.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Tlie  Finaiiee  Couiiiiittee  enjoyed  a  relatively  mild  year 
witli  only  one  Special  Town  Meetin^r.  Furthermore,  tlie  var- 
ious departments  tliis  year  have  made  special  efforts  to  live 
within  tlieir  bud<>'ets  even  in  the  face  of  rapidly  rising  costs. 
Tlie  result  lias  been  noted  in  the  few  transfers  from  the 
Reserve  Account  A'oted  by  the  Finance  Committee  this  year. 
A  total  of  seven  requests  for  ^2.116.nf)  were  ap]n'OYed. 

The  Finance  ("oiimi ittec^  and  Selectmen  instituted  an 
inventory  of  equipment  and  buildinjrs  owned  by  the  town. 
PVom  this  inventory  it  is  ho])ed  to  achieve  a  (dearer  idea  of 
the  value  and  estimated  life  of  said  equipment  and  struc- 
tures. This  inventory  will  also  assist  in  schedulin<>'  replace- 
ment of  oi-  major  re])airs  to  (H|ui]nn(Mit  and  strnctnres. 

Extejisi\-e  h(^arin<>'s  (some  40  ])lus  hours  i  are  bein<»'  held 
on  the  bud<i-(>ts  and  ai-tich^s  in  the  1070  Town  AVarrant. 
This  is  the  only  time  many  of  these  i^^(^ms  will  receive  exten- 
sive sci'utiny  before^  thvy  aiM^  A'oted  on  in  tln^  town  meetinii". 

The  Personnel  Hoard  Avill  be  spons()rin<>"  a  number  of 
amendments  to  the  Personne!  liy-Law.  These  amendments 
include  (dian<i'es  in  (dassif ication.  (dai"if ication  of  certain 
]){)ints,  modifications  of  vacation  ■i)olicy  and  a,  .u'cjieral  10% 
increase  in  hU  ])ay  categories. 

The  ("a|)ital  Outlay  Pi'ogram  recommended  by  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  and  ado})ted  by  a  resolution  at  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  of  A])ril  (S,  .lf)()5  has  not  been  an  unqualified 
success  to  date.  However,  th.e  Annual  Town  Meeting  in 
i\Iarch  su])p()rted  the  contc^ntion  of  the  Finance  Com- 

mittee that  there  had  b(M^n  less  than  whole-hearted  coopera- 
tion on  this  ])r()gi*am  by  defeating  a  number  of  capital  out- 
lay arti(des  not  recommeiuled  by  the  committee.  The  Finance 
Committee  is  gratified  by  tlie  cooperation  now  received  fnoni 
departjuent  heads,  committee  chairman  and  the  Selectmen. 
A.  glance  at  last  year's  report  will  show  that  only  two  capi- 
tal outlay  items  were  anticipated  for  1970.  A  glance  at  the 
Capital  Outlay  Summary  compiled  this  Fall  shows  an  en- 
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lirely  different  picture  through  1974.  Experience  with  this 
program  underlines  the  necessity  of  cooperation  with  and 
from  all  departments  of  town  government.  It  is  further 
recommended  that  the  Finance  Committee  require  all  de- 
partments to  revise  and  up-date  their  Capital  Outlay  pro- 
grams early  each  Fall  so  that  the  committee  may  liold  hear- 
ings on  proposed  capital  expenditures  in  order  to  determine 
the  year  proposed  outlays  will  be  presented  to  the  Town 
Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committe  voted  to  raise  the  minimum 
expenditure  needed  to  qualify  for  a  Capital  Outlay  from 
$500.00  to  $1500.00  this  year.  HoAvever,  the  committee  has 
broadened  the  definition  of  capital  outlay  to  include  ex- 
penditures in  excess  of  $1500.00  for  maintenance  upon 
structures  and  facilities  as  well  as  including  all  replacement 
of  equipment  with  a  gross  cost  in  excess  of  $1500.00.  In 
short,  Capital  Outlay  can  now  be  defined  as  those  expendi- 
tures for  items  with  a  gross  cost  in  excess  of  $1500.00  which 
will  maintain  or  increase  the  value  of  the  capital  inventor}^ 
(structures,  facilities  and  equipment)  of  tlie  town. 

The  Finance  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  Select- 
men, Miss  Smith  and  ail  other  town  officials  and  employees 
for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Taxpayers 
of  the  Town  of  Eastham. 

In  compliance  with  the  Personnel  By-Law  adopted  by 
the  Town  of  Eastham  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March 
1969,  you  are  advised  that  the  Personnel  Board  was  ^officially 
appointed  effective  April  1,  1969. 

Although  Ave  have  met  30  times  this  year,  we  believe  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  continue  meeting  each  week  from 
now  on.  At  first  we  had  to  organize,  then  ascertain  the 
system  being  used  in  maintaining  records  of  the  various 
employees  of  the  Town. 

Because  there  were  no  records  of  time  taken  by  our 
employees,  i.e. ;  vacation,  sick,  or  other  leave,  we  have  initiat- 
ed a  Time  and  Leave  system.  Although  we  on  the  PervSonnel 
Board  are  not  completely  satisfied  with  the  sj^stem,  it  is  the 
first  step  in  the  right  direction. 

Further,  we  have  had  prepared  an  Application  for  Em- 
ployment, which  shall  be  filled  out  by  each  and  every  em- 
ployee of  the  Town ;  also  by  all  future  employees.  The  infor- 
mation requested  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  Town  Accountant 
in  maintaining  the  Personnel  records  of  employees  for  fu- 
ture reference. 

We  have  proposed  amendments  to  the  present  By-Law, 
which  we  feel  are  most  important  to  the  Taxpayers  and 
fair  to  the  employees,  thereby  enabling  the  Town  to  hold 
the  employee  and  when  and  if  necessary,  we  will  be  in  a 
position  to  secure  new  employees. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  thank  the  JSelectmen,  Super- 
visors and  especially  the  clerical  force  who  have  given  us 
help  and  assistance  in  complying  with  our  By-Law  relative 
to  Personnel.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FiRE  CHIEF 


To  tlio  Honorable  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Eastham. 

T  hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for 
the  vear. 

Rescue  Calls  have  increased  28%,  Fire  Calls  2%,  Investi 
♦rations  and  requests  of  additional  services  80%.  Each  year 
due  to  this  increase,  we  find  we  need  more  men,  training* 
and  equipment.  Men  to  spread  the  load  of  work,  training* 
to  aquire  the  knowledge  of  the  various  phases  of  fire  and 
rescue  work  and  more  equipment  to  replace  worn  obsolete 
and  ])rovide  more  efficient  and  the  latest  of  modern  devel- 
opments in  fire  fighting.  We  have  a  1955  Patrol  Truck 
with  120, 000  miles,  that  needs  rephicement.  The  tank  has 
been  repaired  three  times,  the  engine  needs  extensive  work 
and  the  steering  gear  needs  to  be  replaced.  I  feel  it  would 
be  better  to  replace  the  truck  than  repair  it.  I  have  placed 
an  article  in  the  Warrant  for  $9,000.00  to  purchase  and 
equip  a  four-wheel -drive  three-quarter  ton  truck.  An  article 
for  surfacing  the  parking  area  around  the  Fire  Station  is  in 
the  Warrant.  The  sand  is  cutting  the  linoleum  flooring  very 
badly  in  the  building. 

I  liave  plac^ed  an  article  for  a  full  time  P^ire  Chief  in 
this  Annual  Warrant.  At  this  time  there  are  discussions 
with  the  Personnel  Board  and  the  Selectmen  concerning 
salary.  Town  Growth,  need  for  every  day  records,  burner 
permits,  inspections  for  fire  prevention  and  the  new  Nauset 
Regional  High  School,  alarm  systems  and  faster  response  of 
equipment  are  just  a  few  of  the  reasons  for  the  need  of  a 
full  time  Chief. 

We  have  28  men  at  the  present  time  who  are  doubling 
as  rescue  men. 

It  was  very  gratifying  to  have  so  many  interested  people 
come  to  see  our  new  addition  in  July  at  the  open  house.  T 
feel  we  have  the  basic  room  for  any  future  expansion  the 
Town  will  need.  The  Firemen's  Association  members  are 
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now  building  our  kitchen  in  the  basement.  The  old  kitchen 
has  been  removed  from  the  apparatus  room. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Department  and 
the  other  Departments  for  their  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYORS 
AND  MAINTENANCE  CHIEF 


To  tlie  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Eastham : 

Tl]e  reconstruction  of  Brackett  Road  was  the  major 
accomplishment  of  tliis  Department  this  year.  Only  sonk^ 
minor  Avork  at  its  intersection  with  Nauset  Road  and  the 
loaming-  and  aseeding  of  the  banks  remains  to  be  finished. 

For  the  first  time  this  past  year  an  appropriation  for 
drainage  was  avaihible  to  ns.  This  has  enabled  us  to  begin 
the  rebuilding  the  culvert  under  Gov.  Prence  Road  as  well 
as  to  install  15  catch  basins  throughout  the  town.  As  we 
stated  last  year  we  hope  tliis  will  become  an  annual  appro- 
jjriation  because  it  will  be  many  years  before  we  relieve  all 
the  troubled  areas  in  toAvn.  . 

xis  usual,  the  Chapter  81  appropriation  was  used  for 
maintaining  tlie  existing-  roads  in  town.  This  work  consists 
mostly  of  oiling,  sanding  and  patching. 

Two  projects  remain  unfinished  this  year  Avhich  we 
plan  to  work  on  this  Spring.  One  is  the  widening  of  Meeting- 
house Road  which  will  be  done  under  Chapter  81.  The  other 
is  to  buikl  a  '"mix-on-place  strip''  near  the  town  gravel 
pit.  'I'Jie  funds  for  this  (H^1,500.J  are  included  in  the  High- 
wav  General  account. 

Signs  are  becoming  a  real  problem  in  Eastham.  During 
1969  nearly  one  thousand  ($1,000.)  dollars  was  spent  re- 
placing and  erecting  signs,  not  to  mention  many  hours  of 
repeated  labor  maintaining  these  signs.  Both  the  Police  and 
this  Department  would  appreciate  your  cooperation  in  try- 
ing to  curtail  this  unnecessary  expense  by  reporting  viola- 
tors wheiiever  possible. 

With  Chapter  90  funds  for  1970  we  plan  to  finislt 
Brackett  Road.  The  unexpended  balance  we  will  tlien  carry 
forward  to  build  into  a  sufficient  amount  to  attempt  to 
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carry  out  our  next  project  in  one  year  instead  of  doin<i'  a 
little  each  year.  Not  all  roads  should  be  constructed  to 
Chapter  90's  rigid  specifications,  especialh^  with  regard  to 
design.  At  the  moment  we  have  not  decided  what  our  next 
Chapter  90  job  will  be,  but  as  traffic  problems  amount  wi^ 
feel  sure  it  will  be  put  to  good  use  in  the  future. 

Tn  closing  the  Department  and  all  hands  would  like  to 
thank  the  taxpaj^ers  for  their  cooperation.  If  there  is  any 
way  that  we  may  serve  you,  please  call  the  Highway  Garage.

Duriiiir  the  past  year  the  Planninir  Board  held  thirteen 
Publie  IT(vn'inprs  for  proposed  subdivisions,  all  of  whi'di  were 
approved,  thus  creatino-  a  total  of  122  lots.  Under  the  "Ap- 
proval not  required"  by-law.  25  plans  were  sio^ned  ereatina* 
an  additional  thirty  lots.  A  representative  of  the  Plannin<i' 
Board  was  present  at  all  hearing's  of  the  Board  of  Appeals 
and  there  expressed  the  Plannincr  Board's  opinions  as  to  the 
desirability  of  granting-  or  denial  of  the  appellant's  petition 
with  reference  to  the  effect  on  the  Town's  Codes. 

The  Master  Plan  for  tln^  Town  has  ])rog'ressed  niueli 
inf)re  slowly  than  Ave  would  like  despite  efforts  to  expedite 
it.  However,  Ave  noAv  have  the  final  report  and  its  summary 
in  process  and  Ave  anticipate  release  of  both  A^ery  shortly. 

One  of  the  major  difficulties  that  arose  this  year  Avas 
■f^he  interpretation  of  Acts  of  the  Commonwealth  and  court 
decisions  regarding'  these  acts  that  affected  our  Section  VT 
of  the  Zoning  By-Law^s  regarding  pre-existing  sub-standard 
lots.  We  are  in  the  process  of  rcA'ising  this  section  to  alloAv 
the  legal  use  of  such  lots  as  intended  by  the  present  AA'ording- 
<»f  the  P>y-LaAv  Avithrnit  the  method  noAV  forced  upon  us  that 
rcfjuires  aetion  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  alloAV  the  issuanc,' 
of  Building  Permits  for  such  lots.  Tn  addition  Ave  are  propos- 
ing ri'A'isions  to  the  non-conforming  proA'isions  fRectio]i  YTT 
of  our  Zoning  By-TvaAV  regarding  conforming  additions  to 
non-conforming  dAvcllings.  These  rcAdsed  sections  Avill  be 
presented  to  you  at  the  1970  Annual  Toaahi  Meeting  for  con- 
sideration and  Ave  h(>j)(^  they  aahII  receiA'c  faA'orable  action. 

Conferences  avcm'c  held  Avith  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
The  Mass.  Dept.  of  Public  Works  and  AAdth  interested  ToAAms- 
people  I'cgarding  any  possible  futur*^  extensions  of  a  ucaa' 
Mid-Cape  ITiglnvay  from  Orleans  to  ProAdncetown.  Thes(» 
conferences  resulted  in  the  receipt  of  a  statement  by  the 
Department  of  Public  AYorks  that  they  did  not  intend  to 
continue  any  studies  or  take  any  action  on  such  a  road  at 
this  time.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Master  Planning 
Agency  recommends  continuing  studies  of  Mid-Cape  exten- 
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sions.  Therefore,  we  feel  that  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town  to  continue  to  investigate  all  means  of  traffic  im- 
provements on  Route  Six  whether  by  installation  of  traffic 
controls,  revision  of  speed  limits,  deletion  of  curbing'  and 
the  relocation  of  power  lines  from  the  present  overhead 
system  to  an  underground  system;  plus  to  study  and  recom- 
mend improvements  in  existing  secondary  Town  roads  for 
the  local  traffic  circulation  or  any  other  means  suggested 
for  control  of  traffic  flow.

To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  Eastliam : 

Again  the  Sanitary  Land  Fill  operation  at  the  Town 
Dump  is  of  prime  importance.  The  State  Department  of 
Health  now  requires  that  this  operation  be  continued 
throughout  the  vear.  This  will  of  course  cost  more  than 
the  present  Seasonal  Program  and  we  hope  to  get  the 
necessary  appropriation  at  Town  Meeting. 

Xumberous  bacteria  tests  were  made  at  Great  Pond, 
Herring  Pond,  the  Town  Beaches  and  Shellfish  areas  and 
all  places  were  found  to  have  a  count  well  below  the  safety 
figure. 

Location  and  installation  of  sewage  disposal  have  been 
carefully  checked  by  both  your  Building  and  Plumbing 
Inspectors  and  on  several  occasions  in  conjunction  with  the 
County  Board  of  Health.  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-five

cesspool  permits  were  issued  this  year. 

The  tick  and  Pest  Control  program  will  be  continued.

To  the  Board  of  Health 
Town  of  Eastham 

T  am  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  of  the 
Barnstable  County  Health  Department  for  the  year  1969. 

On  August  20,  1969,  Rubella  (German  Measles)  vac- 
cine was  made  available  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health.  Rubella  is  usually  a  mild  disease.  It 
assumes  tremendous  importance  when  a  pregnant  woman 
contracts  the  disease  during  the  first  trimester  of  preg- 
nancy because  of  the  possibility  of  congenital  defects  in 
the  newborn.  There  is  a  20  per  cent  risk  of  a  dead  or  de- 
formed infant.  Thus,  the  most  important  objective  of  i\ 
Rubella  Control  Program  is  the  prevention  of  maternal  ru- 
bella. This  can  best  be  accomplished  at  the  present  time 
by  reducing  the  reservior  of  rubella  virus  in  the  community 
through  the  immunization  of  children.  Children,  particu- 
larly in  the  early  grades  of  school,  are  the  biggest  source 
of  infection  to  mothers  who  are  still  susceptible.  They  are 
also  the  major  source  of  transmission  of  the  disease  in  the 
community.  The  objective  of  the  1969-1970  school  year  is 
to  immunize  both  boys  and  girls,  kindergarten  through 
grade  three  with  plans  to  eventually  include  children  one 
year  through  junior  high  school  age. 

The  increased  needs  for  all  kinds  of  services,  the  con- 
tinued rise  in  costs  creating  competition  for  the  tax  dollar 
and  the  need  to  improve  the  use  of  the  available  profes- 
sionally prepared  human  resources  demands  that  all  pro- 
vider agencies  must  cooperate  in  planning  for  and  in  the 
delivery  of  the  needed  health  services  for  every  citizen 
in  Barnstable  County. 

We  see  the  present  reorganization  process  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  State 
Comprehensive  Health  Planning  Program  for  Massachu- 
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setts  as  two  important  steps  in  helping  the  local  health 
agencies  in  reaching  this  goal.  The  Barnstable  ^ '  area  pro- 
vider and  consumer  representatives  have  just  begun  their 
planning  for  a  study  of  our  health  needs  and  of  the  best 
systems  to  provide  the  services  to  take  care  of  the  confir- 
med health  needs  of  all  citizens. 

If  the  Barnstable  County  citizens  become  determined 
to  meet  the  challenge  of  ^'promoting  and  assuring  the  high- 
est level  of  health  attainable  for  every  person"  the  ''Part- 
nership for  Health  Act  of  1966"  can  become  a  reality. 

The  second  nurse  position  was  filled  late  this  year. 
This  will  provide  additional  qualified  public  health  nursing 
supervision  to  the  staff  of  seven  home  health  agencies; 
consultation  to  Boards  of  Health,  school  health  nursing 
personnel  and  Home  Health  Agencies  that  have  qualified 
nurse  supervision. 


DENTAL  HEALTH 

The  program  emphasis  is  continued  health  education, 
consultation  to  the  community  and  school  programs,  with 
direct  service  limited  to  headstart  and  pre-school  age 
groups.  A  highlight  of  this  year  was  the  participation  in  a 
research  project  with  the  Barnstable  School  System,  For- 
syth Dental  Center  and  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  studying  the  fluoride  content  in  children's 
teeth.  Dental  caries  continues  to  be  a  top  public  health 
problem.  There  is  a  safe  preventive  measure,  and  legisla- 
tion available,  all  that  is  needed  is  positive  community 
action. 

Environmental  Sanitation 

The  surveillance  program  of  all  public  service  facilities 
continues  to  expand  annually.  More  time  has  been  used 
in  water  pollution  control  in  cooperation  with  the  Boards 
of  Health,  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Natural  Resources. 

We  recommend  the  board  of  health  request  the  town 
planning  board  to  have  the  plot  include  the  contour  levels 
and  a  determination  of  the  ground  water  table.  This  would 
limit  problems  created  by  the  sewage  disposal  and  protect 
the  water  supplies. 
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Nursing  Service 

The  number  of  public  health  nurses  employed  in 
Barnstable  County  continues  to  rise :  The  year  and  number 
employed 

1965         1966         1967         1968  1969 

33  43  51  52  55 

of  the  number  employed  in  1969,  nine  are  employed  in  a 
greneralized  nursing  service,  15  in  home  visiting  only,  21  in 
schools,  3  in  headstart  and  7  as  consultant-directors,  execu- 
tive director  and/or  supervisor.  Of  the  total  of  55;  15  are 
public  health  nurses.  Eight  were  newly  employed  and  need- 
ed orientation. 

Services  provided  had  more  emphasis  on  direct  super- 
vision of  nurses  employed  by  towns  and  schools;  all  town 
nurses  are  now  using  one  of  the  standard  methods  of 
keeping  patient-care  records,  keeping  a  daily  and  monthly 
statistical  record  of  kinds  of  cases  and  kind  of  care  given, 
age  distribution  and  type  of  payment  made.  Analysis  and 
evaluation  of  data  will  be  done. 


Some  proposed  plans  for  the  coming  year  are : 

1.  Strengthening  the  maternal  and  child  health  ser- 
vices by  in-service  education  programs  and  indivi- 
dual direction. 

2.  Developing  more  meaningful  service  by  the  public 
health  nurse  as  a  part  of  the  State  Crippled  Child- 
ren's program. 

3.  Participating  in  the  development  of  policies  for 
school  health  programs  through  committee  involve- 
ment. 

4.  Strengthening  the  role  of  the  professional  advisory 
committees:  for  example,  policy  and  programs  de- 
veloped for  Home  Health  Agencies,  Cape  Cod  Com- 
munity College  Health  Service  and  Headstart  health 
services. 

5.  Study  and  evaluation  of  supervision  provided  to 
nurses;  review  of  all  nursing  activities  related  to 
the  purpose  of  improvement  of  nursing  service  in 
Barnstable  County. 
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Social  Service 

The  medical  social  worker  has  completed  the  first  full 
year  in  this  new  position  to  the  County.  She  serves  as 
consultant  to  all  members  of  the  health  department  staff. 
Board  of  Health,  community  and  school  nurses,  local  phy- 
sicians, hospital  and  nursinor  home  professional  personnel, 
and  fill  public  and  private  agencies. 

An  improtant  phase  of  the  program  has  been  to  estab- 
lish a  workable  referral  proorram,  providinpr  proper  use  of 
resources  and  resultinpr  in  better  services  to  the  people  in 
this  area.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SHELLFISH  CONSTABLE 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Planted  in  Salt  Pond:  247  bushels  of  large  quahags. 

Planted  at  West  Shore  (Herring  Run,  First  Encounter, 
Bee's  River,  Boat  Meadow,  and  Rock  Harbor  Landings): 
25  bushels  of  large  quahogs,  hopefully  to  act  as  breeding 
stock. 

Planted  between  Hemenway's  Landing  and  Station 
Bay :  40  bushels  of  large  quahogs. 

Rafted  in  Salt  Pond :  120  "strings"  of  oyster  spat,  with 
advice  and  help  of  Mr.  Arnold  Carr,  Mass.  Div.  of  Marine 
Fisheries  Biologist  and  Miss  Mary  Dowgert,  Massachusetts 
(and  Eastham's)  first  female  Shellfish  Constable  and  Ma- 
rine Biology  expert.  The  oyster  farming,  in  part  subsidized 
by  the  State,  is  an  effort  not  only  to  have  some  oysters 
available  to  the  Town  next  winter,  but  also  to  raise  our 
own  breeding  stock  so  oysters  may  once  again  be  a  welcome 
part  of  Eastham's  shellfisheries. 
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Quahoors  taken  from  Cape  Cod  Bay  by  power  dredorinof : 
No  true  estimate,  but  the  catch  seems  to  be  increasin^r. 
Because  of  conflicting  reports  we  feel  a  survey  is  essential 
for  more  intelligent  regulation.  Five  boats  operating :  three 
with  "knife"  dredges;  two  with  hydraulic  dredges. 

Clams :  commercial :  probably  in  excess  of  300  barrels 
(900  bushels')  at  approximately  $40  per  barrel,  taken  mostly 
from  Nauset  Flats  and  Bee's  River. 

Clams:  Non-commercial  (for  family  use)  Nauset  Flats 
probably  70  barrels  (840  10-quart  pails)  this  summer.  Bee's 
River  more  than  8-1/2  barrels  per  week  for  14  weeks  (1400 
10-quart  pails).  Other  areas  not  too  plentiful. 

Mussels :  commercially  $3,000  worth,  more  or  less. 

Mussels :  non-commercial :  perhaps  as  many  as  five 
buckets  per  day  during  the  summer  months. 

Salt  Pond:  Ouahogs  taken:  343  bushels  or  1371  10- 
quart  pails  by  2,714  persons.  (Not  more  than  one  10-quart 
pail  per  family  per  week.)  Clams :  less  than  10%  take  of 
quahogs  during  those  weeks  areas  were  lopen  to  clamming. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  an  over-due  clam  planting 
project  next  spring  and  we  feel  an  attempt  should  be  made 
to  "sweeten"  and  re-stock  so-called  "Jimmy  Knowles'  Flat" 
in  an  effort  to  reclaim  that  formerly  highly  productive 
clam  area.  Indications  are  that  next  fall  Eastham  will  have 
the  first  scallop  crop  since  1956.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

This  past  summer  there  was  a  total  of  156  boys  and 
^irls  attending:  the  playground,  an  increase  of  50  compared 
to  last  years  fiorures.  The  increase  was  due  to  a  larger 
number  of  summer  visitors  attending,  however,  there  was 
a  drop  in  the  registration  for  local  residents. 

Every  Tuesday  the  boys  competed  with  Orleans  in 
baseball,  basketball,  softball  and  soccer.  The  girls  competed 
with  Orleans,  but  not  on  a  weekly  basis.  Eastham  boys 
participated  in  the  Annual  Lower  Cape  Jr.  Olympics  held 
at  Orleans.  For  the  third  consecutive  year  we  served  as 
host  for  the  Lower  Cape  Girls  Jr.  Olympics.  This  year  the 
Town  of  Eastham  was  represented  by  three  boys  and  two 
girls  in  the  Massachusetts  AAU  Suburban  Jr.  Olympics 
Track  and  Field  Program  held  at  Holyoke,  Massachusetts. 
The  morning  and  early  afternoon  program  consisted  of 
various  races.  We  are  proud  to  report  three  of  our  young- 
sters came  home  winners.

Games  were  played  with  Orleans,  Brewster  and  Wellfleet. 

Saturday  morning  Softball  was  in  operation  from  April 
to  early  June  with  an  enrollment  of  18  girls.  Games  were 
played  against  Orleans  and  Brewster.

Soccer  is  held  in  conjunction  with  Orleans  and  Well- 
fleet  at  Nauset  Regional  High  for  a  period  of  8  weeks.

All  boys  are  given  instructions  in  fundamentals,  boys  are 
intermingled  and  games  are  played.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  taxpayers 
of  the  Town  of  Eastham : 

The  past  year  was  a  year  of  many  changes  in  the 
control  of  tree  pests.  No  long^er  are  insect  supervisors  al- 
lowed to  use  **hard"  pesticides.  These  new  use  laws  are 
jGTood  in  many  ways  because  of  the  gross  misuse  of  these 
chemicals  by  many  persons,  but  the  chemicals  we  are  al- 
lowed to  use  are  a  great  deal  more  in  cost,  and  in  my 
opinion,  the  control  isn't  as  good. 

The  insect  pests  that  over  ran  the  town  five  years  ago 
have  been  controlled  on  the  roadsides  so  now  when  spray- 
ing programs  are  carried  out  for  their  eradication  the 
spray  applicator  has  to  look  very  hard  for  the  insects. 

No  serious  outbreaks  of  any  type  of  insects  or  other 
tree  pests  have  been  found  or  reported.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Waterways  committee  has  concentrated  its  efforts 
in  total  to  the  Eastham  side  of  Rock  Harbor.  This  Spring? 
we  met  with  two  enterprising  gentlemen  who  proposed  to 
lease  from  the  Town  an  area  for  establishing  marina  ser- 
vices and  dockage.  The  Committee,  by  and  large  favored 
some  type  of  operation  which  would  return  revenue  to  the 
Town.  Although  nothing  further  developed  it  may  be  antici- 
pated that  requests  of  this  sort  will  be  forthcoming  in  the 
near  future.  As  such,  the  Committee  recommends  possible 
legal  guidelines  etc.  be  established  relative  to  town  leases 
and  concessions. 

Excellent  aerial  photographs  were  made  of  the  town 
owned  land  and  facilities  at  Rock  Harbor.  From  these 
photographs  the  committee  expects  to  present  to  the  town 
their  recommendations  for  improvements  and  expansions 
starting  in  1971.  Although  several  stop-gap  measures  have 
been  explored  the  committee  feels  that  deliberate  planned 
work  should  be  done  that  will  both  protect  the  work  al- 
ready done  and  further  to  provide  increased  capacity  and 
dockage.

To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Eastham  : 

Your  reactivated  Conservation  Commission  now  com- 
pleting its  second  year  continues  its  work  on  the  herring 
runs  with  the  advice  of  Mr.  John  DeCarlo,  Mass.  Div.  of 
Marine  Fisheries  Fish  Ladder  Expert,  Mr.  John  Hay,  au- 
thor of  '^The  Run",  and  Mr.  Marshall  Case,  Director  of  the 
Cape  Cod  Museum  of  Natural  History.  The  herring  (ale- 
wife)  run  this  year  was  obviously  increased  and  we're  look- 
ing forward  to  a  better  vear  next  vear. 

The  tree  planting  project  started  last  year  was  not 
only  popular  but  successful.  800  tree  seedlings  were  dis- 
tributed. This  year  requests,  over  130  to  date,  have  been 
made  for  2,500  tree  seedlings.  In  order  that  this  project 
may  continue  the  Commission  will  appreciate  any  gifts  the 
recipients  of  the  seedlings  may  care  to  make. 

The  Commission,  answering  a  request  by  the  Firemen, 
liad  trees  planted  on  the  bank  north  of  the  Fire  Station. 
The  Mass.  Dept.  of  Public  Works  planted  free  larger  trees 
along  route  6  in  front  of  the  Congregational  and  Soldier's 
Cemetery.  Willow  trees  were  planted  at  both  herring  runs, 
thanks  to  Mr.  Paul  Olivier.  We  plan  to  plant  trees  on  the 
Windmill  Green  to  replace  the  dead  cherry  trees  there. 

Several  members  of  the  Commission  are  attending  a 
conservation  course  in  Hyannis. 

Progress  has  been  made  on  a  "green  belt''  map  for  the 
town,  an  important  aid  in  retaining  open  spaces  and  natural 
resources  for  generations  to  come. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  Fred  Carey  for 
his  help  on  keeping  the  herring  runs  open  at  the  beach  at 
critical  times.  Also  special  thanks  to  the  Eastham  Rod  and 
Gun  Club  and  those  many  friends  who  helped  when  needed 
most.

The  folIoAviiijr  constitutes  the  finnl  report  of  tlie

Tile  need  for  additional  space  at  the  Elementary 
School  Avas  i'e])ort(Ml  by  tlie  Eastham  School  Committee  in 
Octobei"  inbT.  As  a  ]-t^sult  of  this  rej^ort  a  Special  Town 
Meetinir  authorizcHl  the  formation  of  a  five  m'Mnber  Seho^-l 
Addition  Plannin<r  Committee  and  transf(M"ed  for  its 

ex])enses  on  Deci^nber  1.  1967. 

The  committ(M'  soon  discovered  that  it  was  confronted 
by  two  basic  considerations:  (li  a  ra]:)idly  increasiinj  s(diool 
population,  and  CI)  the  ])otential  creation  of  a  Re^rional 
^riddle  School  which  would  eliminate  grades  5  and  ()  in 
the  ]")rescnt  Elementary  S(diool.  The  buildin<r  cn]iimittc(> 
selected  a  solution  whicdi  would  add  sonu^  nvw  sp-Acc  to 
the  structure,  but  which  would  also  better  utilize  existing 
s])ace.  It  was  felt  that  tln^  o])enin<>'  of  the  new  ^Middle 
School  would  coincide^  with  the  ri^acddnii'  of  the  structui'c's 
new  cai)acity  thus  allowing  perhaps  five  additional  y(^ars 
before  a  new  building  ju-ogrrim  would  have  to  b(^  under- 
taken. The  delay  in  the  Regional  High  S(dn)ol  Pi*()j(M-t  'and 
tlie  delay  in  the  ^Middle  School)  ]^lus  the  continuing  rapid 
increase  in  the  s(du)ol  ]')o])ulation  of  this  town  now  imlicates 
further  expansion  might  be  needed  prior  to  1076. 

Tin*  ToAvn  adopted  the  building  committ(M'  ])rop()sal  at 
tlu'  annual  meeting  held  ^March  b,  1968.  A  sum  of  ^^117.21-1. 
Avas  transfered  from  available  funds,  the  real  estate  ac- 
count and  the  ))roc(H'ds  from  the  sale  of  land  to  Xauset 
Regioiud  School  Coinnnttee.  In  short,  the  tOAvn  succeedt^l 
in  increasing  the  caj^acity  of  the  Elementary  School  by 
more  than  -V-)' f  without  any  increase  on  the  tax  rate  aiul 
further  indebtedness. 

The  building  committee  (nuide  up  of  the  original  plan- 
ning committee  plus  two  ucav  members)  ])repared  final 
plans  for  the  project  and  })Ut  it  out  to  bid  in  June  19(58. 
AVhen  bids  Avere  opened  July  1,  it  Avas  found  that  Earl  AV. 
Wall  Avas  loAv  bidder  on  the  general  construction  proposal. 
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He  was  awarded  the  contract  but  a  protested  sub-bid  de- 
layed start  on  the  project  for  three  weeks. 

The  addition  was  not  ready  when  school  opened  in 
September  and  the  construction  caused  difficulties  and 
distractions  for  students  and  teachers,  but  they  accepted 
the  j^roblenis  with  good  ^rrace.  The  project  was  substan- 
tially comi)leted  by  January  1969,  although  various  loose 
ends  and  contract  changes  were  not  completed  until  this 
fall.

This  is  liie  5th  annual  report  of  the  Eastliam  Historical 
Society  to  appeal*  in  the  Town  report,  the  Society  havin<2: 
been  founded  and  incorporated  in  1963.  During  the  Mu- 
seum season  from  Saturday,  June  28th  to  Saturday,  Sep- 
tember 27tli  til  ere  were  1530  paid  admissions,  members  and 
children  under  scliool  a«'e  are  admitted  free, 

Imju'ovements  continue  to  be  made  at  the  Museum. 
An  aluminum  storm  door  was  installed  at  the  back  door  of 
the  building'.  Two  ^\  indows  ^vere  installed  in  tlie  rear  of  the 
attic  to  provide  light  and  through  ventilation.  Shelves  and 
a  work  bencii  were  built  in  the  attic  for  the  use  of  the 
Curator.  Flagstone  walks  were  started  and  will  be  finished 
in  the  Spring.  The  flagpole  made  by  the  late  Captain  Ro- 
bert S]>arrow  was  installed  at  the  front  peak  of  the  build- 
ing. 

In  the  Museum  interior,  disj^lays  Avere  rearranged  and 
changed  as  far  as  possible.  Among  the  new  exhibits  was 
the  gift  of  a  miniature  drift  wood  zoo  by  Mrs.  William  J. 
^J'errio.  IsLr.  Albert  Snow  gave  a  collection  of  historical  ma- 
terial including  two  oak  timbers  that  had  been  cut  in  East- 
liam and  used  in  the  building  of  the  first  Congregational 
Church.  Mr.  Maurice  Wiley  gave  an  early  magic  lantern 


with  slides.  Mr.  James  Bresnahaii  gave  a  photostat  copy  of 
possibly  the  first  hand  drawn  map  of  Eastham  made  in 
1795  Avhen  Josiah  Eogers.  Elijah  Knowles.  and  Simeon  At- 
wood  were  selectmen,  and  while  Orleans  was  still  a  part  of 
Eastham.  Donor  Certificate  No.  280  was  the  last  one  issued 
and  the  Societv  thanks  all  who  Si'aYe  exhibits  to  the  Mn- 
seiim. 

An  outstanding  project  of  the  Societ}^  Avas  the  hosting 
of  the  Fall  meeting  of  the  Bay  State  Historical  League  in 
the  Visitors  Center  of  the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore, 
through  the  Courtesy  of  Superintendent  Leslie  P.  Arm- 
berger  and  his  staff.  Fifty-two  Societies  were  represented 
by  141  members.  Mr.  Linw'Ood  Snow  gave  his  lecture 
'Three  Hundred  Years  Before  The  Mast". 

The  Schoolhouse  building  was  100  years  old  in  1969 
and  to  commemorate  this  anniversary  the  Society  had  50 
color  souvenir  tiles  made  of  the  Museum,  some  of  which 
are  still  available,  as  are  copies  of  Mrs.  Horace  Lowp's 
book  "Nauset  on  Cape  Cod  A  History  of  Eastham". 

At  the  "\Earch  annual  meeting  Mr.  Dean  Sears  of  East 
Dennis  spoke  on  the  Shiverick  Ship  Yards  where  several 
of  the  famous  clipper  ships  were  built.  Thanks  are  due  to 
Colonel  Eugene  S.  Clark,  Jr.  of  Sandwich  for  his  loan 
collection  of  scrimshaw  for  the  4th  year. 

The  Society  held  one  book  sale  on  the  ]\Iuseum  grounds 
imder  the  Catalpa  trees,  which  raised  $525.60.  This  book 
sale  has  become  an  annual  affair.  The  sale  was  given  a 
large  number  of  books  by  the  Brewster  Ladies  Library 
and  when  the  Wellfleet  Job  Corps  was  disbanded  their 
library  was  given  for  the  sale.  Mrs.  F.  H.  Jewell,  a  trained 
librarian,  is  going  over  all  books  and  holding  out  any  that 
might  be  suitable  for  an  historical  library. 

The  Cape  Cod  Library  of  historical  and  geneology 
pamphlets  are  available  from  Mr.  Howard  Quinn.

Gentlemen : 

The  year  1^)69  proved  to  be  a  progressive  and  success- 
ful one  for  the  CCPEDC.  Wiiile  the  Commission  was  form- 
ed in  1965.  this  year  saw  the  Commission  completing  its 
second  year  as  a  fiUh'  operational  regional  planning  agency 
for  Barnstable  Cotinty.  We  are  well  into  our  inventory 
phase  of  comprehensive  regional  planning  and  economic 
development  programs.  The  Commission  has  acctmitilated 
an  extensive  amount  of  information  and  statistical  data. 
This  material  along  with  a  number  of  reference  reports 
and  technical  publications  acqtiired  over  the  past  year  has 
been  added  to  our  otfice  library  files  which  are  open  to 
public  use. 

Several  of  the  noteworthy  study  programs  are  as  fol- 
lows : 

1.  Existing  land  use  inventor  was  begun  in  the  sum- 
mer of  19t)^  and  lias  been  completed  with  a  mapping  of 
at  least  10  separate  and  distinct  categories.  A  Master 
Tabular  Sumary  Chart  has  been  developed  showing  the 
ten  regional  land  use  categories  by  acreage  may  be  ex- 
amined at  the  office. 

2.  An  initial  comprehensive  housing  inventory  has 
been  prepared  and  to  date  has  been  approved  by  the  Mass. 
Department  of  Community  Atfairs  for  .office  reference. 

o.  A  studv  of  existino;  zoniuir  bv-laws  and  subdivision 
regulations  was  undertaken  and  compiled  in  master  chart 
form  and  compendium  report  respectively  for  a  compara- 
tive analysis  report  may  be  exammed  at  the  office. 

4.  A  survey  of  publicly  owned  fresh  water  beaches 
started  in  the  summer  of  VMiS  has  been  completed  by  staff* 
members  for  distribution. 

5.  Population  study.  Extensive  research  and  anal- 
ysis resulted  in  the  production  of  Working  Paper  =3, 
tlie  Residential  Population  of  Barnstable  County  and 
covers  the  years  1960  thru  1968  by  Town.  Subsequent  study 
efforts  produced  summer  population  estimates  by  housing 
type  for  tlie  past  season.  A  special  Summary  report  is 
available. 
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6.  TraiLsportatioii.  A  general  overall  iiiveiitory  of  the 
Cape's  existing-  transportation  system  was  completed  by 
the  Commission's  consnltants.  Working  Paper  :^6,  Parts 
I  and  II. 

7.  Eegional  Refnse  Disposal.  The  Commission  thru 
its  coiKsidtants  completed  an  inventory  of  existing  solid 
waste  dis])osal  facilities  and  published  a  report  entitled 
The  Pieui-onal  Public  Facdities  of  Cai)e  Cod,  Part  I,  Re- 
gional Public  Facilities.  Simultaneously,  the  Commission 
encouraged  the  towus  to  join  and  form  the  Barnstable 
County  Pegional  Kefuse  Disposal  Planning  Board.  To  date, 
12  towns  have  joined  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  remaining 
three  will  j^oiii  in  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Eastham : 

Overshadowed  by  our  struggle  to  provide  a  new  high 
school  and  getting  this  structure  started,  a  new  era  has 
been  born.  Educators  and  School  Committee  of  our  Town, 
together  with  the  other  School  Committees  of  Union  #54, 
have  been  wrestling  with  major  educational  concepts  and 
concerns  along  with  new  directives  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  Some  results  of  these  efforts  have  al- 
ready emerged  and  others  are  nearing  culmination.  We 
would  like  to  share  these  projects  with  you  in  order  to 
increase  vour  interest  and  understanding  of  vour  school 
committee's  activities. 

This  year,  the  School  committee  accepted  from  the 
Building  Committee  the  addition  to  the  elementary  school 
as  completed  and  increased  enrollments  proceeded  to  fill 
it.  With  additional  staff  and  teacher  aides  we  are  now 
operating  the  second  largest  elementary  school  in  Union 
#54  The  transported  hot  lunch  from  Nauset  has  worked 
well.  This  was  a  pilot  program  watched  with  interest  by 
your  High  School  Committee  who  had  decided,  as  an  econ- 
omy and  centralizing  move,  to  use  this  system  at  the  new 
high  school  also. 

In  administrators'  reports  you  will  read  of  the  new 
PACE  program  of  instruction  at  the  elementary  school. 
Basically  it  consists  of  a  move  toward  ungraded  schooling 
or  a  modification  thcreuf,  team  teaching  in  effect,  an  em- 
phasis on  more  improvement  in  reading  skill,  as  well  as  an 
increased  use  of  phonics.  Last  but  not  least,  we  have  a  new 
system  of  reporting  students'  progress  to  parents.  The  com- 
mittee has  always  been  pleased  with  the  "atmosphere"  at 
the  school  and  the  professionalism  of  the  staff.  However, 
it  would  be  unfair  of  us  if  we  did  not  remark  of  the 
enthusiasm  and  effort  of  the  Principal  and  all  the  Teachers 
in  establishing  and  implementing  this  new  program  which 
has  created  a  "climate"  in  the  Eastham  Elementary  School 
we  certainly  hope  will  be  sustained.  Anyone  who  has  visted 
the  school  or  attended  Open  House  will  surely  agree  with 
us. 

Shortly  the  lease  for  the  administration  office  in  Or- 
leans will  be  up  for  renewal  including  increases  in  rental 
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cind  purchase  prices.  The  building  as  is  does  not  adequately 
fuUfill  space  requirements  and  Avill  need  extensive  addi- 
tions if  purchased.  A  sub  -  committee  is  investigating  whe- 
ther to  purchase  or  re-lease  tliis  office  or  other  possibilities. 
One  alternative  is  the  possible  acquistion  of  the  closed 
Job  Corps  site  in  AVellfleetj  including  the  equipment  there- 
in, as  a  clinical  teaching  center  for  handicapped  students 
of  the  Lower  Cape,  a  branch  of  the  County  Mental  Health 
Department,  and  our  Administrative  Offices. 

Total  regional ization,  K-12,  of  Union  it54  is  under 
discussion  and  should  "hatch''  from  sub-committee  early 
this  year.  Yet  another  committee  has  been  involved  in  the 
planning  of  a  Vocational  Technical  High  School  located 
within  a  six-mile  radius  of  Rte.  6  and  Rte.  124  for  the 
towns  of  Barnstable  to  Provincetown.  These  eleven  Towns 
have  met  for  over  a  year  and  will  shortly  present  an  in- 
formative brochure  and  a  proposed  agreement  to  all  towns 
for  their  approval.  The  Toavus  of  Truro  and  Provincetown 
have  been  discussing  the  possibilities  of  joining  our  region. 

So  you  see,  here  we  are  in  the  ''era  of  the  Seventies" 
and,  with  but  a  quick  look  back,  ahead  are  the  "mountains" 
of  educational  goals,  physical  space  requirements,  better 
facilities  with  broader  curricula  to  fit  the  needs  of  students 
of  all  abilities  and  disabilities,  necessary  reorganization  of 
committee  structure  toward  total  regionalization  of  our 
union,  K-12,  (one  committee,  one  superintendent)  and  tea- 
chers contract  negotiations.  The  way  will  be  challenging 
and  difficult  requiring  the  continued  interest  and  support 
of  parents  and  the  general  public  to  assure  continued  im- 
provements in  educating  the  children  of  our  community.

Eastham  School  Committee 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  REPORT 


Last  year  at  this  time,  I  could  only  report  that  the 
Nauset  Kegioiial  School  District  and  the  elementary  sch- 
ools of  Union  #54  were  facing  an  educational  crisis  in 
regard  to  building  space  needs.  At  that  time  the  entire 
District  was  frustrated  bv  indecision.  THIS  PROBLEM 
NO  LONGER  EXISTS.  THE  ENTIRE  STAFF,  ADMIN- 
ISTRATIVE UNIT,  AND  SCHOOL  COMMITTEES  NOW 
LOOK  FORWARD  TO  MAKING  CONCRETE  PLANS  TO- 
WARD TNC^ORPORATTNG  ALL  THE  RAMIFICATIONS 
OF  THE  4-4-4  SYSTEM. 

In  19G8,  I  reported  that  we  should  add: 
Classes  for  the  emotionally  disturbed 
Classes  for  the  perceptually  handicapped 
More  individualized  instruction 
Small  group  instruction 
Large  group  instruction 
Remedial  Speech  classes 
More  remedial  reading  classes 

A  class  for  the  mentally  retarded    for  Elementary 
level  and  held  in  an  elementary  school. 
More  comprehensive  programs  in  the  area  of  Elec- 
tronics and  Industrial  Arts. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  we  have  moved  forward 
with  plans  to  solve  these  problems  by: 

1.  Making  plans  to  provide  space  for  the  emotionally 
and  perceptually  handicapped  if  we  can  acquire  the 
former  Wellfleet  Job  Corps  Site. 

2.  All  elementary  schools  have  moved  in  the  direction 
of  more  individualized  instruction.  The  High  School 
has  pursued  an  innovated  change  particularly  in 
their  English  program  offerings  by  providing  spe- 
cialized courses  of  shorter  duration  which  appear 
to  be  more  meaningful  to  the  individual  student. 

3.  This  year  for  the  first  time,  we  have  been  able  to 
provide  some  remedial  speech  instruction  by  spe- 
cialists and  have  budgeted  a  full  time  specialist  in 
this  area  for  1970. 

4.  The  Union  has  accepted  the  responsibility  of  full 
time  employment  of  two  reading  teachers  and  in 
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1970  tlieir  efforts  will  be  concentrated  on  the  K-4 
level  in  a  program  designed  to  attack  reading  pro- 
blems before  they  become  serious. 

5.  Arrangements  are  now  under  way  whereby  we  may 
move  the  special  class  for  the  mentally  handicap- 
ped into  an  elementary  building. 

().  Since  the  last  report,  we  have  built  a  resonably 
adequate  Electronics  Lab.  The  interest  in  this  area 
has  mushroomed  and  a  comprehensive  program  in 
Electricity/Electronics  is  a  reality. 

Let's  Look  To  The  Future 

Of  course,  we  must  put  some  efforts  into  supervising 
the  completion  of  the  various  approved  building  pro  - 
grams,  but  our  concentration  now  must  be  redirected  to 
programs  and  curriculum  revision.  Our  1970  budget  pro- 
vides the  opportunity  to  employ  a  Middle  School  Princi- 
pal as  early  as  September,  1970.  The  entire  school  year  of 
1970-71  will  therefore  see  the  entire  administrative  staff, 
along  with  a  number  of  teacliers  on  the  curriculum  com- 
mittees, concentrating  their  efforts  on: 

1.  Reviewing  the  entire  program  K-12  and  making 
whatever  recommendations  necessary  to  have  vi- 
able K-4  elementary  units,  middle  school  and  a 
four-year  high  school  program. 

2.  Establish  procedures  to  bring  teachers  who  have 
long  been  associated  and  therefore  oriented  to  a 

]  high   school   program   together   with   teachers  in 

grades  5  and  6  who  have  long  been  associated  with 
early  childhood  education  into  a  new  unit   (  the 

i  Middle  School)  and  reorient  their  habits  to  a  new 

j  educational  unit. 

Decision  Needed  On  Regionalization 

The  voters  of  these  four  Towns  are  to  be  highly  com- 
plimented for  having  the  foresight  to  approve  the  4-4-4 
system  and  the  building  programs  necessary  to  implement 
this.  The  only  major  problem  now  not  solved  is  the  ap- 
proval to  establish  a  single  administrative  unit  to  super- 
vise the  educational  program,  K-12.  In  the  long  run,  this 
has  been  the  most  serious  problem  causing  the  greatest 
frustration,  duplication  of  effort,  and  duplication  of  ex- 
pense. I  strongly  recommend  that  the  question  of  K-12 
Regionalization  be  presented  to  the  Towns  and  that  the 
voters  research  carefully  the  advantages  and  disadvanta- 
ges. Approval  of  this  program  will  bring  these  Towns  more 
closely  together  to  unify  school  committee  policies,  super- 
vision, and  direction.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Eastham : 

In  the  pages  which  follow  you  will  find  our  Annual 
Report  to  the  taxpayers  of  Eastham.  We  trust  you  will 
find  it  interesting  and  informative.  We  would  like  to  wel- 
come your  suggestions  when  you  have  finished  reading  it, 
both  as  to  the  improvement  of  the  report  and  for  improve- 
ments in  our  town. 

During  1970  our  efforts  have  taken  new  direction,  one 
of  conservation  and  preservation.  By  now  all  must  be 
aware  of  a  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works 
proposal  for  a  six  hundred  foot  wide  taking  of  land  in 
Eastham  for  an  extension  of  the  Mid-Cape  Highway  thr- 
ough our  town.  Upon  discovering  this  plan  we  were  forced 
into  a  position  of  choosing  between  '^progress  and  con- 
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venience"  or  the  conservation  of  our  natural  resources  and 
the  preservation  of  Eastham  as  we  have  come  to  love  it. 
We  made  our  choice,  stuck  to  our  guns,  and  v^ith  your 
support  we  have  won  the  battle  together.  All  plans  for  any 
land  acquisition  are  indefinately  suspended.  We  hope  that 
by  the  time  that  you  read  this  report  that  a  new  set  of 
traffic  lights  at  Route  6  and  Brackett  Road  will  be  erected 
and  in  operation.  We  are  also  considering  a  request  for 
traffic  signals  at  Route  6  and  Governor  Prence  Road.  By 
adding  these  lights  we  hope  to  create  gaps  in  the  traffic 
in  addition  to  making  a  safe  way  for  our  inhabitants  and 
guests  to  safely  cross  from  one  side  of  town  to  the  other. 

Much  more  has  been  done  towards  constructive  con- 
servation this  past  year.  Although  our  by-law  to  restrict 
vehicular  traffic  on  the  "Outer  Beach"  failed  to  get  the 
Attorney  General's  approval  we  did  go  ahead  with  a  volun- 
teer program  of  erecting  snow  fencing  to  artificially  build 
dunes.  The  fence  is  Avorking,  so  in  1971  we  ask  you  to 
support  the  Conservation  Committee's  requests  to  continue 
this  program.  In  the  meantime  we  are  working  towards 
obtaining  conservation  easements  which  is  the  most  effec- 
tive means  available  todav  to  save  our  barrier  beach  and 
to  establish  some  semblence  of  local  control  over  it. 

The  new  telephone  assurance  program  has  been  a  wel- 
come addition  to  our  services.  We  have  also  completed  an 
eminent  domain  taking  of  a  one  hundred  and  twenty-three 
acre  parcel  of  land  between  Doane  and  Cable  roads  which 
extends  from  Nauset  Road  to  the  Atlantic.  We  hope  our 
Public  Lands  Advisory  Committee  will  develop  specific 
recommendations  this  year  for  the  future  use  of  this  parcel 
now  that  they  are  equipped  with  the  information  to  make 
a  competent  analysis  of  its  potential. 

Our  new  comfort  station  at  Cook's  Brook  Beach  has 
been  very  useful.  We  should  continue  this  building  pro- 
gram until  we  have  provided  minimum  services  at  all  our 
large  public  beaches.  The  building  design  has  proven  itself 
practical  and  the  cost  appears  to  be  about  half  of  the  pro- 
jected cost  per  unit  for  similar  structures  elsewhere  on 
the  Cape. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  we  had  a  chance  to 
take  oysters  from  8alt  Pond  this  Fall,  but  judging  from 
the  attendance  everyone  who  reads  this  report  must  have 
been  there  to  enjoy  it  anyway.  We  do  hope  Phil  Schwiiid 
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will  continue  this  as  well  as  his  excellent  shellfish  pro- 
prram . 

The  expense  of  building  and  operating  our  schools 
now  exceeds  all  other  town  expenses  combined.  This  is  a 
trend  which  we  expect  to  continue  into  the  forseeable  fu- 
ture. Appropriations  for  general  government  expenses  in 
1970  increased  the  tax  rate  by  only  thirty  cents  per  thou- 
sand dollars  of  valuation.  We  feel  that  this  is  a  fine  exam- 
ple of  how  our  departments  are  doing  their  best  in  difficult 
times  to  give  us  the  most  for  our  tax  dollars. 

In  closing,  may  we  express  our  gratitude  to  all  our 
elected  and  appointed  officials,  boards,  and  commissions 
as  well  as  to  all  of  you  for  your  cooperation  and  support. 
We  have  seen  what  can  be  accomplished  by  working  to- 
<rether.  This  makes  it  our  pleasure  to  serve  the  people  of 
Eastham.  Thank  vou.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  Eastham : 

By  the  time  this  report  is  printed  you  should  have 
received  a  letter  and  other  information  on  proposed  Town 
water.  Your  Assessors  feel  that  though  the  idea  has  some 
merit  the  necessity  has  not  yet  been  proven  and  that  the 
cost  would  be  prohibitive. 

This  vear  school  costs  will  cause  a  substantial  rise  in 
the  tax  rate  due  to  increased  operating  costs  and  principal 
payments  on  the  Regional  High  school  bonds.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
EASTHAM  APPEALS  BOARD 


To  tlie  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  of  1970  a  total  of  twenty-four  cases 
were  processed  and  heard  by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  said 
number  being  eleven  fewer  than  for  the  preceding  year. 
This  occurrence  may  be  explained  at  least  partially  by  the 
fact  that  the  town  voted  this  year  to  amend  Section  VII 
of  the  Zoning  B3^-laws  dealing  with  non-conforming  uses 
by  the  addition  of  two  comprehensive  sentences,  the  most 
pertinent  being :  "Non-conforming  dwellings  and  structures 
not  used  for  any  business  or  commercial  use,  other  than 
rental  as  dwellings,  may  be  enlarged  without  the  granting 
of  an  appeal  by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  provided  that  the 
enlargement  complies  with  all  applicable  requirements  of 
the  Building,  Sanitary  and  Plumbing  Codes  and  the  Zon- 
ing By-Laws  in  effect  at  the  time  of  application  for  the 
permit  to  enlarge." 

It  is  of  some  interest  to  note  that  this  year  only  eight 
cases  were  presented  to  the  Board  which  involved  either 
partially  or  wholly,  non-conforming  buildings,  structures 
or  land  uses  provided  for  under  Section  VII,  as  opposed 
to  the  nineteen  such  cases  heard  in  1969.  However,  because 
of  the  legal  interpretation  requested  and  received  by  the 
town  a  year  ago  last  July  regarding  the  effect  of  Section 
5A  of  Chapter  40A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
dealing  with  the  treatment  of  under-  sized  lots  created 
prior  to  adoption  of  zoning  by  a  city  or  town,  the  Board's 
work  load  of  cases  falling  under  this  category  increased 
as  expected. 

The  following  is  a  listing  of  the  twenty-four  cases  that 
actually  came  to  final  hearing  during  the  past  year,  and 
these  are  noted  down  in  chronological  order  under  the 
names  of  the  appellants  or  their  agents,  together  with  the 
final  disposition  of  each  case.

As  a  point  of  information  for  those  interested,  it  should 
be  pointed  out  that  only  two  amendments  to  Cha])ter  40A, 
the  Zoning  Enabling  Act,  were  passed  by  the  State  Legis- 
lature this  year: 
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Chapter  80.  An  act  restoring  to  planning  boards  the 
right  to  appeal  decisions  of  boards  of  appeals. 

Chapter  271.  An  act  further  regulating  the  time  (four- 
teen days)  within  which  a  zoning  board  of 
appeals  shall  file  a  copy  of  the  record  of  its 
'  proceedings  with  the  city  or  town  clerk. 

However,  another  1970  legislative  act  related  to  plan- 
ning and  zoning  was  approved  April  22,  1970  which,  in 
view  of  the  lively  local  activity  and  interest  in  land  de- 
velopment and  transfers,  appears  to  be  of  enough  import 
and  pertinence  to  merit  full  quotation  here: 

''Chap.  222.  An  act  requiring  plans  to  be  filed  with 
certain  deeds. 

Chapter  183.  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  Section  6  the  following  section : 

Section  6A.  No  instrument  conveying  unregistered 
land  shall  be  accepted  for  recording  unless  (a)  the  instru- 
ment indicates  that  the  land  conveyed  is  the  same  as  de- 
scribed in  or  conveyed  by  prior  recorded  instruments  iden- 
tified sufficiently  to  locate  the  place  of  recording  within 
the  registry,  or  states  that  the  instrument  does  not  create 
any  new  boundaries,  or  (bj  the  instrument  identifies  the 
land  conveyed  either  by  reference  to  a  plan  or  plans  pre- 
viously recorded  in  the  same  registry  of  deeds  and  identi- 
fied sufficiently  to  locate  the  place  of  recording  therein  or 
by  reference  to  a  plan  or  plans  recorded  with  the  convey- 
ance. Failure  to  comply  with  this  section  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  any  instrument." 

Turning  to  matters  pertaining  to  Board  personnel,  it 
is  with  most  sincere  regret  and  a  profound  sense  of  loss 
that  I  must  report  the  passing  last  January  of  our  good 
and  true  friend,  Lt.  Col.  (Retired)  Stillman  D.  ''Steve" 
Covell,  whose  principles,  honesty,  and  forthrightness  made 
him  an  invaluable  Board  member  and  fellow  townsman. 
The  task  of  filling  the  void  left  by  this  fine  gentleman 
will  not  be  an  easy  one.  Appointed  to  serve  the  balance  of 
'*the  Colonel's"  unexpired  term  was  Theodore  R.  "Ted" 
Young,  whom  we  are  most  happy  to  have  with  us. 

Another  faithful,  conscientious  and  perceptive  gentle- 
man, Mr.  Herman  M.  Policy,  who  had  served  the  town 
well  since  his  appointment  in  May  of  1965,  decided  upon 
retirement  this  past  March  in  order,  "Herm"  said,  to  make 
way  for  younger  blood.  Appointed  to  replace  Mr.  Policy 
for  a  term  of  five  years  was  Harold  Kew  who  has  been 
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most  faithful  and  attentive,  and  is  most  welcome  to  the 
Board. 

Now  completing  her  second  year  of  excellent 
secretarial  service  is  Mrs.  Beverly  Farrell,  who,  early  in 
the  year,  very  graciously  consented  to  add  to  her  duties 
and  responsibilities  by  accepting  appointment  as  an  alter- 
nate member  of  the  Board. 

Rounding  out  the  roster  of  members  presently  serving 
on  the  Appeal  Board  are  Mr.  Harold  Jennings,  Mr.  T. 
Frank  Sullivan,  Mr.  Roy  A.  Wheaton,  and  your  Chairman, 
Mr.  David  L.  Mead.  Despite  the  necessary  changes  in 
membership  during  the  past  year,  the  Board  has  continued 
to  function  as  a  congenial  and  cooperative  group  whose 
conscientious  attendance  and  serious  attention  to  the  mat- 
ters before  it  has  been  very  gratifying. 

As  has  been  the  case  for  some  years  past  the  Board 
has  continued  this  year  to  benefit  from  the  faithful  hear- 
ing attendance  of  Mr.  Leslie  H.  Morse,  Jr.,  Building  In- 
spector, and  from  the  continuing  interest  and  active  par- 
ticipation in  case  discussions  by  the  Planning  Board  repre- 
sentative, Mr.  John  B.  Curtiss,  Secretary  of  that  Board, 
who  was  joined  this  year  by  a  second  member.  Chairman 
Howard  W.  Quinn.  Many  thanks  to  those  helpful  gentle- 
men. 

In  looking  forward  to  another  very  active  year  of 
hearings,  the  Appeal  Board  would  invite  your  very  careful 
consideration  of  those  articles  to  be  presented  at  annual 
town  meeting  and  dealing  with  planning  and  zoning,  and 
would  emphasize  once  again  the  serious  importance  of  your 
attendance  at  and  active  participation  in  hearing  discus- 
sions in  order  to  aid  the  Board  in  making  proper,  lawful 
decisions  which  so  deeply  affect  the  economic  and  social 
development  of  our  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VETERANS'  AGENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Our  report  this  year  will  be  brief  but  important.  It 
concerns  veterans,  of  course.  A  very  special  group  of  them, 
the  prisoners  of  war  in  North  Viet  Nam.  For  years  they 
have  been  held  almost  without  any  contact  with  their  fa- 
milies, many  of  whom  do  not  know  whether  they  are  alive 
or  dead,  sick  or  well,  sane  or  insane  through  cruel  treat- 
ment and  the  agony  of  feeling  alone  and  forgotten. 

Will  each  of  you  help  them  who  fought  for  you  and 
all  of  us  I  Write,  in  your  own  words  to :  Ton  Due  Thang, 
President,  Democratic  Republic  of  Viet  Nam,  Hanoi,  North 
Viet  Nam.  Ask  simply  that  these  prisoners  be  treated  hu- 
manely and  in  accord  with  the  Geneva  Convention  on  the 
Treatment  of  Prisoners  of  War.  Use  airmail,  25  cents,  or 
use  a  U.S.  Post  Office  air  letter,  13  cents,  enclosing  no- 
thing but  your  own  writing. 

Hanoi  is  sensitive  to  world  opinion  and  it  could  well 
be  that  your,  non-political,  letter  will  ease  the  pain  of  these 
men  and  their  struggling  families.  Hopefully,  your  letter 
may  lead  to  an  exchange  of  prisoners.  You  and  we  can  do 
no  less  than  try.

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  finance  committee  had  occasion  during  the  year 
to  meet  on  five  occasions  during  the  summer  months. 
These  meetings  were  in  addition  to  the  regular  business 
of  hearings  on  budget  requests  for  the  ensuing  year.  There 
were  a  total  of  nine  requests  for  transfer  of  funds  from 
the  reserve  account.  These  transfers  totalled  $4723.65.  In 
comparison,  1969  saw  a  total  of  seven  transfers  for  $2229.04. 
The  transfers  were  for  the  Recreation  Commission,  Insur- 
ance, Police,  Veterans'  Benefits,  Regional  Vocation  High 
School  and  the  Emergency  Telephones. 

The  capital  outlay  program  is  progressing  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  it  will  continue  to  be  followed  by  all  de- 
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partments.  With  the  current  setup,  it  is  possible  to  look 
ahead  and  anticipate  what  will  need  to  be  replaced  or  re- 
paired and  some  idea  of  its  cost  which  should  help  to 
spread  these  costs  over  a  period  of  time. 

The  budget  forms  as  instituted  by  the  1967  Finance 
Committee  are  proving  to  be  an  even  greater  tool  for  pro- 
perly budgeting  the  various  requests  than  was  originally 
anticipated.  The  Committee  would  be  remiss  if  it  did  not 
at  this  time  thank  all  the  Department  Heads  and  Commit- 
tees for  their  continued  cooperation  in  the  use  of  the  forms. 
A  special  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Miss  Edna 
Smith  for  their  help,  it  should  be  noted  that  they  attended 
meetings  other  than  the  required  ones  and  were  very  help- 
ful. 

The  Finance  Committee  was  gratified  with  the  support 
of  the  voters  at  the  annual  town  meeting.  It  is  the  only 
reward  possible  to  the  members  for  all  those  long,  late 
hours  spent  on  budgets.

THE  HERRING  RUN  &  HERRING  POND 

REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Eastham : 

The  Conservation  Commission  continued  work  on  both 
herring  runs  with  the  advice  of  Mr.  Alan  Peterson  and  Mr. 
John  DeCarlo  of  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Natural  Resources.  In 
spite  of  a  generally  poor  alewife  year  our  runs  carried  a 
good  amount  of  herring,  more  than  was  expected.  We  hope 
to  continue  this  work  until  we  have  a  paying  resource. 
Thanks  to  the  Eastham  Rod  and  Gun  Club  for  their  labor 
and  help. 

The  tree  planting  project  started  two  years  ago  has 
expanded  beyond  all  expectations.  Over  6,000  tree  seed- 
lings were  planted  in  town  this  year.  In  order  that  we  may 
keep  on  we  wish  to  thank  those  who  gave  us  financial 
assistance  and  hope  the  gifts  will  continue. 
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SNOW  FENCE  ON  OUTER  BEACH 


Thanks  to  the  Garden  Club  for  their  gift  of  petunias 
for  the  little  park  on  Locust  Road. 

The  snow  fence  program  was  so  successful  in  slowing 
up  erosion  at  Nauset  Beach  we  feel  we  should  continue 
and  expand  it  this  coming  year.  We  wish  to  express  ap- 
preciation for  the  Selectmen's  help  and  their  suggestion 
that  brush  be  piled  between  the  snow  fences,  thus  catch- 
ing a  great  deal  more  sand  and  rapidly  rebuilding  the  low 
places  along  the  back  shore. 

The  campaign  to  stop  the  double  barreling  and  re  - 
locating  of  route  6  through  Eastham,  conducted  through- 
out of  the  summer  gathered  2,440  signatures  and  at  least 
delayed  construction  of  a  highway  which  would  have  done 
so  much  damage.  Hopefully,  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Public 
Works  will  consult  the  town  before  they  undertake  any 
such  plan  again.  Thanks  to  the  Eastham  Board  of  Trade 
for  their  financial  assistance. 

The  project  to  acquire  conservation  control  of  wet 
land  by  easement  and  restriction  has  moved  sadly  slowly. 
We  hope  with  a  wider  understanding  it  will  speed  up  this 
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eominsr  year.  The  Commission  feels  that  of  all  the  ways  to 
save  the  town,  this  is  the  most  vital,  durable,  and  essential. 
Thanks  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Linwood  Snow  for  their  offer  of 
the  first  conservation  easement,  and  thanks  especially  for 
their  patience  through  all  the  unforseen  delays  in  acquir- 
inor  the  necessary  sio:natures. 

The  Commission  met  14  times  durin^r  the  year  and 
welcomes  all  those  interested  in  conservation  at  all  meet- 
ings. The  feeling  that  the  entire  town  is  backinor  us  en- 
couragres  the  Commission  to  'Hrv  harder."

REPORT  OF  THE  SHELLFISH  CONSTABLE 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Eastham : 

Planted  in  Salt  Pond:  295  bushels  of  lar^e  quahogs, 
purchased  from  local  draggers.  Taken  from  Salt  Pond  390 
bushels  of  quahogs,  all  sizes.  The  difference  is  natural  in- 
crease. With  more  than  3,000  persons  shellfishing  in  Salt 
Pond  during  the  year  this  is  our  most  highly  productive 
area.  60  bushels  of  large  quahogs  were  planted  at  the 
West  Shore  and  in  Nauset  Marsh,  hopefully  to  act  as 
breeding  stock  in  these  over-  fished  areas. 

Planted  at  the  West  Shore :  28  bushels  of  soft  shell 
clam  seed.  During  the  summer  it  became  quite  apparent 
that  soft  shell  clams  have  been  over-fished  along  the  entire 
West  Shore  which  necessitated  closing  the  whole  area  to 
clamming.  Since  planting  and  natural  re-stocking  will  pro- 
bably prove  entirely  inadequate  a  tighter  control  will  have 
to  be  instituted  to  try  to  renew  this  resource.  The  most 
productive  clam  area  this  year  was  at  Nauset  Flats,  from 
Outermost  House,  southward.  A  conservative  estimate  of 
the  value  of  clams  taken  from  this  area,  both  commer  - 
cially  and  for  family  use  would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$50,000  at  wholesale  prices. 

The  oyster  raising  project  advances  slowly.  We  now 
have  15  bushels  of  three  year  olds  rafted  in  Salt  Pond  to 
act  as  breeding  stock.  The  surplus  adult  stock,  totaling  113 
10-quart  buckets  which  had  reached  legal  size,  was  made 
available  in  November,  and  while  it  was  completely  inade- 
quate for  the  demand  it  seemed  to  be  appreciated.  Plans 
to  continue  and  increase  this  project  are  included  in  the 
proposed  future  program. 

Scallops  in  Eastham  waters  in  Town  Cove  and  more 
productively  in  Nauset  Bay  were  a  welcome  addition  to 
this  year's  shellfish  crop.  More  than  300  bushels  were 
checked  out  as  harvested  and,  if  nature  is  kind  to  us, 
there  will  be  many  more  in  the  '71  season,  possibly  enough 
to  be  commercially  significant. 

Blue  mussels  continue  to  increase  in  popularity,  and 
the  commercial  market  for  them  is  up  considerably  from 
last  year. 
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With  pollution  prevalant  along  the  entire  coast  line, 
we  felt  it  imperative  to  do  a  thorough  check.  29  shellfish 
sampled  taken  and  tested  for  chloriform  bacteria  proved 
(in  the  words  of  the  laboratory)  *'not  only  clean,  but  clean 
clean",  the  bacterial  count  being,  in  most  cases,  far  below 
that  aimed  at  after  clams  have  been  chlorinated.  The  Mass. 
DNR  did  a  very  quiet  check  for  mercury  pollution  in 
Cape  shellfish  in  the  fall  and  reported  Eastham's  shellfish 
clear  of  any  sign  of  this  type  of  pollution.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  CHIEF 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  Fire-Rescue  Depart- 
ments for  the  year. 

This  year  our  spring  season  was  damp  allowing  the 
trees  and  brush  to  leaf  out  before  the  dry  months  came  in 
latter  June,  July  and  August.  This  reduced  our  grass  and 
woodfires.  The  new  Squad  Truck  was  delivered  in  late 
June  and  has  been  used  considerable  during  the  summer. 
The  new  parking  area  was  also  completed  before  our  open 
house  July  4  showing  everyone  the  operation  and  equip- 
ment of  their  Fire  Protection  Department.  Our  Fire  and 
Rescue  calls  have  been  about  equal  to  last  years  but  in- 
vestigations, inspections  and  chocking  complaints  are  in- 
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creasing.  The  new  Regional  School  and  the  environmental 
control  regulations  are  going  to  be  additional  problems 
confronting  the  Fire  Department.  Captain  E.  Hollis  officer 
in  charge  of  the  Rescue  squads,  has  given  class  instruction 
for  First  Aid  to  members  of  the  Department  and  any  other 
interested  citizens.  Another  class  will  be  held  in  the  spring. 
We  have  had  certificate  training  classes  and  there  are 
four  members  taking  night  courses  at  Cape  Cod  Community 
College  which  are  credits  toward  degrees. 

Fire  drills  included  class  room  training,  infield  prac- 
tice and  preplanned  procedures. 

I  have  asked  the  Personnel  Board  to  up  grade  both 
the  Captains  and  the  Chiefs  wage  to  bring  them  closer 
to  a  realistic  figure.  I  wish  that  the  Town  would  see  the 
need  for  one  (1)  full  time  fire  personnel. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  members  for  their  cooperation 
and  dedication,  also  to  the  other  departments  our  many 
thanks.  Below  is  the  break  down  of  the  calls  for  1970.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYORS 
AND  MAINTENANCE  CHIEF 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Eastham: 

Ten  major  snow  storms  during  1970  have  caused  us 
to  spend  almost  double  the  usual  amount  for  snow  removal 
this  year.  We  trust  you  will  agree  that  this  is  a  necessary 
function  for  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  townspeo- 
ple, however  many  people  still  feel  that  the  tovm  should 
plow  private  roads.  This  is  impossible  under  the  existing 
state  laws  except  in  cases  of  emergency. 

Nauset  and  Cable  roads  were  completed  from  Brackett 
Road  to  the  new  High  School  site  so  that  we  now  have  a 
safe  road  from  Route  to  the  school.  Traffic  lights  are  being 
installed  at  Brackett  Road  and  Route  6  and  this  should 
also  provide  a  measure  of  safety  to  the  school  children  in 
cars  and  buses.  In  1971  we  plan  to  improve  the  westerly 
approach  to  this  intersection  with  our  Chapter  90  funds. 

The  acquisition  of  the  railroad  right-of-way  through 
Eastham  has  been  delayed  again.  The  Penn  Central  rail- 
road has  also  declared  bankruptcy  and  so  negotiations  as 
well  as  any  possibility  of  eminent  domain  are  indefinitely 
suspended. 

All  towns  are  being  forced  by  the  Commonwealth  into 
extreme  measures  to  care  for  their  disposal  areas.  Until 
the  state  requirements  are  promulgated  we  can  only  guess 
at  what  the  impositions  on  Eastham  will  be,  however  at 
this  time  it  seems  that  the  entire  disposal  operation  will 
have  to  be  contracted.  If  this  is  true,  it  will  give  this  de- 
partment an  opportunity  to  rearrange  its  priorities  so  as 
to  concentrate  more  on  road  maintainance  and  beautifica- 
tion  than  was  possible  in  the  past. 

This  past  summer  two  seasonal  employees  were  replac- 
ed by  one  man  who  we  would  like  to  keep  year  around. 
Since  tlie  dcpartnieiits  inception  it  lias  operated  with  three 
year-around  aiul  extra  seasonal  help.  We  feel  more  can  be 


accomplished  by  nsinpr  one  man  year  around  than  with  two 
or  three  seasonal  helpers  with  very  little  difference  in 
cost.  This  salary  is  included  in  the  Maintainance  Budcjet 
in  place  of  seasonal  salaries. 

This  past  Spring  Maintenance  Department  also  built 
one  hundred  and  fiftv  feet  of  floats  which  were  used  at  Her- 
rincr  Pond.  Another  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  was  rebuilt 
at  Great  Pond.  In  a  separate  article  for  1971  is  an  appro- 
priation to  rebuild  and  add  floats  at  Pock  Harbor  and 
this  work  will  also  be  done  by  the  Maintenance  Depart- 
ment if  you  approve. 

Signs  are  still  a  major  problem.  In  one  instance  a 
street  name  sign  has  disappeared  four  times.  We  are  still 
spending  close  to  one  thousand  dollars  a  year  just  to  main- 
tain our  signs.  Please  report  any  violations  you  see. 

From  all  hands  -  thank  vou  verv  much  for  vour  co- 
operation.

The  Town^s  Nursing  Service  was  again  Re-certified 
for  Medicare.  A  State  representative  inspected  records  and 
policies  of  the  Department.  With  the  help  of  the  Medicare 
Advisory  Committee  and  Mrs.  Robert  Deschamps  the  in- 
spection proved  satisfactory.  This  Certification  allows  eli- 
gible Medicare  patients  to  receive  care  when  needed. 

An  Immunization  Survey  Program  for  new  babies  was 
again  carried  out  and  the  recowis  forwarded  to  the  State 
Department.  The  town  received  reimbursement  for  the 
nurse's  service  in  the  program. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  local  Salvation  Army 
Fund  we  obtained  a  wheelchair,  commode,  walker,  baby 
scales  and  a  shower  stool.  These  articles  are  available,  on 
loan  to  anyone  in  the  town  who  has  a  need  for  such  equip- 
ment. 

Experience  has  indicated  that  this  department  is  often 
approached  by  individuals  incurring  a  problem  with  their 
respective  health  programs  or  health  insurance,  ie  Medi- 
care claims,  Medex,  Aetna,  Blue  Cross  etc.  In  an  attempt 
to  render  aid  in  this  area  a  new  service  has  been  added. 
Mrs.  Robert  Deschamps  has  done,  and  will  continue  to  do, 
research  on  this  subject.  She  will  be  available  to  assist 
anyone  with  the  filing  of  forms  and  the  obtaining  of  in- 
formation regarding  their  respective  insurance  claims  and 
other  health  insurance  problems. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  and  thank  the  people  who  have 
given  me  support  in  the  Public  Health  Program.  The  Sch- 
ool Physician,  the  Selectmen,  Mrs.  Esther  Howes  (Barn- 
stable County  Nursing  Supervisor),  Mrs.  Deschamps  (Clerk 
the  Medicare  Advisory  Committee  and  Betty  Penney  (Sub- 
stitute Nurse).

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Eastham : 

The  past  yeai'  with  its  continual  growth  and  increase 
in  population  it  becomes  more  and  more  necessary  to  pro- 
tect ourselves  from  pollution  in  its  many  forms.  This  year 
will  require  more  regulations  and  better  supervision  over 
the  older  rules. 

Your  Board  of  Health  has,  with  the  county  health 
engineer  inspected  and  tested  wells,  laid  out  septic  sys- 
tems after  first  making  test  borings  to  determine  distances 
to  the  water  table.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  building 
Inspector  and  the  Plumbing  Inspector  conditions  were 
averted  that  could  have  become  detrimental. 

This  year  the  article  for  Greenhead  Fly  Control  was 
defeated  at  the  regular  meeting  but  at  a  special  town  meet- 
ing it  was  agreed  to  use  the  money  for  the  so-called  "Mani- 
toba Fly  Traps."  The  report  is  that  each  trap  accounted 
for  at  least  one  thousand  flies  per  day.  Whereby  these 
traps  are  not  as  efficient  as  spraying  there  is  no  danger 
of  pollution. 

The  Board  of  Health  instituted  a  Rabies  Clinic  this 
year  in  which  158  dogs  were  vaccinated.  We  feel  this 
should  be  continued  annually. 


We  have  issued  and  inspected  the  following  licenses 
for  the  vear  1970 : 


The  town  disposal  area  continues  to  be  a  large  expense 
of  time  and  money  and  with  new  regulations  proposed  by 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Board  of  Health  it 
proposes  to  be  an  even  greater  problem.

BARNSTABLE  COUNTY  HEALTH  DEPT. 

1970 


l^oard  of  Health 
Eastham,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

1  am  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  of  the  Barn- 
stable County  Health  Department  for  the  year  1970. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  has 
reintroduced  two  bills  for  action  in  the  1971  legislative 
session.  House  bill  207 ;  "An  act  requiring  local  official 
health  agencies  to  ensure  basic  health  services  to  all  per- 
sons within  their  jurisdiction  and  promoting  the  formation 
of  areawide  local  official  health  agencies."  House  bill  208 ; 
''An  act  relating  to  the  reinbursement  of  local  official 
health  agencies  for  basic  health  services.'"  These  are  essen- 
tially the  same  as  last  year. 

The  major  focus  is  defining  and  establishing  basic 
health  services  and  ensurance  of  the  availability  and  ac- 
cessibility of  these  services  to  all  persons.  We  recommend 
a  study  of  these  two  bills  which  are  important  to  all  boards 
of  health  and  the  citizens  of  The  Commonwealth. 

The  continued  population  growth  of  Barnstable  County 
continues  to  increase  the  need  and  demand  for  all  health 
services.  The  professional  staff  work  load  has  been  care- 
fully evaluated  and  we  shall  make  recommendations  for 
employing  more  assistant  staff  workers,  particularly,  in 
the  field  of  environmental  health. 
Dental  Health 

Dental  Health  Education  contined  to  be  the  program 
emphasis  with  consultation  to  school  and  community  pro- 
grams. Direct  services  such  as  topical  fluoride  and  screen- 
ing programs  were  limited  to  pre-school  children  and  head 
start  programs.  The  County  Health  Department  continued 
participation  in  the  dental  research  project  with  the  Barn- 
stable School  System,  Forsyth  Dental  Center  and  Massa- 
chusetTS  Department  of  Public  Health  to  study  the  fluoride 
content  of  children's  teeth  in  a  non-fluoride  area. 

Dental  caries  continues  to  be  a  top  priority  public 
health  problem  and  prevention  is  a  basic  health  need.  "We 
have  a  preventive  measure,  Fluoridation,  which  will  dra- 
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matically  reduce  both  dental  decay  and  dental  bills-  all 
that  is  needed  is  positive  community  action  by  parents  and 
public  officials. 

Environmental  Sanitation 

Never  before  has  the  public  been  so  aware  and  con- 
cerned about  the  environment.  There  has  been  a  decided 
increase  in  requests  for  consultation  in  all  phases  of  board 
of  health  functions  and  particularly  in  the  areas  of  land 
use,  disposal  of  sewage  and  solid  wastes,  and  the  protec- 
tion of  air  and  water  resources.  Several  laws  are  now  in 
effect  to  safeguard  these  resources  and  more  studies  and 
regulations  can  be  expected. 

The  routine  surveillance  program  is  influenced  by  the 
continued  steady  growth  in  county-wide  service  programs 
such  as :  the  licensing  of  28  day  care  centers  for  preschool 
children,  the  inspections  of  food  service  establishments, 
swimming  pools,  recreational  camps  and  family  tent  sites, 
and  epidemiological  field  surveys. 

Social  Service 

The  Medical  Social  Worker  has  continued  to  work 
closely  with  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  County  Health 
Department.  Emphasis  has  been  placed  on  interpretation 
to  the  community  of  the  role  of  the  Medical  Social  Worker 
on  the  Public  Health  Team.  Consultation  has  been  given 
to  community  and  school  nurses,  local  physicians,  Boards 
of  Health,  Hospital  and  Nursing  Home  personnel  and 
public  and  private  agencies.  Over  175  families  in  Barn- 
stable County  have  been  served  with  many  referrals  being 
made  to  local  agencies.  Fifty-five  home  calls  were  made, 
with  every  town  on  the  Cape  visited.  Through  the  coopera- 
tive efforts  of  the  Social  Worker,  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  and  the  Nauset  Regional  School  Committee, 
the  first  pre-schoo]  Nursery  for  Deaf  Children  between 
the  ages  of  2%  to  5  years  has  opened  its  doors  at  the  old 
Job  Corp  Center  in  Wellfleet  with  5  children  registered. 
Along  with  the  Director  of  Nursing  at  the  County  Health 
Department  the  Medical  Social  Worker  has  been  serving 
the  handicapped  children  of  the  county  as  acting  Public 
Health  Social  Worker  at  the  'Hyannis  Crippled  Children's 
Clinic.  Active  participation  in  many  community  organiza- 
tions has  brought  about  increasing  opportunity  to  learn 
more  about  community  problems  as  they  appear  in  various 
areas  on  the  Cape,  and  it  is  hoped  that  better  coordination 
of  services  to  meet  these  problems  may  be  developed. 
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Nursing  Service 

The  scope  of  services  provided  by  the  nursing  director 
and  assistant  director  continues  to  expand,  to  the  point 
where  priorities  of  need  have  to  be  determined. 

T.  Orientation  and  much  assistance  for  the  first  two 
years  of  employment  are  given  to  nurses  newly  em- 
ployed in  town  and  in  public  and  private  schools. 
The  custom  continues  to  be  that  several  part-time 
or  full-time  nurses  are  hired,  rather  than  regionali- 
zation  or  extension  of  service  by  a  qualified  ex  - 
perienced  nurse.  There  are  now  57  public  health 
nurses  working  in  the  county,  an  increase  of  72%  in 
the  past  six  years. 
IT.  Consultation  to  nursing  organizations  has  increas- 
ed. The  Falmouth  Nursing  Association  is  involved 
in  analysis  of  the  services  to  school  and  hospital, 
the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  entral  Cape  Cod 
is  expanding  its  in-service  education  programs  and 
extending  service,  the  School  Nurses  Association  is 
exploring  personnel  policies  and  role  functions,  the 
professional  advisory  committees  for  Home  Health 
Agencies  are  beginning  to  develop  procedures  for 
the  evaluation  of  their  services,  the  Nursing  Service 
Directors  Committee  is  looking  at  its  responsibility 
as  a  spokesman  in  comprehensive  health  planning. 

HI.  The  number  of  Headstart  services  and  other  new 
day  care  centers  has  increased;  much  time  has  been 
devoted  to  repetition  of  desired  practices  of  opera- 
tion, to  implementation  of  rules  and  regulations  as 
required  by  state  law,  to  the  arrangements  for  peri- 
odic evaluation  meetings.  There  has  been  extension 
and  improvement  (>f  the  management  of  services  at 
the  lower  Cape  Chest  Clinic  and  in  the  services  for 
Handicapped  Children.  The  function  of  a  public 
health  nurse  in  a  clinic  setting  is  being  explored 
with  the  intention  of  providing  more  related  health 
education  and  supportive  assistance  to  families  at 
the  clinics  and  in  making  more  meaningful  referrals 
to  public  health  nurses  for  continued  care  at  home. 

IV.  Provision  of  in-service  education  programs  for 
public  health  nurses  has  been  changing.  Agencies 
and  hospitals  are  employing  more  supervisors  and 
educational  directors  to  carry  out  this  function.  Our 
role  has  been  to  advise  and  coordinate,  and  to  pro- 
vide those  programs  which  would  have  interest  to 
the  majority  and  which  are  based  on  documented 
need.  We  are  continuing  with  the  aim  of  strengthen- 
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ing  maternal  and  child  health  services.  When  appro^ 
priate  we  indicate  our  current  focus  to  other  agen- 
cies which  provide  programs  for  groups  of  nurses. 
The  sharing  of  library  and  audio-visual  materials 
by  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College  and  the  hospi- 
tals and  agencies  will  increase  the  resources  avail- 
able to  the  public  health  nurses. 
V.  After  reviewing  plans  proposed  for  this  past  year, 
we  find  that  many  are  on-going  and  will  continue  to 
be  carried  on.  The  one  which  has  been  dificult  to 
develop  is  the  basic  one  of  studying  the  "effective- 
ness of  supervision"  as  offered  to  nurses  in  Home 
Health  Agencies  and  schools.  More  thought  as  to  the 
implementation  of  this  goal  will  be  needed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Eastham : 

The  Master  Plan  Report  has  at  least  been  received  in 
its  final  form  and  is  available  for  study  at  the  Eastham 
Library  and  at  the  Town  Hall.  As  we  have  previously 
stated  we  intend  from  time  to  time  to  present  to  you  vari- 
ous proposals  for  improvements  in  our  Codes  based  on  this 
report  and  on  suggestions  from  you.  There  will  be  some 
of  these  proposals  in  the  warrant  for  the  1971  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 

Our  work  in  1970  has  been  divided  in  the  main  be- 
tween the  normal  routine  matters  pertaining  to  subdivi  - 
sions  and  to  discussions  with  various  groups,  public  and 
private,  on  matters  that  could  affect  the  well-being  of  the 
Town.  Some  of  the  results  of  these  discussions  are  reflected 
in  the  aforementioned  articles  included  in  the  Town  Meet- 
ing Warrant.  We  have,  as  customary,  continued  our  prac- 
tice of  presenting  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  our  interpreta- 
tion of  the  intent  of  the  various  Town  Codes  as  they  apply 
to  each  individual  appeal.  In  1970  we  held  thirteen  public 
hearings  for  approval  of  subdivisions,  all  were  approved  - 
some  subject  to  various  restrictions  required  for  protection 
of  the  abutters  or  the  environment.  These  subdivisions 
contained  a  total  of  173  lots.  In  addition  a  total  of  thirty- 
six  "Approval  not  required"  type  plans  were  signed.  These 
plans  contained  88  lots. 

Mr.  Freeman  C.  Hatcli,  111  resigned  from  the  Board 
on  his  election  as  Selectman  and  Mr.  Richard  H.  Niekerson 
was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy  until  the  1971  Annual 
Town  Election.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  AND  PARKS  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Select nit^u : 

After  a  study  of  the  immediate  needs  of  the  Town  of 
Eastham,  the  following  recommendations  have  been  made 
to  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee. 

A  toilet  facility  similar  to  that  at  First  Encount(;r 
Beach  and  also  at  Cook's  Brook  B^ach  should  be  construct- 
ed this  year  at  Rock  Harbor.  Its  approximate  location 
would  be  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  the  pole  with 
transformer  on  it.  The  facility  would  have  a  2  HP  pump 
with  a  connection  for  a  plastic  hose  to  be  run  by  the  Rock 
Harbor  Committee  underground  to  the  pier,  then  on  the 
surface  with  connections  to  enable  boats  to  be  washed 
down.  A  bituminous  concrete  walk  to  be  constructed  from 
the  parking  lot  to  the  toilet  facility.  The  estimated  cost 
is  $11,000.00,  however  a  firm  bid  will  be  obtained  by  the 
Selectmen  i)revious  to  Town  Meeting. 

With  the  construction  of  the  toilet  facility  and  the 
excellent  parking  lot  now  at  Rock  Harbor,  the  beach  at 
Rock  Harbor  should  receive  more  use  than  has  been  avail- 
able in  the  past,  therefore,  it  is  recommended  that  a  wooden 
ramp  similar  to  that  at  First  Encounter  Beach  be  laid 
down  from  the  parking  lot  to  the  beach  and  a  split  rail 
fence  be  put  along  the  west  side  of  the  parking  lot  in  order 
to  preserve  the  excellent  growth  of  beach  grass  now  m 
that  area. 

Recommend  the  construction  of  a  pier  at  Hemenway 
Landing  which  would  enable  i)eople  to  enter  their  boats 
at  a  limited  location  without  tlie  necessity  of  waders.  The 
estimated  cost,  $2,000.00. 

The  matter  of  a  Little  League  Ball  Field  was  discussed 
last  year  and  a  number  of  sites  have  been  investigated. 
Each  time  the  committee  has  returned  to  Lot  78A  in  Block 
6,  which  is  immediatelv  in  the  rear  of  the  Eastham  Town

Hall,  as  shown  on  the  Assessors'  Plan  as  3.5  acres  with  no 
access  due  to  it  being  bounded  on  two  sides  by  the  Cape 
Cod  National  Seashore,  and  on  the  west  side  by  the  Town 
property.  The  Town  already  provides  a  large  parking  lot, 
an  adequate  well  for  watering  purposes,  has  toilet  facilities, 
and  presents  a  central  location  for  the  Little  League  age 
group ;  therefore  the  Buildings  and  Parks  Committee 
recommends  to  the  Eastham  Selectmen  that  steps  be  taken 
to  acquire  this  property  by  eminent  domain. 

Future  needs  of  the  Town  liave  been  listed  with  the 
Finance  Committee  for  their  capital  outlay  program  for 
vears  to  come.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Public  Lands  Advisory  Committee  completed  ar- 
ran*:^eraents  last  spring  with  Kenneth  E.  Wilson,  Jr.  to  take 
by  eminant  domain  in  order  to  clear  the  title  on  the  ap- 
proximately 129  acres  of  land  owned  by  the  Town  located 
between  Nauset  Road  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  bisected 
by  Ocean  View  Drive,  the  land  taking  in  the  Town  of 
Eastham  for  recreational  purposes,  done  May  13,  1970, 
and  later  confirmed  by  deed  dated  November  4,  1970  and 
recorded  at  Barnstable  County  Registry  of  Deeds.  Town 
of  Eastham  now  has  title  of  all  of  the  property  within  the 
perimeter  of  the  taking  plan.  Said  plan  having  been  re- 
corded at  Barnstable  County  Registry  of  Deeds  on  Mav 
13,  1970. 

The  present  value  of  this  land  to  the  Town  of  Eastham 
is  such  that  both  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Public 
Lands  Advisory  Committee  felt  that  careful  consideration 
should  be  made  and  all  anticipated  uses  explored  thorough- 
ly before  any  recommendations  be  made  to  the  Town  for 
its  future  use. 

On  September  30,  1970  the  committee  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  met  with  Donald  Durell  of  Donald  Durell 
and  Associates  Landscape  Architects  and  Land  Planners 
who  had  done  a  preliminary  plan  of  the  property  some 
years  ago,  and  asked  them  to  make  a  study  of  the  property 
and  to  report  back  as  soon  as  completed.

RECREATrON  COMMISSION 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

We  hereby  submit  our  Annual  Report. 

Attendance  at  the  Playground  showed  an  increase  of 
2G  children,  for  a  total  of  182  compared  to  last  years  fig- 
ures of  156  attending.  There  was  a  slight  drop  in  the  num- 
ber of  visitors,  but  an  increase  of  vear  round  residents 
(40). 

\V(^  tried  something  new  nt  the  request  of  Orleans  on 
Tuesdays.  This  was  that  only  one  age  group  Avould  partici- 
pate in  the  playday.  One  week  the  older  boys  would  parti- 
cipate and  the  younger  the  next  week.  Although  Orleans 
seemed  satisfied  with  this  arrangement  we  were  not.  The 
girls  were  unable  to  arrange  any  playdays  as  Orleans 
seemed  to  be  uninterested  in  participating. 

The  Annual  Lower  (Jape  -Ir.  Olympics  for  boys  was 
held  in  Orleans  and  the  Girls  Jr.  Olympics  was  held  in 
Eastham,  Towns  taking  part  were  Truro,  Wellfleet,  Or- 
leans, Eastham  and  Harwich.  Provincetown  and  Chatham 
were  extondr^d  invitations,  but  were  unable  to  attend. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Leo  Miller,  Recreation 
Director,  three  boys  and  girls  represented  Eastham  in  the 
Mass.  A.A.U.  Suburban  Jr.  Olympics  Track  and  Field 
Meet  held  at  Plolyoke,  Wed.  Aug.  5,  1970.  The  format  was 
the  same  as  last  year  with  the  races  taking  place  in  the 
morning  and  the  afternoon  tilled  with  fun  and  games  at 
Mountain  Park.

EASTHAM  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY,  INC- 
SCHOOLHOUSE  MUSEUM 


This  is  the  6th  annual  report  of  the  Eastham  Histori- 
cal Society  to  appear  in  the  Town  Report,  the  Society  hav- 
ing been  founded  and  incorporated  in  1963.  During  the 
Museum  season  from  Saturdaj^,  June  27  to  Saturday,  Sep- 
tember 26  there  were  1420  paid  admissions,  members  and 
children  under  school  age  are  admitted  free. 

Improvements  continue  to  be  made  at  the  Museum. 
The  two  front  windows  have  been  replaced  with  new 
frames  and  sash.  The  Society  is  indebted  to  Mrs.  Eva 
Sparrow  for  the  gift  of  the  fine  brick  sidewalk  given  in 
memory  of  her  husband  and  the  late  Captain  Robert  Spar- 
row. A  small  bronze  plaque  has  been  placed  on  the  fence 
post  at  the  entrance. 

In  the  Museum  interior,  displays  were  rearranged  and 
cluinged  as  far  as  possible  by  the  new  Curator  Mrs.  How- 
ard F.  "Walker.  The  small  entrance  hall  that  was  originally 
a  coatroom  and  later  an  office,  was  changed  to  a  miniature 
parlor  with  a  mannikin  seated  at  an  old  melodeon  and 
other  Victorian  accessories.  This  little  room  was  much  ad- 
mired. Among  new  gifts  were  a  painting  of  "The  House 
on  Nauset  Marsh''  by  Dr.  Rogers,  The  late  Donald  Doane 
gave  a  collection  of  23  Thornton  Burgess  books.  Mrs.  Ma- 
rion Bramhall  gave  a  Mayflower  Stool  and  a  Bayberry 
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crushing  Machine.  The  Rev.  Norman  Sibley  gave  a  Cran- 
berry Machine,  and  Albert  Snow  gave  us  a  framed  photo- 
stat copy  of  a  map  of  "The  Sea  of  New  England"  dated 
about  1717  showing  the  first  recorded  transit  through 
Cape  Cod  by  water,  known  as  Jeremiah  Smith's  "Gutter," 
and  found  in  the  British  Admiralty  Records  Office,  Lon- 
don. Donor  Certificate  No.  294  was  the  last  one  issued  and 
the  Society  thanks  all  who  gave  exhibits  to  the  Museum. 

The  outstanding  project  of  the  Society  this  year  was 
the  start  of  the  "Historical  Survey  and  Inventory  of  East- 
ham"  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Dr.  W.  Linwood  Chase, 
as  part  of  a  state  wide  survey  for  the  archives  of  Massa- 
chusetts. This  includes  old  houses,  cemeteries,  industries, 
markers  and  monuments,  historical  sites,  etc.  with  photo- 
graphs. This  committee  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  anyone 
with  suggestions  or  information  that  might  be  helpful. 

At  the  March  annual  meeting  Edward  Rowe  Snow 
gave  one  of  his  illustrated  historical  lectures,  the  public 
was  invited  to  hear  this  well  known  lecturer,  and  there 
was  a  large  attendence  from  the  Lower  Cape.  We  invited 
neighboring  Societies  to  send  representatives  to  our  His- 
torical Survey  meetings,  as  we  favor  cooperation  among 
Historical  Societies. 

The  Society  book  sale  has  achieved  quite  a  reputation 
as  an  annual  affair,  and  one  vvas  held  the  last  Thursday 
in  July,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mr.  Bernard  Collins, 
Sr.  Over  $500.00  was  raised  and  the  Society  thanks  all  who 
helped  with  this  affair. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Colonel  Eugene  S.  Clark,  Jr.  for 
his  loan  collection  of  Scrimshaw  for  the  5th  vear.  To  Mrs. 
Howard  F.  Walker  for  her  loan  collection  of  doll  furniture. 
To  Prescott  Cummings  for  his  permanent  loan  of  two  scale 
models  of  the  hulls  of  Whaling  ships. 

Signs  are  still  being  placed  for  Eastham's  Historical 
Bikeway  between  the  Rotary  and  the  Seashore  Bikeway 
at  the  Visitors  Center.  Another  possible  project  is  the 
placing  of  signs  on  the  old  houses  in  town,  predating  1830. 

The  Cape  Cod  Library  of  historical  and  geneology 
pamphlets  are  available  from  Mr.  Howard  Quinn.  Copies 
of  Mrs.  Horace  Lowe's  book  "Nauset  on  Cape  Cod  -  A 
Historv  of  Eastham"  and  the  Schoolhouse  tiles  are  avail- 
able  from  Mrs.  Lowe  or  Fred  Jewell. 

The  finances  of  the  Society  are  in  good  shape  and 
Treasurer  Mrs.  Pedro  Christensen  will  give  a  report  at  the 
annual  meeting  on  March  29,  1971. 
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The  Society  is  indebted  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Horace  Lowe, 
Mrs.  E.  E.  Kattwinkel,  Mrs.  George  I.  Flint  and  the  ladies 
who  assisted  them  on  keeping  the  Museum  open  on  Mon- 
day, Wednesday,  and  Fridays;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Otto  Nicker- 
son  on  summer  Saturdays;  and  Fred  Jewell  on  September 
Saturdays. 

The  Society  now  has  over  400  paid-up  members.  Any 
Society  to  be  successful  needs  new  members;  needs  mem- 
bers to  volunteer  to  take  part  in  the  Society  activities; 
needs  members  to  serve  as  Officers  and  on  Committees. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  younger  and  new  residents  of  the 
Town  will  become  members  and  take  an  active  interest. 
Fred  Jewell  after  serving  as  the  first  Curator  for  7  years 
decided  to  step  down,  but  not  out.  He  becomes  the  first 
Society  Archivist.  A  steel  filing  cabinet  was  acquired  to 
hold  records,  pictures,  documents,  etc.  that  can  only  be 
preserved  in  this  way. 

The  Society  wishes  to  thank  all  who  have  contributed 
in  any  way  to  its  progress,  for  this  is  a  community  project, 
a  cultural  asset  to  Eastham.

Last  year  the  Harbor  Study  Committee  recommended 
a  capital  outlay  for  Rock  Harbor  improvements  of  $15,000 
per  year  starting  in  1971  and  continuing  through  1974. 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  State,  to  date,  has  done  little 
relative  to  the  stone  groin  voted  by  the  Town  for  the 
Eastham  side  of  the  harbor,  we  now  recommend  that  our 
forecasted  outlay  be  defered  one  year. 

We  are  fully  agreed  that  a  scheduled,  well  planned 
improvement  of  Rock  Harbor  should  be  made  as  it  is  most 
certainly  one  of  the  finest  assets  the  Town  of  Eastham 
owns.  The  aerial  photograx)hs  taken  by  the  committee  last 
year  have  been  used  to  provide  a  logical  step  by  step  ap- 
proach to  improve  both  the  commercial  facilities  and  the 
recreation  areas.  These  photographs  should  be  posted  in 
the  Town  offices  and  given  wide  promotion  to  the  tax  - 
payers.

Gentlemen : 

The  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
Commission  has  made  many  gains  during  the  past. 

We  were  forced  for  the  second  time  during  the  year 
to  seek  a  new  executive  director  when  Mr.  Milton  Welt 
resigned  to  seek  a  position  in  the  state  legislature.  We 
interviewed  a  number  of  candidates  and  feel  that  we  were 
extremely  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Nor- 
man Cook.  No  one  has  a  greater  knowledge  of  the  Cape, 
nor  a  keener  appreciation  of  its  problems  and  virtues  than 
Mr.  Cook.  He  has  a  strong  determination  to  preserve  the 
environment  of  the  Cape,  which  is  so  attractive  to  those 
of  us  who  live  here  year  round  and  to  the  summer  visitor 
alike. 

While  the  economic  life  of  the  Cape  has  been  largely 
dependent  on  tourism  and  vacation  expenditures,  it  is  in- 
creasingly relying  on  the  expenditures  of  retirees  for  a 
flow  of  funds  for  new  construction  and  year  round  living 
expenses.  The  ever  increasing  convention  business  and  the 
development  of  light  industry  is  having  its  impact  and  is 
helping  to  level  off  the  former  extremes  in  our  economy. 
It  is  however,  recognized  that  year  round  employment 
activities  must  be  expanded. 

During  the  past  year  the  Commission  has  taken  affir- 
mative action  to  tackle  some  of  the  major  problems  facing 
us  including :  The  threat  of  the  abandonment  of  Otis  Air 
Force  Base  as  a  Military  installation,  and  a  suggestion 
that  this  would  be  a  prime  location  for  an  international 
jet  airport  to  supplement  the  facilities  at  Logan.  This  has 
been  the  subject  of  exhaustive  study  by  a  special  commit- 
tee of  the  Commission,  based  on  their  analysis,  the  com- 
mission voted  not  only  to  condemn  such  a  move  but  also 
empowered  the  group  to  prepare  a  study  as  to  the  ulti- 
mate usage  to  which  this  property  might  be  put  to  pre- 
serve the  Cape's  environment,  not  to  destroy  it. 

The  Commission  has  taken  a  firm  stand  against  the 
further  uncontrolled  expansion  of  tourist  accommodations, 
and  has  urged  the  towns  to  affect  controls  over  this  type 


—  Page   124  — 


of  building.  It  has  further  urged  action  to  prevent  the 
proliferation  of  strip  zoning,  while  at  the  same  time  urging 
a  broad  study  of  building  and  zoning  codes  especially  as 
to  regards,  "Planned  Unit  Development"  and  "Cluster  De- 
velopment." A  special  committee  of  the  Commission  is  mak- 
ing a  study  of  this  problem. 

A  committee  sponsored  by  the  Cape  Cod  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  Commission  has  made  an  exhaus- 
tive study  of  the  solid  waste  disposal  problems,  and  their 
report  has  been  distributed  to  the  various  town  selectmen. 

A  limited  study  of  certain  traffic  problems  has  been 
completed,  and  the  draft  has  been  reviewed  by  selectmen 
and  police  officials  in  each  town.  It  is  recognized  that  this 
is  only  a  very  limited  report  and  covers  only  a  minor  part 
of  the  serious  traffic  conditions  facing  us,  however,  several 
different  types  of  problems  were  examined  in  the  various 
towns  that  could  apply  to  more  than  one  location. 

Professional  consultants  are  in  the  final  stages  of 
sewer  and  water  conditions  on  the  Cape.  The  Commission 
believes  that  this  will  provide  a  basic  document  for  future 
planning  in  these  areas.  The  preliminary  report  has  been 
reviewed  by  the  executive  committee  of  the  Commission, 
and  the  final  report  should  be  ready  for  distribution  dur- 
ing February. 

The  Commission  has  supported  in  principal  legislation 
now  pending  to  make  County  Government  more  respon- 
sive and  to  create  within  its  framework  functions  now  per- 
formed piecemeal  by  each  of  the  towns,  at  what  appears 
to  be  inordinarily  higher  cost  than  could  be  obtained  if 
performed  on  a  centralized  basis. 

The  staff  has  been  actively  working  with  the  towns 
of  Bourne  and  Provincetown  in  an  effort  to  correct  the 
'Distressed'  area,  classifications,  specifically  work  with  the 
fishing  industry  in  Provincetown  has  resulted  in  some  con- 
crete steps  to  make  this  more  viable  and  to  create  coopera- 
tion with  that  portion  of  the  industry  based  in  Chatham. 
In  Bourne,  various  proposals  have  been  under  study,  main- 
ly a  convention  center  for  Southeastern  New  England. 
Such  a  center  could  be  beneficial  to  all  of  Southeastern 
Massachusetts,  including  Cape  Cod. 

The  Commission  staff  is  working  to  determine  the  lo- 
cation and  number  of  persons  now  unemployed  or  under- 
employed and  their  capability,  mentally  and  physically, 
of  being  retained  for  local  job  opportunities. 
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The  Commission  believes  that  information  must  be 
(»btained  as  quickly  as  possible  on  the  number  of  acres 
of  land  that  may  be  available  for  development. 

It  is  also  seeking  locations  for  new  marinas  that  will 
not  adversly  effect  the  environment.  It  is  seeking  infor- 
mation that  will  help  preserve  mineral  deposits  for  future 
use,  such  as  sand,  gravel  and  boulders. 

We  have  mentioned  the  sewer  and  water  report.  Our 
consultants  do  recommend  that  a  public  water  supply  sys- 
tem is  needed  for  increased  water  consumption  and  fire 
purposes. 

Our  population,  including  summer  residents,  is  esti- 
mated to  be  6,900  people,  by  1980  this  will  grow  to  10,900 
and  1990  to  16,800.  This  in  itself  point  up  the  need. 

The  Commission  has  maintained  its  association  with 
Region  VII  Comprehensive  Health,  Inc.,  to  solve  health 
problems. 

The  Commission  works  with  the  Economic  Develop- 
ment Administration  has  resulted  in  an  ongoing  program 
to  gather  information  concerning  the  County's  basic  in- 
dustries. 

The  Commission  expresses  its  appreciation  to  the 
County  officials  who  have  cooperated  in  the  Commission's 
work  and  the  many  State  and  Federal  officials  who  have 
been  of  assistance. 

The  Commission's  executive  committee  has  given  a 
great  deal  of  time  to  preparing  suggested  policies  and  has 
dealt  extensively  with  the  administration  of  the  Commis- 
^  sion's  affairs. 

The  Commission  meets  on  the  last  Thursday  of  each 
month  at  1 :30  PM  at  the  Commission's  office.  The  meet- 
ings are  open  to  the  public.  It  is  hoped  that  more  people 
in  the  future  will  take  advantage  of  this  open  discussion 
which  we  conduct  at  these  meetings.

Cape  Cod  Regional  Technicol  High  School 
District  Committee  Report 


On  May  21,  VJ70  the  eleven  Cape  Cod  towns  of  Barn- 
stable, Yarmouth,  Dennis,  Brewster,  Harwich,  Chatham, 
Orleans,  Eastham,  Wellfleet,  Truro,  and  Provincetown  con- 
ducted special  town  meetings  to  vote  overwhelmingly  to 
accept  the  legal  agreement  to  establish  a  new  Regional 
Technical  High  School  District.  Shortly  thereafter  each 
moderator  appointed  two  members  to  the  school  committee 
and  our  progress  began. 

The  twenty-two  members  first  assessed  two  methods 
for  creating  the  philosophy  and  specifications  for  the  new 
school,  either  conferring  with  an  educational  consultant  or 
employing  a  superintendent-  director.  The  committee  de- 
cided on  the  latter,  and  the  search  began.  After  extensively 
advertising  the  new  position,  the  committee  received  many 
applications.  An  initial  screening  by  the  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Education  took  place;  tests  were  administered, 
and  interviews  were  held.  The  school  committee  unani- 
mously selected  Victor  Mazzarella,  the  director  of  the 
liarnstable  Vocational  High  S^chool. 

Many  other  choices  were  necessary.  The  legal  counsel 
was  selected  by  naming  Harold  Hayes,  West  Yarmouth ; 
the  fiscal  agent,  The  Eirst  National  Bank  of  Cape  Cod: 
the  architect,  Drummey  Rosane  Anderson,  Newton  High- 
lands; the  treasurer,  Ted  Hicks,  Eastham;  and  the  office 
location  until  the  school  is  built,  Route  28,  Dennisport. 
Each  selection  was  made  after  careful,  time-consuming 
investigation. 

Nine  sub-  committees  will  serve  the  full  committee  as 
information  gathering  forces.  These  will  work  in  the  areas 
of:  Finance,  Clause  N.  Election,  Site  Selection,  Architect 
Negotiation,  Personnel,  Curriculum,  Public  Relations,  Exe- 
cutive Matters,  and  Advisory  Committees.  This  last  com- 
mittee, as  each  area  of  the  curriculum  is  selected,  will 
appoint  tradesmen  in  that  area  in  the  district  to  advise 
the  superintendent-  director  as  to  the  proper  techniques 
and  eqiiipment  to  be  taught  in  the  new  school. 
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Soon  the  full  committee  will  have  its  first  choice  site 
appraised,  surveyed,  and  tested  and  then  will  advertise  by 
brochure  and  newspaper  for  a  Clause  N.  Election.  This  will 
be  the  first  election  of  its  kind  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  An  election  will  take  place  in  each  of  the 
eleven  towns  on  the  same  date  by  written  ballot  in  order 
to  vote  for  the  funds  necessary  to  purchase  the  land  and 
employ  the  architect  to  create  the  working  drawings  for 
the  building. 

We  have  existed  for  seven  months  and  the  twenty-two 
school  committee  members  have  come  to  respect  one  an- 
other and  work  extremely  well  together.  It  has  been  a 
worthwhile  experience  and  we  are  happy  to  serve  our  town 
in  this  manner.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOKOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  thf  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Eastham  : 

1970  witnessed  many  changes  and  innovations  for  our 
school  system.  The  resignation  of  one  Superintendent,  the 
interim  term  of  office  of  another,  and  the  search  and  ulti- 
mate selection  of  still  another,  created  a  difficult  transi- 
tion period.  However,  with  the  advent  of  Dr.  Knute  Larson 
the  Committee  is  confident  that  an  economically  operated 
school  system  with  excellence  in  curriculum  will  result. 

In  September  of  1971  the  5th  and  6th  Grades  will 
attend  the  Middle  School  in  Orleans,  and  this  will  release 
much  needed  space.  The  mobile  unit  initially  intended  for 
use  as  a  classroom  had  to  be  vacated  due  to  various  State 
Reofulations.  Therefore,  a  class  of  students  Avas  moved  to 
the  Library,  the  only  space  that  could  conceivably  be 
converted  for  regular  classroom  purposes.  This  put  severe 
limitations  on  the  Librarian's  program  and  use  of  the  Li- 
brary which  had  been  painstakingly  built  up  over  the 
years. 

The  establishment  of  the  Clinical  Teaching  Center  in 
AVellfleet  created  a  ncAv  concept  in  our  school  system  of 
remediating  the  emotionally  disturbed  and  the  percep- 
tually hjmdicapped  child  with  learning  disabilities,  and 
i^turning  him  to  his  own  school.  Tutors  are  also  being 
trained  at  the  Center,  and  thev  will  go  into  the  Elemen- 
tary  Schools  to  aid  the  transition  of  these  children. 

PACE  Program  within  the  school  continues  to  focus 
on  the  individual  as  much  as  possible  and  the  self-con- 
tained classroom  seems  to  be  a  relic  of  the  past.  Adjust- 
ments have  been  made  to  some  original  PACE  procedures, 
but  in  tile  main  the  program  is  proceeding  as  initially  pre- 
sented by  Principal  George  Kurlychek.  The  philosphy  of 
education  of  the  new  Middle  School  as  presented  by  Prin- 
cipal Donald  AVilson,  focuses  on  flexible  programs  and 
the  progress  of  the  individual  at  the  rate  of  his  own  ability. 
Therefore,  students  entering  from  the  Eastham  Elementary 
School  will  not  find  themselves  in  rigid  classroom  condi- 
tions. The  Eastham  School  Committee  plans  to  sponsor  a 
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series  of  orientation  evenings  for  parents  of  Middle  School 
children. 

The  Eastham  School  Committee  has  strived  to  main- 
tain high  standards  for  our  Elementary  School  both  aca- 
demically and  in  the  area  of  good  citizenship.  The  mem- 
bers are  extremely  grateful  to  townspeople  and  taxpayers 
who  have  always  supported  these  efforts.  Principal  George 
Krulychek,  his  faculty  and  all  other  Eastham  school  per- 
sonnel are  to  be  commended  for  their  first  and  foremost 
concern-  the  children  who  enter  the  doors  of  our  school.

Since  I  have  only  served  as  Superintendent  for  three 
weeks  during  1970,  I  will  confine  my  remarks  to  what  I 
consider  to  be  the  single  most  important  change  that  will 
occur  in  1971  in  the  Eastham  School.  This  will  be  the 
change  from  the  K  through  sixth  grade,  with  two-hundred 
forty-six  (246)  students,  to  a  K  through  fourth  primary 
school,  with  an  estimated  one  hundred  six-three  (163)  stu- 
dents, a  drop  in  enrollment  of  34%. 

The  single  largest  budget  item  is  salaries.  We  must, 
therefore,  consider,  with  great  care,  the  needs  of  the  East- 
ham  School  for  services  in  Remedial  Reading,  Art,  Music, 
Physical  Education,  Counseling  and  Library  Services  and 
Administration. 

A  four  town  Coordinating  Committee  will  study  these 
problems  and  will  make  decisions  regarding  the  above 
mentioned  services,  and  charge  the  Superintendent  with 
the  responsibility  of  coordinating  the  entire  situation.

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PRINCIPALS  REPORT 


(for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1970) 
Eastham  Elementary  School 


The  past  academic  year  has  been,  perhaps,  the  most 
involved  year  in  the  history  of  our  school.  We  were  ex- 
cited to  see  the  in-depth  participation  that  parents  and 
citizens  of  Eastham  had  with  their  school.  This  year  has 
been  one  of  careful  scrutiny  of  the  nongraded  structure 
which  we  call  PACE,  by  the  total  community.  It  would 
appear  that  the  ''breaking  in"  period  is  over  and  that  the 
vast  majority  of  parents  feel  that  PACE  is  a  progressive 
step  towards  better  education  for  our  youngsters. 

We  have  entered  our  second  academic  year  with  a 
nongraded,  10  page  progress  report  in  an  attempt  to  give 
the  parent  and  student  a  detailed  analj^sis  of  each  child's 
strengths,  weaknesses,  and  attitudes;  all  presented  in  a 
positive  and  constructive  manner  so  as  to  eliminate  the 
self  defeating  atmosphere  of  failure.  PACE,  (Progress 
According  to  Children's  experiences),  continues  to  work 
on  the  philosophy  that  education  need  not  be  dull  or  pain- 
ful, and  that  children  learn  at  different  spurts  based  on 
different  individual  capacities  to  learn. 

Our  nongraded  approach  has  drawn  national  and  state 
as  well  as  local  support  during  the  past  year.  The  East- 
ham School  won  a  national  award  as  a  "newsworthy  school" 
by  the  Instructor  Magazine,  a  teacher's  professional  jour- 
nal with  a  circulation  of  700,000  schools  in  the  United 
States  alone.  Our  school  was  one  of  33  schools  selected 
from  the  entire  United  States  and  one  of  2  schools  selected 
from  the  Commonwealth.  Recognition  of  this  award  was 
made  in  the  Instructor's  August  issue  and  a  certificate 
hangs  in  our  school. 

Governor  Francis  W.  Sargent,  upon  hearing  of  the 
award,  took  the  time  to  write  our  faculty  a  letter  congra- 
tulating then  on  their  efforts  and  the  award. 

The  most  vital  and  essential  response,  however,  came 
from  the  residents  of  Eastham  when  they  submitted  their 
feelings  via  a  questionnaire  in  June.  The  questionnaire 
contained  18  questions  to  which  the  parents  responded  by 
a  "yes"  or  a  "no"  answer.  I  was  genuinely  pleased  with 
the  overwhelming  favorable  results  and  would  like  to 
share  just  a  few  of  these  with  you: 
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Question  was,  "Do  you  feel  that  your  child  is  getting 
more  individual  attention  in  the  PACE  system?",  The  re- 
sponse was  83%  YES,  and  17%  NO. 

Question  #7  was,  *'If  you  were  to  vote  on  the  PACE 
program,  how  would  you  vote?".  The  response  was  89% 
YES,  and  11%  NO. 

Question  4^9  was,  "Do  you  feel  that  the  new  progress 
report  (report  card)  informs  you  better  of  your  child's 
progress?".  The  response  was  86%  YES,  and  14%  NO. 

Question  #15  was,  "Would  you  like  the  PACE  program 
to  continue?".  The  response  was  91%>  YES,  and  9%  NO. 

For  this  enthusiasm,  the  school  owes  a  great  debt  to 
the  Town  of  Eastham  and  shows  that  more  open  meetings 
such  as  those  held  in  November  and  June  are  necessary 
and  productive. 

This  school  has  undertaken  a  great  many  activities 
that  are  not  strictly  related  to  the  academic  world.  In  May 
we  held  our  annual  Art  Show  at  the  Eastham  Windmill. 
It  is  our  hope  that  this  Year's  show  can  be  held  at  the 
Schoolhouse  Museum.  Also  in  May,  we  experimented  with 
our  Phj^sical  Education  Music  Show  by  holding  it  out  doors. 
The  weather  was  chilly  but  the  performances  by  our  stu- 
dents added  the  needed  warmth.  Weather  was  not  on  our 
side  for  our  annual  Pet  Show  in  June  and,  due  to  a  fierce 
downpour,  we  were  forced  to  hold  much  of  the  show  in 
the  gymnasium. 

Culminating  the  year's  activities  was  a  one  day  trij) 
to  the  United  Nations  in  New  York  City  conducted  by  Mr. 
Packett,  Mr.  Kahn,  and  a  portion  of  Level  E  students. 

During  this  school  year,  in  addition  to  our  traditional 
activities,  we  have  added  an  Environmental  Awareness 
Program  which  is  co-sponsored  by  the  Cape  Cod  Museum 
of  Natural  History  in  Brewster.  Mr.  Donald  Schall,  the 
curator,  conducts  classes  with  Level  E  students  one  day  a 
week  along  with  Mr.  William  Corney,  one  of  the  three 
Level  E  teachers.  Mr.  Alexander  Laird,  Educational  Con- 
sultant for  the  Museum,  conducts  classes  Avith  Level  C 
students  with  the  aid  of  our  teacher,  Mrs.  Janet  Schall. 

An  interesting  community  activity  took  place  in  Octo- 
ber when  Radio  Station  WVLC  in  Orleans  let  some  of  our 
Level  E  students  broadcast  weather  forecasts  for  south- 
eastern Massachusetts.  These  forecasts  were  made  in  school 
with  weather  instruments  and  materials  owned  by  the 
school. 

In  honor  of  the  350th  anniversary  of  the  Pilgrim  Land- 
ing, Miss  Jody  Of  ft,  (Level  A),  Mrs.  Janet  Schall,  ([iovel 
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C),  and  Mrs.  Linda  Ford,  (Level  E),  directed  an  entire 
school  effort  which  re-enacted  the  first  encounter,  sang 
Indian  songs,  read  original  poems  by  students,  and  in 
general  honored  those  brave  men  and  women  who  travell- 
ed here  on  the  Mayflower.  All  of  these  anniversary  activi- 
ties took  place  on  First  Encounter  Beach,  here  in  Eastham. 

We  ended  the  year  with  a  Christmas  Play  which  was 
written  and  produced  by  our  students  called,  "The  For- 
gotten House."  Students  from  all  levels  participated  along 
with  Mr.  Corney,  a  Level  E  instructor. 

Things  have  been  changing  on  our  school  so  as  to 
improve  the  effectiveness  of  a  flexible  and  realistic  edu- 
cational program.  In  an  attempt  to  facilitate  proper  place- 
ment of  youngsters  into  academic  areas,  we  have  changed 
our  testing  program  from  the  Stanford  Tests  to  the  Iowa 
Tests  of  Basic  Skills  and  at  the  same  time  incorporating 
the  Lorge-  Thorndike  Intelligence  Test.  Furthermore,  we 
are  currently  operating  the  testing  program  during  the 
Fall  so  that  teachers  may  use  the  results  during  the  year. 

Changes  have  also  taken  place  in  the  faculty.  The
